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RARE BOOKS FOR NEWBERRY LIBRARY 


Trustees Hope to Get Gen. Bailey's 
Valuable Chinese Collection. 


The trustces of the Newberry Library 
will close tomorrow the purchase of the fin- 
est collection of books on the Chinese Em- 
pire that is in existence outside of the em- 
pire itself. The books were collected by 
Gen. G. W. Bailey of Nevada, Ia., who, 
when a young man, was attached to the 
British Embassy in China. The price fixed 
by Gen. Bailey for the books, which number 
1,200 volumes, is $12,000. An offer of a sum 
slightly less than this was telegraphed him 
yesterday. Mutual concessions doubtless 
will bring about the exchange on Monday. 

Six weeke ago the owner of the Chinese 
library wrote to L. W. Blatchford, one of 
the Newberry Library trustees, and de- 
scribed his holding. He was immediately 
asked to give further details. Gen. Bailey 
came in person to Chicago and saw the Book 
committee, whose members agreed to send a 
man to Nevada to inspect the library. Ac- 
cordingly A. J. Rudolph went.to Iowa and 
came back with the report the books were 
well worth purchasing. 

On Wednesday Mr. Rudolph went to Gen. 
Bailey's home again and made a more thor- 
ough examination. He returned yesterday, 
and the offer of the trustees was at oncetele- 
graphed. 

Of the 1,200 volumes 650 are by Chinese 
authors, while the remainder—all on Chi- 
nese subjects—are the work of American, 
English, French, and German writers. Of 
many of the works by the Chinese there are 
no duplicates in the United States. Many 
are manuscripts, some being of uncertain 
age. A number were written in the Fif- 
teenth century and contain among other 
things the inscriptions on the tombs of a long 
line of Emperors. The paper is of the finest 
and most enduring quality. 

There are exhaustive and detailed descrip- 
tions of Chinese court life, many of them 
written by noblemen attached to the sover- 
eign’s person. There are ancient and mod- 
ern maps of the finest workmanship. There 


TO ANNUL HIS CHARTER. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL BEGINS sUIT 
AGAINST “DR.” ARMSTRONG. 


Declares the “Illinois Health University" 
Is Contrary to the Dignity of the Com- 
monwealth Explicitly Sets Forth. the 
Fraudulent Character of the Institu- 
tion=—Shows Up How Physicians Are 
Made There from Men Without Expert 
Knowledge, but Blessed with Money. 


“Dr.” Armstrong, the old fraud who 
operates the Illinois Health University and 
who has been turning out “doctors” at $6a 
diploma and upwards, is nearing the end of 
his rope. 

Attorney-General Moloney has determined 
to put a stop to the illegal business and 
yesterday filed in the Circuit Court an in- 
formation against the institution and with 
it a bill in chancery asking its charter to be 
revoked. He also explains in his bill why 
he thinks such a revocation would inure to 
the dignity of the State of Illinois and the 
preservation of the health of the citizens of 
neighboring Commonwealths. 

This suit comes at a peculiarly unfortunate 
time for “Dr."”” Armstrong. His libel suit 
against THE TRIBUNE is set for trial shortly 
and it is feared his legal troubles will inter- 
fere seriously with his labor of flooding 
adjacent States with ‘“‘doctors”’ who do not 
know the difference between typhoid fever 
and hives. 

The lilinois Health University is a modern 
adaptation of an old scheme. It was first 
conceived in Philadelphia, many years ago, 
when an alleged university advertised to 
supply grees of any kind, from simple 
“A, B.’ to “LL. D.,”’ for a stated consider- 
ation, the schedule of prices running accord- 
ing to-the sonorousness of the diploma the 
purchaser might desire. No study was re- 
quired and the only thing demanded was the 
ready cash, invariably in advance, 


SAY THEY HAVE BEEN BLACKMA{LED 


Italians Complain of Paying Pélitical 
Bosses fer City Jobs. || 

Great excitement prevailed among the Ital- 
flan politicians yesterday. Some one of their 
number had told Commissioner Kent\sever- 
al Italian laborers in his department\ were 
being blackmailed, and demanded an invest- 
igation. 

Mr. Kent promised to take the matter\up 
tomorrow, and sent for the alleged victims 
to be at his office. The informant said they 
had been “held up” for $5 apiece by certain 
ward heelers, supposed to have a “pull” at 
the City Hall, and would make affidavit to 
that effect.

The circumstances as related are thesc: 
About two weeks ago Mr. Kent wanted 
laborers to work on the streets, and sent 
a request to the Civil Service Commission- 
ers for sixty men. The next day that num- 
ber reported for duty. . All were Italians. 

HeretSfare, it is said, the men have been 
kept in ignorance of affairs at the City Hall 
and got their jobs through political bosses. 
But since the civil service rules began some 
of them have been given to understand 
bosses are not necessary. Of the sixty re- 
cently put to work, several have complained 
they were compelled to pay somebody $5 
apiece for getting them employment. «

His Objections to John Cullens and the 
Latter’s Determination Not to Be Forced 
te Move Involve All Parties in Trouble 
Warrants Out for Cullens’ Son, Who 
Covered Mayer with a Gun Stuffed 
Chimney Process Tried Once Before. 

Because Joseph Mayer was unable to pay 
John Cullens $6 rent in advance Cullens 
filled the chimney in Mayer’s house with 
rybbish. When the smoke filled the house 
and Mayer climbed up on the roof to clear 
the chimney Cullens’ son pointed a gun at 
him and made him come down. A warrant 
was sworn out yesterday for young Cullens. 
Mayer has moved out of the chimney- 
stopped house. 

Cullens took the action he did in order to 
evade the expense of employing legal means 
to eject Mayer and his family from property 
owned by him at No. 157 De Koven street. 
On Dec. 9 Mr. Mayer was unable to pay his 
rent for the month in advance, which 
amounted to $6. He had been out of work 
for some time. His family consists of him- 
self, wife, and two small children. Dec. 26 
Cullens gave Mayer a five-days’ notice to 
vacate. On the expiration of this time he 
did not care to hire a constable to serve the 
writ, and climbed up the roof to the chim- 
ney and placed a sufficient amount of trash 
in it to completely stop the draft. 

When Mayer returned at night he at once 
started to clear the chimney and was 
stopped from so doing by a 24-year-old son 
of Cullens, who pointed a gun at him, 
threatening to shoot~him if he did not de- 
scend at once. 

Yesterday Mayer swore out warrants for 
the arrest of this young man at the Max- 
well Police Station.

His advertisements, as they appeared in 
papers of general circulation, like the Cin- 
cinnati Enguirer, were that would-be phy- 
sicilans anxious to practice in Ohio could 
obtain a diploma entitling them to the privi- 
lege on complying with the requirements of 
the Illinois Health University, which would 
be furnished on application. The applicant 
would receive by return mail a list of ques- 
tions to be answered, and a promise that on 
the return of the blank, filled out and accom- 
panied by the proper matriculation and other 
fees, the diploma would be promptly for- 
warded. On no account was the applicant to 
forget the fees, although some errors in an- 
swering the questions in the blank might be 
kindly overlooked. 

It should be stated, in justice to “Dr.” 
Armstrong and his ‘‘university,’’ whenever 
the fees came the diploma was promptly 
forwarded. And a most imposing diploma 
it was—written in Latin, in the highest 
Spencerian style, and with enough seals and 
signatures attached to impress any one who 
might see it hanging on the walls of a doc- 


tor’s office with the idea that the owner. 


must know all there was to learn about the 
physician’s art, and a trifle more besides. 


How He Was Caught. 


“Dr.”” Armstrong confined his business to 
the States where, as said, the medical prac- 
tice acts are lax, and did not attempt to 
sell any of ais diplomas in Illinois, where 
they could hardly have escaped the Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Health. His 
“university” was brought into local notice, 
however, a few months ago, when THE 
TRIBUNB published a picture of the “‘univer- 
sity’”’ in West Van Buren street. and gave 
a truthful account of the manner in which 
physicians were there manufactured. 

‘““Dr.”’ Armstrong at once declared himself 
much outraged by this publication and, aft- 
er a vain attempt to induce THE TRIBUNE 
to retract its statements, brought a libel 
suit, laying his damages at $100,000. As 
THE TRIBUNE has not, up to date, sent him 
a check for the amount, this suit is still 
pending, along with one President McDon- 
ald of the Guarantee Bond Investment com- 
pany was going to prosecute, but did not, 
because the Federal authorities landed him 
in jail before he could get his case ready. 

This publication and the libel suit drew the 
attention of the Illinois’ State Board of 
Health to “Dr.”” Armstrong and his remark- 
able “university,” and the result was an in- 
vestigation by that body.

Havana, Jan. 4.—Late this afternoon it

Havana Completely Surrounded. 

It looks as if Havana would soon be iso- 
lated. As this dispatch is sent, however, 
communication between Havana and Jaruco 
- 48 not known to have been cut off by the 
enemy. Jaruco is the first town of import- 
ance east of Havana on the railroad line to 
Matanzas. 

Apparently the three insurgent columns 
have been divided into smaller bodies to 
facilitate rapidity of movement. This is 
only a supposition, based on the fact the in- 
surgents have been heard from in halfa 
dozen different towns and directions in this 
vicinity today. 

One of the insurgent columns has crossed 
the railroad at Batabano, the railroad term- 
inal on the south coast, aimost due south of 
Havana. This column is now at or about 
Pozo Redondo, north of Batabano, and ap- 
parently moving in the same direction as 
the column of insurgents previously re- 
ported as heading for Guira Melena, which 
leads some to suppose it is the rear guard of 
that body. Ali the columns to the south of 
Havana appear to be cireling northward 
and toward Pinar del Rio,.with the object 
either of pushing into that province‘or of 
completing a circle around Havana. 

Great Distress in Matanzas. 

This evening information was received the 
insurgents had burned the railroad stations 
at Melena and at Guira Melena, and the 
cane fields about Moralito and Portugalete. 

There is much distress among the inhab- 
itants of the Province of Matanzas, es- 
pecially in the districts through which the 
irisurgents have passed, and the Governor of 
Matanzas has sent an urgent request to 
Gen. Campos for the sum of $200,000 to re- 
lieve the suffering of the country people. [t 
is not believed the Captain-General will be 
able to grant this request.

WAR FEELING IN BERLIN. 


PRESS AND POPULACE EXCITED 
OVER TRANSVAAL AFFAIRS, 


Emperor William Strikes the Most 
Popular Note Since the Beginning 
of His Reign—De Leyds Cheered on 
Unter Den Linden—Further Details 
of Jameson’s Defeat—Chamberlain 
Makes Promises to a Deputation— 
Sentiment in Europe. 

[SPBCIAL CABLE.] 

Berlin, Jan. 4.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
New, York Morning Journal.|—The metrop- 
olis has been thrown into a ferment of ex- 
citement concerning events in the Trans- 
vaal. 

The Emperor’s telegram to President 
Kruger is regarded by all parties as a 
political event of the first magnitude. With 
this terse dispatch, of which the sig- 
nificance is unmistakable, his Majesty has 
struck the most popular note since *the be- 
ginning of his reign and has created un- 
bounded enthusiasm throughout the Empire. 

The entire German press, including the 
extreme Radical and Socialist papers, is 


. exuberant in its applause of the Emperor's 


prompt action. 

Transvaal Ambassador von Bloklam said 
that when he informed the Kaiser of the 
victory of the Boers his joy could not have 
been greater if his own soldiers had won 
such a battle, 2 


Cheers for the Boers. 

This afternoon, as De Leyds, the Trans- 
vaal Secretary of State, was riding in an 
opem carriage on Unter den Linden, near 
the 'Thiergarten, a man among the passers- 
by recognized: him and called for three 
cheers for the Boers. Immediately an im- 
meéense crowd congregated, and, raising their 
hats, cried: *“‘Hath, hoch, hoch, Herr De 
Leyds and the Boers.” 

The streets are filled with anxious people 
inquiring after the latest news, arguing and 
gesticulating excitedly, as if Germany had 
already declared war. Some of these scenes 
remind one of the day when Napoleon chal- 
lenged the old Emperor. 

Nothing but Transvaal is discussed in the 
cafés and beer places. The topical songs 
of variety shows all breathe hatred of the 
English, and satirize their defeat at the 
hands of undisciplined Transvaal! Boers. 

An illustration of the jingo feling which 
has developed in the last few days is the 
alacrity with which thousands have _ re- 
sponded to an appeal for a popular fund for 
the Boers who were disabled in the conilict 
with Dr. Jameson. Today over 200,000 marks 
($47,600) were raised in a few hours. 


England's Suzerainty Forfeited. 

All the journals, inspired by Chancellor 
Hohenlohe of the Foréign Office, assert that, 
England having violated its treaty with 
the Transvaal regarding certain rights of 
suzerainty, the republic need ho longer 
be bound thereby, and may make new al- 
lies, guaranteeing both protection against 
interlopers, thieves, and robbers like Dr. 
Jameson and his crowd. 

I learn from a most trustworthy source 
that a secret agreement was entered into 
by Germany and the Transvaal as much as 
six weeks ago, and that the German troops 
have been in readiness all this time to come 
to the Boers’ aid. These troops are still 
on the cruiser See-Adler, tn Delagoa Bay, 
and permission has been given by the Port- 
uguese Government to cross their territory. 

Altogether, the situation is considered ex- 
tremely grave, though diplomats assert war 
is not imminent.

Lawyer Van Kleeck said yesterday after 
Cleveland’s message there has been nothing 
but the most pacific, friendly tone toward 
America, but Emperor William's defiance 
exposes to English minds the fact that she 
has not been playing a very brave part tn 
the world’s history of late. Emperor Will- 
iam’s telegram to the Transvaal is treated 
by scare lines in every daily and weekly 
paper. Without exception all the papers 
devote long leaders to the subject. They 
all declare that Britain is not to be fright- 
ened or wheedled out of her suzerainty over 
the Transvaal. They all quote the treaty 
ot London of 1884 to show that the Tran;3- 
yaal pledged to have no relations with for- 
eign powers except through England. 

Chamberlain, who is proving himself the 
liveliest diplomat jn history, was quick to 
back this popular sentiment in his talk to 
the South African mercantile deputation 
this afternoon. He revised his remarks, 
knowing that they were to be given tothe 
press. He does not talk war, but returns 
Germany a left-hander in the closing sen- 
tence of his speech, wherein he says: ‘‘From 
this position nothing has occurred to in- 
duce the government to recede.”’ 


England Mast Build More Ships. 

He discreetly makes no reference to the 
fact that Germany is drifting faster and 
faster into partnership with France and Rus- 
fia, a fact which the United States should 
ponder over, if it is true that: we have a 
secret alliance with Russia. The upshot of 
the whole situation in Hurope is that En-

The instrumc’t uscd wns 
an ordinary wood penholder wiih a st+«| 
stub pen. This was handed to the Governor, 
who will take it to Salt Lake, where it will 
be placed upon exhibition and then pre- 
served as an historical! relic. 4 

According to promise, Private Secretary 
Thurber also sent a telegram immediately 
upon the signature of the document to the 
Governor-elect of the State of Utah, an- 
nouncing the fact and the exact moment of 
signature, which was 10 0’clock. The people 
of the new State had made preparations in 
advance to celebrate the occasion. 

The proclamation itself, after being shown 
to Gov. West and Delegate Cannon, was 
sent by'special messenger to the Department 
of State, where it was placed among the 
archives of the United States Government. 
Notwithstanding its importance, it is by no 
means an imposing document in appear- 
ance, being written in Mr. Pruden’s hand- 
writing with a stub pen upon one large 
double sheet of plain white paper, stamped 
with the great seal of the United States. 


SUCCESS AFTER MANY LONG YEARS. 


Story of the Efforts of Utah to Become 
a State. 

Explored, settled, and developed by hardy 
people who endured privations and outlawed 
themselves for the sake of creed Utah has 
taken its place as one of the United States 
Its history is a romance tinctured with trag- 
edy and bloodshed, with a happy ending 
which promises peace and prosperity for 
the future. 

The forty-fifth State of the Union does 
not come into the fold empty handed. Its 
population is within a fraction of 250,000, 
nearly 200,000 of whom are natives. Its cap- 
ital city is one of the most picturesque in 
America, full of beautiful homes which are 
cocupied by a refined people. Its second city 
is full of commercial life and a credit to the 
Commonwealth, while scattered through its 
valleys are thrifty villages and towns amply 
supported by the two leading industries— 
ugriculture and mining. Its resources are 


abundant and diversified, adding largely to 
‘the wealth of the Nation. 


In metals it will 
produce this year $4,350,000 in silver and 
considerably over $1,600,000 in gold. The 
lead product will run over $1,000,000 and that 
of copper will reach nearly $50,000. In ag- 
riculture the State will produce threatimes 
more than minerals in value, while the cat- 
tle and wool interests raise the total to a 
score of millions. With such a showing Utah 
is not afraid to take its place among the 
other States. 

The total paid up capital by the banking 
institutions of Utah is $6,000,000 and the 
deposits amount to $6,500,000. Two-thirds 
of this is held in Salt Lake, which is the 
financial center of that region lying between 
Denver and San Francisco south of the 
Montana boundary Ime. 

Settled Fifty Years Ago. 

Utah settlement dates from July 24, 1847, 
when Brigham Young and his followers, con- 
sisiing of eighty men and fifty women, found 
permanent settlement in the Territory. 
Immigration followed rapidly vear afcer 
year, the new-comers being alswst entirely 
Moriacns. The comparative growth is shown 
in the following table:

The history of the settW@ment of Utah is 
necessarily a history of the permanent es- 
tablishment of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, which is the collective 
name of the Mormon sect. 

Up to the time of its acvent in Utah the 
organization founded by Joseph Smith had 
led a precarious existence, leaving a trail 
of blood behind it from Palmyra, N. Y., and 
Kirtland, O., through Nauvoo, Carthage, 
Kingsville, and across the trackless plains 
to the inviting valley at the foot of the Wa- 
satch range, where it was hoped to find peace 
and immunity from Federal officers. Ar- 
rived in the heart of the Rocky Mountains, 
they set about to create a self-supporting 
colony, Which, in time, they hoped would 
dominate, not only the immediately con- 
tiguous territory, but the whole of that vast 
empire which stretched from the Rockies 
to the Pacific, and the greater part of which 
at that time was under the Mexican flag. 

It was not long, however, before their 
peaceful dreams were dissipated and part 
of the colony forced to carry arms in sup- 
port of the government, whose laws they 
considered an.interference with their re- 
ligious rights. From that time until the 
present the Mormons have been under 
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assistance from the outside world. It was 
this self taught rtliance that made the Mor- 
mon Church such a stubborn enemy of the 
government. 

The first white child born in Utah opened 
its eyes to the light of day Aug. 9, 1847, six- 
teen days after the arrival of the first 
pioneers. It was a girl, the daughter of John 
and Catharine+Steele. Its birthplace was 
the famous Temple block in Salt Lake City, 
and she was given the name of Young Eliza- 
beth Steele. As Mrs. James Stapley she 
lives today at Kanarra. 

The first Mormons to settle at Ogden were 
Capt, James Brown and family who bought 
the tract on which Ogden now stands from 
Goodyier, an Indian trader, who held the 
land under a Mexican patent. John 8. Hig- 
bee and a colony of thirty located on the 
Provo River, where Provo now stands, in 
1849. A fort was built there on acount of the 
depredations of Indians, but a treaty was 
finally made by which the settlers were per- 
mitted to live on the newly acquired ground 
in peace, they taking an cath that they 
would not seek to drive the Indians from 
their lands in Utah Valley. Brigham City 
was first settled in March, 1851. Nine years 
later Logan and other thriving towns in 
Utah were laid out and settled. 

In Utah there are 1,400 miles of railroad. of 
which the Union Pacific has 580, the Rio 
Grande Western 431, Central Pacific over 


200, and a number of local lines reaching 


out from Salt Lake City to the mines, the 
remainder. The Union and Central Pacific 
were completed May 10, 1869, and the Utah 
Central, which put Salt Lake City into'‘com- 


tend to settle finally the conflict between 
the majority of her people and the sentiment 
of the Nation, much of which was based 
upon misunderstanding and was more ap- 
parent than real, and which has already 
been wonderfully modified. It will bind 
more closely together the different ele- 
ments of our community and unify their 
material interests. It will place Utah upon 
a solid foundation politically, socially, and 
commercially. It will encourage the in- 
flux and. investment of capital. It 
will lead to the development of her vast re- 
sources, now only beginning to appear. It 
will give -her people more enlarged liberty 
in local affairs and a voice in the affairs of 
our great country. It will, therefore, broad- 
en the views and aspirations of her citizens 
and make them more than ever, if possible, 
attached to the institutions of the country, 
loyal to the government, and identified with 
the progress and prosperity of the United 
States. 

“The church over which I preside with my 
counselors has ever been friendly to the 
Statehood movement. It.was the members 
of that church who first colonized this region 
under the direction of President Brigham 
Young in 1847. The flag of our country was 
then unfurled, although this was territory 
yet unceded to the United Sates by Mexico. 

“The pioneers who led the way across the 
then American desert and who laid the 
foundations of the commonwealth in the 
midst of the mountains were imbued with 
the spirit of republican institutions, for they 
were chiefly of the best New England stock 
(I am myself a descendant of a line of New 


with her in all the higher attributes of en- 
lightenment. 

“Then the advancement of a people de- 
pends much upon the material environ- 
ments. Judged from that standpoint the 
dullest observer can note Utah's advantages 
over almost every State of the Union. 

“She has an agricultural area sufficient 
to sustain a very large rural population. 
The lands, when irrigated, are exceedingly 
fertile, and a failure of crops has never heen 
known. The demand from the mines for 
fruit, grain, vegetables, and meat secures 
to the farmer generous prices for his prod- 
ucts. This makes prosperity, which in turn 
makes love of home to the children on the 
farms, and that naturally expands into 
patriotism. Utah is one of the foremost of 
cilver producers; second, I. believe, in the 
production of lead. The new State has more 
iron and coal than any other State in the 
Union. Her yield in gold gives promise of 
equaling within three years the product of 


Colorado or California. The State has more 


diversified valuable mincrals than any other. 
Wait until the time comes when all these 
begin to be put into commercial form! 

“Then, too, Utah enjoys a climate which 
is a specific against many diseases which 
devastate less favorable regions. It, with 
its great Salt Lake, its lesser mountain 
lakes, its medicinal springs, and its dry, pure 
air, is a natural sanitarium. 

‘Then her diversified scenery will enable 
her children to grow up among surroundings 
which will be perpetual inspirations to them. 

“In Utah, twenty-five years hence, peo- 
ple may look for artists, poets, painters, and 


munication with the outside world, was fin- 
ished Jan. 10, 1870, Brigham Young driving 
the last spike.

Gentiles and Mormons. 

In assuming the responsibilities of State- 
hood the Gentiles of Utah are going in on 
trust, the Mormons on a certainty. Up to 
the time of the dissolution of the liberal 
party, which was organized and conducted 
principally to break the Mormon rule in Salt 
Lake City, members of the church were 
nearly all found in the fold of the Democrat- 
ic party. After that there was a division 
of strength, the younger Mormons especial- 
ly joining one or the other of the old par- 
ties and strictly adhering to party lines. 
In the last election the Republicans were 
generally successful in electing their entire 
State ticket and a large working majority 
of the Legislature. he Governor-elect, Mr. 
Wells, is a Mormon, and two-thirds of the 
members of the Legislature »elong .»o the 
church and are in good standing. This gives 
them absolute control of the State machin- 
ery for the next five years. 

Whether or not they will abide by their 
agreement not to practice polygamy will be 
proved within that time. That agreémen‘ 
is a matter of record in Washington, and is 
also entered in the constitution under which 
the State is organized. 

Among the Gentiles of Salt Lake the im- 
pession is general polygamy as an institu- 
tion is dead; but there are a few here and 
there who assert it still lives and that, while 
it is practiced secretly now, it will be fiaunt- 
ed publicly when the courts are in Mormon 
hands, and the power of the church, light- 
ened of its load of Federal supervision, has 
been fully proved. But the leading men, 
Gentiles and Mormons alike, assert no fears 
need be apprehended of a reviyal of the 
custom which made Mormonism a stench 
in the nostrils of the Christian world. If 
it is practiced at all, they say, it will be 
practiced secretly the same as any other 
crime. They fully believe the prosperity of 
the State depends upon the dissemination 
orf the full knowledge throughout the world 
that plural marriages have gone, never to 
return.

As soon as possible a local organiza- 
tion was effected for the secular provisional 
government of the colonizers under the name 
of the State of Deseret, and in 1849 applica- 
tion was formally made by chosen delegates 
for admission into the Federal Union. A 
territorial form of government was granted 
instead and Utah- accepted the boon, sent 
her Delegate to Congress, and exhibited by 
every possible means her attachment to the 
Government of the United States. All this 
was under the influence and aid of the 
church, because the population of the Ter- 
ritory at that time were church members. 
“At different periods the application for 
a State government was renewed, the ma: 
terial conditions of the Territory being re- 
ported in detail to show its capabilities for 
self-government. In these efforts for polit- 
ical advancement the chureh over which I 
preside has always approved and assisted 
as far as was consistent with ecclesiastical 
exclusion frdém State affairs. Church and 
State have been kept distinct in their re- 
spective spheres, the machinery of each be- 
ing different and separate. But the church 


‘has always favored the cause of Statehood 


for Utah and of the utmost political liberty 
consistent with the general welfare. 

“Inder a State Government there will be 
no change that I am aware of in the atti- 
tude of the church towards the local or the 
National Government. The State Constitu- 
tion guarantees religious freedom as does 
the Constitution of the United States, and 
tt is provided that no church shall dominate 
the State or interfere with its functions. 
This church has neither the disposition nor 
the need to attempt any such control. It 
will occupy its own place as a religious or- 
ganization on an equal footing with other 
religious bodies before the law. 

“The polygamy question may be regarded 
as setiled. Since the manifesto issued by me, 
Sept. 24, 1890, and indeed for some time 
before that date, no polygamous marriages 


have been solemnized with my permission | 


or to my knowledge. They are strictly for- 
bidden by the church and forever prohibited 
by the Constitution 06f > State.

‘This church hails with joy the liberties 
that will come to the people of Utah by 
reason of her entrance into the Unionasa 
State, for it is a promoter of freedom, every- 
where and to alf people, within the limits 
of constitutional law, and recognizes in this 
advancement the overruling hand of Provi- 
dence, which delivered the nation from a 
foreign yoke in the beginning, and has been 
manifest in its growth and glorious achieve- 
ments to the present day.

What Elder Goodwin Says. 


“TIT can see nothing but good for Utah in 
the change to Statehood. If it were any 
other Territory, everybody would see at a 
glance that with Utah’s position and equip- 
ment, every indication would point to in- 
creased prosperity, prominence, and power 
with the coming of Statehood, 

‘But there were years of unrest, conten- 
tion, and bitterness in Utah, and many peo- 
ple honestly fear that, with the Territory 
surrounded by the protection of State lines, 
there may be a return of the old un- 
pleasantness. I do not think thisis fair. I 
have never heard of the heads of the Mormon 
Church violating a contract. They are all 
bound. All the chiefs have subscribed to a 
paper which binds them to never restore here 
the features which made the contentions in 
the long ago. In the same paper they pledge 
their honor for the honor of their people. 

‘There is still more to the business. The 
renunciation which they made required a 
resoluteness of purpose which ought to 
plead strongly in their behalf. It was 
harder for some of them to accept the new 
dispensation than tq perform any other act 
of their lives. In a day, almost, they sur- 
rendered what, five years previous, ‘they 
would have died to defend, and would have 
smiled as they died, believing they were 
serving God. In five years they advanced 
as far as the stubborn race which settled 
Massachusetss advanced in 100 years. 

“This could not all have come from the 
pressure exerted without. A part, at least, 
was due to the silent demand from within 
the church, from* the people themselves. 

‘From what I know of the Mormon priests 
there is no intention nor desire on their part 
to restore the old order of things; from what 
I know of the Mormon people, were there 
any such intention .or desire, the people 
would not permit the carrying out of any 
such program. 

“Yo Utah is ambitious for honors; anx- 
ious t#at there shall be no just reproaches 
against the people “of Utah: anxious that 
every opportunity to achiev@ fame and ac- 
quire property shall be secured to the men 
and women of this new State. 

“But there are honest fears on the part of 
many people that the Mormon organization 
being largely in the majority will do what 
political majorities always do, take all the 
offices and the full control of the State into 
their own hands. 

“Well, that is as. effectually guarded 
against as it could be in any State. Suppose 
a large majority of all the votes of Illinois 
were Baptists, or Methodists, or Catholics, 
or Presbyterians, what would be the result?

Always Desired Statehood. 

The admission of Utah to Statehood brings 
up in panoramic view the strange and event- 
ful political history of the Mormon people 
in Utah, and the shifting scenes reveal the 
ardent desire they have ever had for 2 
place in the list of States. 

From Kirtland to Carthage, from Carthage 
to Nauvoo, and from Nauvoo to Utah the 
dream of political power has had a con- 
trolling influence upon the aims and purposes 
of the church and people. It is related that 
when in the early 60’s William H. Hooper. 
for many years the Mormon delegate in Con- 
gress, was about to take the stage in Salt 
Lake City to make the journey to Washing- 
ton Brigham Young, omnipotent among the 
people, said: ‘“‘Remember, Brother Hooper. 
anything for Statehood. Promise anything 
for Statehood.’ In this remark he gave ex- 
pression to the anxious longing of the More 
mon people for political independence. 

When the Mormon people first settled in 
Utah they thought their territory was under 
the dominion of Mexico. The news of. the 
treaty of . Guadalupe Hidalgo had not 
reached them. As evidence of their love 
for American institutions they point to the 
fact that though they thought they had 
jassed beyond the borders of the United 
States their first act was to place the Amer- 
ican flag at the summit of Ensign Peak im- 
mediately north of S®it Lake City. 

Within one year after the first settlement 
the first steps to get Statehood were taken, 
showing that at the outset they knew what 
to do to secure self-government and escape 
federal rule. Delegates were elected to 2 
constitutional convention March 18, 1849, 
the provisional government of Deseret was 
organized and delegates appointed to con-. 
vey the constitution to.Washington and ask

In the meantime the Térritury had been | 
growing in population and wealth, and the 
Gentiles were increasing in numbers and 
influence at a rapid rate. June 30, 1887, the 
Sixth Constitutional convention.was held— 
the first that had a reasonable hope of suc- 
cess. John T. Caine, who had been since 
1882 the People’s party (Morm@gn) Delegate 
to Congress, had declared himself a Demo- 
crat and took his seat and counseled with 
the Democrats. It is now an open secret 
that this convention met by and with the 
knowledge and consent of President Cleve- 
land and the Democratic leaders in Wash- 
ington. A plan was agreed upon as follows: 

The Mormons were to meet and adopt a> 
constitution making polygamy, the point 
over which the long contest between the 
government and the people had waged, 2. 
misdemeanor, and. the Democratic admin- 
istration and Congress were to admit the 
State. The agreement made was strictly: 
and scrupulously carried out by the Mormon 
people, and had the Democrats kept equal 
faith Utah would have been a Democratic 
State, for the Mormon leadcrs, in their 
anxiety to escape the enforcement of the 
Edmunds-Tucker laws, had pledged their 
honor to sustain Democracy. It was th2 
last strong effort made by the Mormon peo- 
ple to obtain political independence under 
circumstances which would grant a reason- 
able toleration of their cherished religious 
principle—polygamy, 

The Constitution was adopted and con- 


tained a provision making polygamy a mis-. 


demeanor. It was taken to Washington 
freighted with the hopes and fears of the 
Mormon people, many of whose leaders were 
in exile. A Democratic caucus was held to 
consider the matter. It was then learned 
that Mr .Caine, in his.zeal, had not been 
careful enough to consult all the Democratic 
leaders, or at least had been so unwisé as to 
ignore some of them. In the caucus Samuel 
J. Randall strongly opposed the alliance of 
the Democratic party with Mormonism. 
The restrictions in the Constitution were not 
strong enough, and he might not have agreed 
to a coalition, no matter how strong those 
restrictions were. “Sunset” Cox declared 
that “the Mormon question had been the fly 
in the Democratic oinitment,” and other 
leaders spoke as strongly in the same vein, 
Then leader after leader who had entered 
into-the secret plan with the sanguine hope 
of strengthening the Democracy in the great 
inter-mountain region of the West withdrew 
their support, and the sixth attempt to gain 
admission to the Union signally failed. 

It was a crushing blow to the rising hopes 
of the Mormon people, who had fondly 
hoped that they had the coveted prize within 
their hands, and John T. Caine returned to 
Utah a bitterly disappointed man. When 
he related the facts to a gathering of the 
Mormon leaders and told them how “Sun- 
set’’ Cox had referred to the Mormon people 
as “the fly in the Democratic ointment,” 
many of those present who had no great 
love for Democracy and charged it with 
breach of faith determined that if the op- 
portunity should ever come they would see 
to it that Mr. Cox’s figurative speech should 
become a literal fact. 

The disappointment of Mr. Caine was a 
keen one. Some years before he had de- 
clared himself a Republican, and had de- 
sertéd the party for the Democracy because 
he believed the latter would be more favora- 
ble to his people, Undoubtedly the failure 
of the Democratic leaders to keep their 
promise has had much to do with making 
Utah Republican. The R@publican party 
never made any promises and therefore 
proke none. Its record was. at least con- 
sistent.

The seventh and last constitutional as 
vention assembled in the magnificent city 
me nage building in Salt Lake in 
rch, 1895. The convention met with trs 
consent and approval of nearly all the peo- 
ple, and it marked the end of the long strug- 
gle. Heretofore political lines ha been 
drawn mainly upon religious lines—the Mor- 
mon against the non-Mormon. While in 
other portions of the country the people had 
affiliated with political parties which they 
thought represented their convictions in 
Utah the surface of the political sea had 
never been disturbed by such influences, 
Religion was paramount to politics. Every 
Mormon voted for the candidates of the Mor- 
mon, or People’s, party, and every Gentile, 
or non-Mormon, for the candidates of the 
Liberal party. This has all been changed. 
Under the national admihistration of Pres- 
ident Harrison and the local Territorial ad- 


ministration of Gov. Arthur L. Thomas, the _ 
| practice of polygamy was formally re- — 


nounced by the Mormon people, the two 
local parties were formally dissolved, na- 
tional politics came to the front, and today 
Mormon and non-Mormon fight side by side 
in the political party of their choice. There 
may be method in this for the Mormon; if 
so, it will soon be proved. Many attempts 
had been made in the past to organize polit- 
ical parties on national lines in Utah. The 
Mormbdns were not averse to doing so, but 
the non-Mormons strongly frowned down 
such attempts as treachery to the great 
principle which they deemed to be at stake— 
the suppression of polygamy. 
In 1872 George Q. Cannon and George A. 
Smith were elected delegates to the National 
Republican convention, which met at Phila- 
delphia and renominated President Grant, 
but they were not admitted. In 1888 some 
Mormon Democrats met and nominated a 
Democratic candidate as against the Peo- 
ple’s and Liberal candidates for Congress, 
In 1890 Mormon Democratic delegates were 
elected from many counties to the Demo- 
cratic Territorial convention, but they were 
denied admission. | 


Divide on Party Lines. 


In January, 1891, there appeared the first 
evidences of what has proved to be a sur- 
prising political revolution. For many- 
years all the citizens, irrespective of church 
or party, had cherished the hope that there 
would come an end to the long and bitter 
conflict, and that under a changed policy 
and happier influences the pecple would ail 
unite in a common purpose to promote the 
true interests of Utah. Feb. 2, 1891, the 
Ogden Standard, before a Mormon paper, 
unnounced it would thereafter be a Repub- 
lican party paper. The feeling in favor of 
division on national party lines began to 
spread, and finally, June 10, 1891, the Peo- 
ple’s Territorial Central committee (Mor- 
mon) met and formally disbanded the party 
which had controlled the Territory, so far 
as the Federal laws permitted them to, from 
1847 to that date. The Mormon people had 
deliberately taken the step which meant 


‘that thereafter the unity which had been 


the main pillar of the political strength 
of Mormonism was to be a thing of the 
past, and the Mormon people would trust 
to the consideration of the two great polit- 
ical parties. June 21, 1891, the Democratic 
party accepted the new departure, and the 
Republican party immediately did the same. 
The Liberal party did not at once dissolve, 
It continued its organization down to No- 
vember, 1893, at which time the last vestige 
of the old political differences disap- 
peared. | 

At the first election held after party di- 
vision in 1891 the Democrats had a surpris- 
ing majority. This was mainly due to the 
fact that the Republicans were not fully 
organized. At the succeeding election in 
1892 the Democratic majority was largely 
reduced, and in 1893 the Republicans had a 
majority. In 1894 their majority was in- 
creased, and in 1895, the Statehood election, 
it was still further increased. 

The failure of the Democratic party to 
keep its promises had much to do with the 
Republican victory. Another potent factor 
was the great love which the Mormon peo- 
ple have for the doctrine of protection to 
home industries. -The Mormon leaders have 
instilled this principle into the minds of 
their people from the beginning, and the 
doctrine has been imbedded in the statutes 
of the Territory. The majority of the Mor- 
mon people believe in bounties and protec- 
tion. It was taught them by Brigham 
Young, as being the sure way to independ- 
ence. . 

The Constitution contains a provision for 
woman suffrage. This will probably innure 
to the benefit of the Démocrats, but will 
not, it is thought, overcome the strong Re- 
publican majority. 


Mountain Meadow Massacre. 


At the beginning of their career in Utah 
the Mormons were guilty of a crime so 
heinous and so frightful that when years 
later the horrible facts became known the 
world was struck with horror. For years 
the church has contended that it was not 
responsible for the Mountain Meadow mas- 
sacre, that -Indians perpetrated the terrible 
atrocities, and that the Mormons themselves 
only sought to stay the hands of the butch- 
ers of women and children and not to en- 
courage them. Nevertheless, the fact re- 
mains that John D. Lee, a Mormon and a 
Danite, was shot for the crime by the Fed- 
eral authorities. Lee left a confession in 
which he placed the blame for the slaughter 
of the immigrants at the door of Brigham 
Young and his counselors. 

The stigma of this terrible massacre has 


always clung to the Mormon Church, lead- 


ing to the general impression abroad that 
the organization was one which would scru- 
ple at nothing to attain its end, and was made 
up primarily of murderers who shed innocent 
blood even when it profited them nothing. 
The massacre of Mountain Meadow took: 


place on Sept. 16, 1857, in the southernend — 
of the Territory, when an immigrant train _ 


under the command of Capt. Fancher was 
intercepted, besieged, and wiped from the 
face of the earth. One hundred and twenty 
men, women, and children were murde 

cold blood by an overwhelming force of In- 
dians and a band of Mormons, supposed to 
number fifty-eight. The massacre took place 
at a time when the Mormons were expecting 
Federal interference and supervision, which 
they resented by open resistance, and when 
Gen. Albert. Sidney Johnston had been or- 
dered across the Rockies for the purpose of 
occupying the vast territory just acquired 
from Mexico. 

Brigham Young, who had been appointed 
first Governor of the Territory, protested - 
against this intrusion of Federal arms to the 
extent of declaring the Territory to be under 
martial law. This, in effect, was a declara~- 
tion of war, and, in fact, the proclamation 
as issued by Gov. Young left no doubt in the 
minds of his blind followers that they were 
to resist all invasion of their territory, 
whether by armed or peaceful bodies of men, 
éven at the cost of human life. 


Indians and Mormons.

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A. A. MATTESON DIES IN GALESBURG. 


Succumbs to Typhoid and Pneumonia 
After Being {11 for a Week. 

Galesburg, Ill., Jan. 4.—[(Special.]—Asa A. 
Matteson died this afternoon after a week's 
iliness of typhoid pneumonia. He was Treas- 
urer of the Purington Paving Brick company, 
member of the Ho-«pital and Library Boards, 
and a stockholder and officer of severa! local 
institutions. 

Mr. Matteson was born near Berwick in 
1837. He was educated in the Galesburg 
schools, and admitted to practice law in 
1860. For ten years he was a partner of 
Judge Tunnicliff of Macomb. Since 1875 
he has lived in Gaiesburg, and all these years 
he has been connected with the First National 
Bank, serving a number of terms as Vice. 
President. 

He served four terms as Alderman and 
was on the most important committees, He 
was on the committee that secured the pass- 
age of the Sante Fé road through Ga.esburg 
in 1886. An ardent_Republican, he waa sent 
to conventions and was well known in poiit- 
ical circies.

BOND S¥NDICATE SAID TO BE ACTING 
THE SHYLOCK, 


President Cleveland Reported to Be In- 
censed at the Terms Extorted by New 
York Financiers—Is Contemplating the 
Issue of a Popular Loan in Lieu of 
Making a Contract=Greenbacks May Be 
Used to Purchase the Gold Needed for 
the Reserve in an Emergency. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—One 
ef the close friends of the President declared 
today that Mr. Cleveland was much wrought 
vp over the sandbagging to which he had 
been subjected by the members of the New 
York bond syndicate. It was said by this 
authority that President Cleveland was 
loath to make a contract with the syndicate, 
as he felt he was Seing.takenwy the,throat, 
and that the people would not understand 
the emergency, nor believe he was obtaining 
the best terms possible It was strongly 
intimated that the President has become 
convinced that the last pound of flesh had 
been asked, but he finds himself between 
their exorbitant demands and the unreadi- 
ness of Congress to furnish relief. In this 
dilemma, it is understood, several well- 
known financiers have urged the President 
to issue a call for bids for a popular loan, 
returnable in four or five days. The only 
fear of the President was that if any time 
were wasted in attempting to secure popular 
subscriptions to the loan the reserve might 
be forced down to the minimum, and the 
Treasury be put, in spite of itself, on a 
silver basis. 

The financial experts who have been advis- 
ing the President point out that there is not 
the slightest danger of this, and say that 
the New York syndicate has intentionally 
misled him regarding the gravity of the sit- 
vation. 

The authority of Secretary Carlisle to 
maintain the gold reserve by the purchase 
of gold with greenbacks in case of emer- 
gency is unquestioned. Sec. 3700 of the Re- 
vised Statutes reads as follows:

To enable this office to do the 
work which public officials and the libraries 
of the country and the general public ex- 
pect and require, it should have a full set 
of the public documents from the beginning 
and have it thoroughly catalogued, Two or 
three years of active effort in this direction, 
with the opportunities which this office has 
for interchange with libraries and coliectors, 
would work wonders, if it could be suppie- 
mented by the use of a smail appropriation 
for the purchase of such rare public docu- 
ments as are not to be otherwise obtained. 
The number of duplicates which accumulates 
in the libraries is so great—one library re- 
cently reporting as many as 5,000—that one 
can hardly become conversant with the facts 
without reflecting whether the system of 
distribution of public documents to citizens 
in general might not be improved. 

“One idea that has come to my notice 
seems to have in it at least the germ of an 
improved system. It contemplates doinz 
away with the direct gratuitous distribution 
of books by members of Congress and other 
officers of the government and substituting 
the distribution of blank orders for books 
to be filled up by recipients with the names 
of the books desired and then forwarded to 
one of the document rooms, where the order 
would be filled and the book sent to the 
proper address. An allotment of these 
blank orders might be made as readily as 
an allotment of books, with the advantage 
that if they were not used either by the 
member or by the constituents to whom 
they were sent little loss would be incurred. 
The plan would have the advantage also of 
enabling the constituent to get the book he 
might want, instead of having sent to him 
some volume for which he did not care. 
There are citizens who would be giad to re- 
ceive a volume of the Chinook texts or the 
Controller’s statistical report on the na- 
tional banks, but to the average citizen the 
compliment implied in the gift of these and 
similar technical volumes is dubious.”

to defend themselves they “corraled” their 
wagons and for days were subjected to a 
constant fire from a large force, which com- 
pletely surrounded them \and prevented 
them from obtaining water or provisions. 
All the Mormons were not In favor of killing 
the immigrants, and the siege, according to 
the Gentile version, was prolonged in order 
to enable a courier to reach the head of 
the church for explicit orders. In the course 
of time this courier returned, and, according 
to the Lee confession, orders were given to 
slay every person in the party ‘“‘who could 
talk.”” In order to accomplish this it was 
negessary to use stratagem. Under a flag 
of truce one of the white men sought the 
besieged immigrants and informed them 
that if they would give up their arms they 
would be taken out of the reach of the In- 
dians and conducted to a place of safety. 
Perishing with thirst, and many of them 
dead and dying from wounds, the Fancher 
party readily agreed to any terms which 
would save them from the sure death that 
hungover them. The men were disarmed 
and placed in line; the women and children, 
with the wounded, were placed in wagons, 
and the infants, those who could not talk or 
understand, were, in order to carry out the 
letter of instructions, kept by themselves, 
Huddled together like sheep all except the 
infants were shot down in cold blood. A 
few men managed to run short. distances, 
but they were overtaken and their throats 
cut by the avenging angels and their Indian 
allies. It was years after the true facts 
were whispered about in Salt Lake City 
through disaffections among the Danites 
themselves. An investization followed, but 
the only one to suffer was John D. Lee, and 
he was convicted and sentenced to death on 
the testimony of Mormons.

LIVELY DEBATE AT THE POLITICAL 
EQUALITY LEAGUE. 


Members Discuss the Question, “The 
New Woman Is an Enemy to So-< 
elety "—Dr. Stevenson and Mrs, 
Hiestand Lead—One Enthusiastical- 
ly Eulogizes, the Other Mercilessly 
Excoriates—Four Hundred Women 
and a Single Row of Men Listen. 

There was a lively debate at the Political 
Equality League yesterday afternoon. The 
subject was the “New Woman,” and inter- 
ested club women had primed themselves 
with important points on both sides of this 
most modern question. By the time the two 
leaders of debate—Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson and Mrs. Sarah Willard Hiestand 
—had had their say the “new woman” had 
been enthusiastically eulogized on one side 
and mercilessly excoriated on the other. 

The subject was worded thus: *‘Resolved, 
That the new woman is an enemy to so- 
ciety.” Fully 400:women and a single row 
of men huddled in one corner were assembled 
at the Woman’sclub-rooms. Both champions 
were warmly applauded as they came for- 
ward to discuss this most serious, most 
humorous question of the day. It was evi- 
dent the “new woman” was popular with 
the assemblage, for scores in her favor 
always called forth applause. 


| Mrs. Hiestand Opens Debate. 

The wordy war began with Mrs. Heistand 
on the affirmative. The speaker had pre- 
pared a scholarly paper, and spoke with the 
assurance of one who had given the ques- 
tion much thought. Her arguments turned 
wholly upon the subject of sex, maintaining 
a& worman’s first duty was that of mother, 
and any activities outside the home that de- 
tracted from home duties were inimical to 
human society. 

‘*The restless search of women for activity 
and the pursuit of knowledge evidences it- 
self in hysteria for celebrities and an itch 
for notoriety,” she maintained.

Championship Chess Tourney On. 


WIN FOUR OUT OF FIVE. 


DETROIT BOXERS NO MATCH FOR THE 
LOCAL MEN, 


Inter-City Championship at the C. A. A. 
Largely Attended=Arthur Crane’s Mich- 
igamn Sparrers Outclassed — Political 
Fight on for Good at the Big Michigan 
Avenue Club-House=Supt. Burke, in 
for All Athletic Games, Wants to Cater 


to Everybody. 

Chicago won four out of the five events in 
the inter-city boxing contest last evening 
between representatives of Chicago and De- 
troit. One thousand five hundred people 
cheered lustily the winners. It was an im- 
partial crowd of 1,500 that applauded the 
clever work of the Detroit boxers as much 
as they did that of the home men. Generally 
speaking, the Chicago men outclassed the 
others in ability, and especially so as regards 
ceondition, some of the cleverest of the De- 
troit men fighting themselves out in two 
rounds. The bouts were generally interest- 
-jng, hot and clever work being the rule. 
Preceding the class contests four special 
events between local boxers were contested, 
and which, as a rule, were quite as hot as 
thoge on the regular program. 

The first bout between representatives of 
the two cities was between Ed Dwyer of Chi- 
cago and William Sutton of Detroit in the 
115-pound class. Dwyer was the larger and 
easily the better of the two men, but Sutton 
was shifty and put up a game fight that 
won him hearty applause. 

In the next C. Peterson of Chicago got the 
decision easily over Fuchs of Detroit in the 
125-pound class. Fuchs started off like a 
winner, but tired quickly, and Peterson 


finished him in two rounds. 

George Kirwin of Chicago and Seiloff of 
Detroit, in the 135-pound class, next came to- 
gether and it required four rounds before 
Kirwin got the decision. It was a hot, bruis- 
ing fight all through and both men were 
very tired at the finish. 

The next—Detroit’s only victory—was be- 
tween H. W. Williams of Chicago and Tom 
McCune of Detroit, in the 145-pound class. 
McCune was clever and shifty and easily 


outclassed his man. 

The last and the star bout of the evening 
was between Joe Sturch of Chicago and 
Henry Behrens of Detroit, in the 105-pound 
class. Behrens was exceedingly clever, but 
he lacked condition, and Sturch’s continued 
aggressiveness won him the decision, but 
only after four hot rounds were seaggerat-tte :

The Chicago Athletic Association's polit- 
ical fight is on for good. Although the Nom- 
inating committee, which met on Friday 
evening, divulged none of the secrets of its 
session, enough has been learned to show 
that the fight will be a bitter one. What ob- 
ject the committee had in keeping the 
names of their candidates secret is not 
known, but the supposition—at least, s0 
think the Sturges faction—is to wait until 
the latter party announce their candidate. 
The fight, it is made to appear, is whether 
the association will drop athletics and de- 
vote itself to sociables or vice versa: The 
younger element—that is, those that aré 
making a stand for Sturges—do not hesitate 
to say it is the former, which is denied by 
the regulars. 

The fight proper, so it appears, is made 
principally on Supt. William Henry Burke, 
who is accused of trying to drive athletics 
out of the big Michigan avenue building. 
Burke, when seen yesterday with reference 
to these charges, denied them point blank. 
Hie defies anybody, so he says, of ever know- 
ing him to vote against anything athletic 
that ever came before the board. : 

“I want,” he said, ‘‘to see plenty of boxing, 
football, swimming, and in fact any and 
everything in the athletic line. We have 
three classes in the association,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘the old, the middle-aged, and the 
young. As they donot all cater for one class 
of amusements something must be done to 
Satisfy them all, and that has been my aim 
ever since I have been connected with the 
organization.’’ 

These sentiments were voiced by a great 
many impartial members, who say that the 
Board of Governors and committees in the 
various departments must cater to the wants 
of the members collectively, and not indi- 
vidually. In regard to the asscciation per- 
mitting its lease on the Thirty-fifth street 
ground to expire it is said the lease was a 
bad one, and thought better arrangements 
could be made. The club, if it made the 
money out of the ground, was to have 
paid James A. Hart of the Chicago Ball club 
$6,500, but it only cleared $810, and that was 
all according to*the conditions they were 
compelled to pay. 

Manager Harry Cornish has packed his 
traps ready to leave for New York tomor- 
row. It is a question, however, whether the 
club will let him go for good. 


BOAKES PLEASED WITH HIS TRIP. 


Admits Standing the Champion Rac- 
quet Player of America. 

Head Marker Harry Boakes of the Chicago 
Athletic Association has returned from his 
trip to New York to try for the racquets 
championship of the United States. While 
there Mr. Boakes played with George Stand- 
ing, the champion: B. S. de Garmendia, 
amateur champion; Tom Pettit, champion 
of Boston, and Instructor Thompk‘ns of the 
New York Athletic club. Five mat-hes were 
played at racquets and court tennis and 
Mr. Boakes was on the winning side in three 
of them. 

As a result of his trip East the champion 
racquet player of the United States is ad- 
mittedly George Standing. But Mr. Boakes 
won his match at court tennis against In- 
structor Thompkins in handy style and still 
remains champion in that branch of sport.

nothing, as the rules of the “university’’ do 
not require any one to pursue a course of 
study under the directions of the. alleged 
faculty, no member of which, by the way, 
except “Dr.”’ Armstrong, is ever in evi- 
dence. Diplonias, the Attorney-General 
asserts, are sent to all applicants who may 
make more or less correct answers to a list 
of printed questions and forward at the same 
time the necessary fees. 


Terms of the Charter. 

All this, says the Attorney-General, is 
contrary to the peace and dignity of the 
State of Illinois and to the provisions of the 
“university’s” charter, which provides “for 
the education of teachers in the science of 
health and the true art of healing and fitting 
men and women for the rights and duties of 
citizenship and of conferring upon such 
teachers, when duly qualified, such diplo- 
mas, such degrees, or certificates of qualifi- 
cation as may seem proper and ‘just to the 
officers and faculty of the institution.” 

Wherefore the Attorney-General declares 
the “university” is a fraud and its diplomas 
worthless, and asks its charter be revoked 
so it can do no more mischief under the pro- 


tection of the laws of Illinois. 


It should also be stated Capt. Stuart of the 
postal inspection service has also taken up 
the case of “Dr.” Armstrong and his “‘uni- 
versity” and will probably soon bring pro- 
ceedings in the Federal courts, whereby the 
“doctor” will have to answer to the charge 
of using the mails with intent to defraud.

MUST HAVE MORE MONEY. 


MAYOR TRYING HARD TO SOLVE A 
PUZZLE IN FINANCE, 


How to Run the City Satisfactorily and 
Meet All the Increased Expenses on 
a Decreased Revenue — Receipts 
from Saloon Licenses Show a Ma- 
terial Falling-Off, Over Seven Hun- 
dred Going Out of Business—Reduc- 
tion of Salaries Not Favored. 


As the deparfment estimates come in 
Mayor Swift grows more perplexed over the 
general question of city maintenance. With 
a shortage of $80,000 in the revenue from 
equalized taxes as a starter and the probable 
loss of $500,000 in saloon licenses as compared 
with last year’s income, and a naturally in- 
creased demand for more money than was 
used in 1895 to meet necessary expenses, the 
outlook is certainly not at all encouraging. 
Several knotty problems are presented. 
“The people,” said Mr. Swift in discussing 
the situation yesterday, ‘‘do not realize what 
a great city we have here.. When they read 
that $350,000 has been appropriated for street 
cleaning purposes they look upon it as being 
a large sum, yet it only prorates 60 cents a 
mile per diem and $250,000 for removing the 
700 tons of garbage accumulating every day 
is only 12 cents aton. Last year the mileage 
of paved streets was increased to the extent 
of forty-eight miles, and we can safely figure 
there will be more garbage to move this year 
than there wasin1s¥5. Yet We are not going 
to have as much money by half a million 
dollars. 

Brewers tell me 500 saloons at the lowest 
estimate will go out of business, which 
means a loss to the city of $250,000, an 
amount equal to the appropriation for taking 
care of the garbage. But we have good rea- 
sons for believing the number of saloons 
will be reduced 750, making a loss in reve- 
nue of $375,000, and the number may run 
to 1,000. But the demands grow instead 
of decrease. Some suggest that we reduce 
salaries. Well, that is something I do not 
want todo. The policemen and firemen are 
not paid any too much now. Thé streets 
and bridges need repairing, so with a re- 
duced revenue something must suffer. Then 
comes the question as to whether the Fi- 
nance committee will follow precedent and 
hold $350,000 out of the appropriation for 
gas and electric lighting. It is illegal to 
do so, but to put in the full amount required 
means taking it off the allowance for other 
departments. The idea of asking fora spe- 
cial session of the Legislature to give us re- 
lief has not been abandoned, but the com- 
mittee to whom that matter was referred, 
and of which Ald. Madden is Chairman, 
has never held a meeting. I can not say 
when it will hold one.”’

It was the talk of political circles 
and everybody said, “‘A scheme to legislate 
Chief Engineer Randolph out of office.””

He 
claimed not to know until afterwards that 
the Chief Engineer resides outside of the 
district, and said when the matter comes up 
in committee he will offer an amendment so 
as not to confine the selection of a Chief 
Icngineer to any territory. 

“I realize,’’ he continued, “we must have 
an able man in that position, and might not 
find just the right one within the limits of 
the district. The employés from Michigan, 
Ohio, and Indiana are the fellows I am 
after.’’ 

Fremont Hill of the firm of Hill & Enright 
is the latest man mentioned in connection 
with the selection of engineer of the Drain- 
age Board: Mr. Hill has been following his 
profession in Chicago for a number of years. 
He came here from Cincinnati. In event of 
a compromise candidate Mr. Hill’s friends 
believe he is a likely man for the place, as he 
has strong indorsements. 


TALKING SALARY FOR TREASURER. 


An Old and Troublesome Question Re- 
vived at the City Hall. 

Would it be good policy to give the City 
Treasurer a salary, make an appropriation ¢ 
for the expenses of his office, and let him 
turn all interest on municipal funds over 
to the city, instead of taking 85 per cent as 
he does now and pay his own expenses? 

This question was discussed a good deal 
among officials and Aldermen yesterday. . 
Adam Wolf, present incumbent, :said he 
would gladly exchange the interest to which 
he is entitled for a salary, provided the sal- 
ary is anywhere near reasonable when com- 
pared with the size of his bond, which is 
for $22,000,000. He thinks that anything 
less than $15,000 a year would not be fair. 

Whether the Council can by ordinance 
make such change is something no one 
cared to express an off-hard opinion on. 
Mr. Wolf gets 60 per cent of the interest 
under ordinance and 25 per cent under State 
laws. However, if‘he carries out a promise 
made yesterday to ask for a salary the mat- 
ter will come up in the Council, and it may 
come up soon. Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Dupuy said the Treasurer has the right 
to make a contract with the city and give 
up his fees if he sees fit to do so. 


SESSION OF CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. 


Garbage Contractors Found to Be Out- 
sfde of Jurisdiction. 

The City Civil Service Board interested 
itself in the appointment of new garbage 
contracts yesterday and referred the matter 
to ‘Corporation Counsel Beale for an opin- 
ion. The board wants to know~ whether 
these contractors are city employés and 
under the jurisdiction of the commission, or 
whether they are getting the work on bids 
as contractors. 

Mayor Swift said he thought there couid 
be no question about them being contractors 
and in no way under the authority of the 
Commissioners. Mr. Swift also denied, 
most positively, a story alleging Supt. Rhode 
had tendered his resignation because of 
trouble between himself and Commissioner 
Kent over the reorganization of this bureau. 
Mr. Rhode, it appears, wanted to retain all 
the teams employed, but Mr. Kent laid off 
150. This was all the difference they had. 
The Mayor also said that upon investigation 
of the claim Aldermen were making com- 
plaint against Kent’s action in appointing 
temporary contractors without consulting 
them, he found only one or two felt at all 
aggrieved. Ald. Schermann was mentioned 
as one of the complainers,’ but he assured 
the Mayor it was not true, and Mr. Kent, so 
Se! as he was concerned, had done the proper 
thing. 


FIRE ESCAPE FOR A THEATER, 


Controversy Between the Building 

Commissioner’s Officers and Schiller. 

Building Commissioner Downey is haying 
a lively controversy with the owners of the 
Schiller Theater. They protest against 
equipping that structure with fire-escapes 
on the claim that it is fireproof and does 
not require any such device. But the Com- 
missioner insists they must, and says fire- 
escapes are needed on every building four 
stories and over in height. 

It seems this is likely to be made a sort of 
test case, the owners of other fireproof 
buildings contending it is an unnecessary 
cxpense to compel them to put up fire-es- 
capes. 

“Even a fireproof building,” said the Com- 
missioner, “‘may be filled with smoke from 
an adjoining building, and this alone might 
be suilicient to cause a panic. In such a 
case persons may not be able to get to the 
stairways, and in this emergency the fire- 
escapes would.be useful. It is for this rea- 
son I am insisting these structures must be 
so equipped.”

‘I have heard nothing 
from them for many months, as my mail is 
intercepted by the Turkish officials. 

When I left Armenia in-1890 I was on 
friendly terins with my government, but 
since I have been here I have spoken against 
the Sultan and the rule of Armenia, and I 
cou:d not now return in safety. The Turkish 
Consul in Chicagv is a bitter enemy of mine, 
and the Turkish Minister in Washington has 
also interested himself in the fight against 
me,as my family connections in Armenia are 
high and influential. 

‘*I can substantiate my statements when I 
say the Minister from Turkey in Washington 
manufactures the cablegrams said to come 
from Turkey and Armenia, in which the re- 
ports of the massacres in Armenia are said to 


.be greatly exaggerate.”

DELAYED BY A CAVE-IN. 


WORK IN THE NORTHWEST TUNNEL 
EXTENSION INTERRUPTED, 


Quicksand and Graveli Do Considerable 
Damage, but Contractors Do Not Con- 
sider the Accident at All Serious and 
Have Taken Steps to Overcome the Set- 
back and Kepair the Damage<—One 
Hundred and Fifty Tous of Earth 


Fall. 

‘Quicksand and gravel encountered in the 
progress of the great northwest water. works 
tunnel! from Eiizabeth street and Carroll ave- 
nue to Green and Indiana streets at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon caused a serious tum. 
bling in of the earth and stopped further ex. 
tension of the tunnei until the break can be 


repaired. 

The cave-in took place in the new tunnel 
400 feet northeast of the shaft in Carroil ave- 
nue just beyond the point to which the brick 
mark had been extended. It did 
not come without warning, and as 
150 tons of earth and gravel crashed to the 
floor of the tunnel only a few workmen were 
near the scene, and these were warned by a 
few lumps of dirt that preceded the great 
crash, 

An immediate examination of the break 
showed that a hole thirty feet high and twenty 
feet long had resulted, and it was feared that 
the uncertain condition of the strata would 
cause a cave-in of the earth from the surface, 
Contractor J. J. Duffy was on the scene and 
personally directed his menin the work of 
blocking up the earth above so as to prevent 
anotner recurrence of the trouble. 

The first warning of danger came at noon 
on Friday, when two streams of water were 
seen to jet suddenly from the north side of 
the tunnel, Some of the experienced miners 
at work in the tunnel noticed the prevalence 
of quicksana, and, notifying Contractor 
Duffy, immediate steps were taken to prevent 
a cave-in. Timbers eight inches square and a 
quantity of wide planks were used to prop up 
the earth on the north side of the tunnel, the 
hardpan nature of the earth on the south side 
rendering such work unnecessary there. 

Great quantities of water poured into the 
tunnel and rendered the work decidedly 
dangerous. This water was conducted under 
tne bottom of the landing floor of the shaft, 
from which it was pumped to the surface by 
a powerful pump with a capacity of 150 
gallons a minute. Yesterday the volume of 
water was not so great and the pump handied 
it with ease. 

Damage from the cave-in yesterday will, it 
wis estimated, amount to $2,000, and in the 
progress of the tunnel the work is delayed 
from ten to fifteen feet per day. In the ordi- 
nary run of work from twenty-five to twenty- 
seven feet extension is made in the tunnel 
each day. 

Contractor Duffy was interviewed at the 
scene of the cave-in yesterday afternoon. 
*“ While the cave-in a-sumed a serious aspect 
und was liable to cause great damage at first,’’ 
said Contractor Dutfy, *‘my men have been 
able to put in a thorough system of biocking, 
and think by morning ail danger 
will be past and the work can pro- 
ceed. For a time [ was afraid 
the entire portion of the earth between this 
point and the surface would come in on us, 
but we have used more than 2,000 feet of 
lum ber in the effort to prevent such an occur- 
rence and I don’t anticipate much more 
trouble.” 

Immediately after the cave-in Contractor 
Duffy telephoned to Commissioner of Public 
Works Kent, who visited the scene in com- 
pany with City Engineer Jackson, Upon 
their return to the City Halil Mr. Jackson said 
he did not think the cave-in was anything 
serious, 


MUST NOT USE UNSAFE BRIDGES, 


Commissioner Kent Issues Ultimatum to. 


Street Car Companies. 

W. D. Kent, Commissioner of Public 
Works, and other city officials say the street 
car officials must stop the practice of using 
bridges and viaducts for trolley car traffic 
which have been declared unfit for the pur- 
pose by the .city engineers. In the future, 
Mr. Kent says, the street car people will be 
furced to comply with orders. He has taken 
steps to prevent the West Side street car 
com pany from operating its trolley line cross- 
ing the viaduct at Sixteeuth and Cana! streets 
until the etructure is rebuilt. The wires are 
in place, but the cars have not been started. 

The city engineers wiil inspect the Chicago 
avenge and Division street bridges, and if 
found in the reported weakened condition 
cars will be stopped running until proper re- 
pairs are made. 

The strect-car people will be required to re- 
pair the Milwaukee avenue viaduct at an ex- 
pense of nearly $10,000 before they will be 
allowed to run trolley cars on it, 

The city authorities confirm the report con- 
cerning the accident to the State street via- 
duct. The street-car people had been warned 
ten days before of its unsafe conditron. The 
case of the North avenue bridge was similar. 
Cars were run over the etructure until it was 
positively forbidden by the city authorities. 

Commissioner Kent says his department is 
not to be blamed for the action of the street 
car people, who, he says, have had ample 
waraing of the condition of every bridge be- 
fore the trol:iey cars have crossed it. He 
was not aware his orders had been disre- 
garded except in one or two cases, 

When reminded of the State street acc:- 
dent, Mr. Kent said: ‘* Yes, it is true the 
company continued to operate ite cars after 
the viaduct was reported in bad condition 
and the accident resulted. Strict orders have 
since been issued and the street car peopie 
will be compelied to strengthen all bridges 
used by them which are not strong enough to 
carry troliey cars. I have forbidden the use 
of the viaduct at Sixteenth and Canal streets 
until it is rebuilt.’ 

Another official in the Commissioner’s of- 
fice said: ** The trouble is the old bridges 
are too old and téo light to carry trolley cars 


in eufety. Thestreet car companies should . 


be compelled to rebuild every one of the old 
bridges.”’ . 

Instead of compeling the street car people 
to furnish power to turn the swing bridges the 
city authoritiesare cow figuring on a plan to 
substitute electricity for steam power on all 
the city bridges. The power will be carried 
by underground cabies from the new power 
house at Hulsted street and Blue Island avenue, 
City. Electrician Barrett is now makin 
estimate on the cost of sucha system. St is 
eaid a saving of many thousands of doliars 
anoually may be effected. The change in 
machinery at each bridge will cost over 


‘The repairs on the machinery of Chicago’s 
bridges coste $25,000 annually. A large 
part of this will be saved if electrical power 
is adopted.

On Friday afternoon she secured a place 
at No. 84 Sangamon street, but the next 
morning, because of her slowness in prepar- 
ing breakfast owing to not being acquainted 
with her new surroundings, she was dis- 
charged. 

She had just 15 cents in her pocket. Ut- 
terly discouraged she started again with her 
little girl looking for work. The two tramped 
about from one place to another until noon, 
when, nearly frozen, she asked a policeman 
where she could find shelter. He sent herto 
the Harrison street annex.

RAILWAY NEWS. 


RESULTS OF MEETING HELD TO 
BRING GULF ROADS TO TERMS. 


Text of the Resolution Referring Ques- 
tion of Rates on Missouri River 
Grain Business to J. N. Faithorn 
for Arbitration—Order to Restore 
All Tariffis—Fears the Action Taken 
May Fail to Effect Anything—State- 
ment of Cereal Shipments. 


With the exception of the-traffic officials 
of the roads directly interested, few people 
were aware of the serious discrimination in 
grain rates against Chicago and the great 
diversion of Missouri River business to the 
Gulf ports until they read the exposure in 
THE TRIBUNE yesterday. The matter has 
been growing from bad to worse for more 
than a month, but the railroad officials 
hoped their efforts would secure a reason- 
able adjustment of the trouble before out- 
siders would find out about it and begin to 
raise a hue and cry. 

The executive officers and other officials 
of the Western roads who attended the St. 
Louis meeting held for the purpose of bring- 
ing the Gulf roads to terms'‘returned yester- 
day. The meeting, they say, was unusually 
interesting and the riot act was read to the 
managers of the Missouri Pacific and Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas roads, which were 
mainly responsible for the low rates made 
on grain from Missouri River points and 
territory west therefrom. They were told 
if they persisted in making a 15-cent rate on 
grain to the Gulf points, against a 20-cent 
and 25-cent rate to Chicago, measures in 
retaliation to turn the business back into 
its natural channel would at once be taken, 
and the consequent rate war would not be 
kept confined to the through rates. 


Text of Resolution. 2 

The managers of the Rock Island and 
Santa Fé roads were as outspoken in the'r 
denunciation of the methods pursued by the 
managers of the Gulf roads as the officials 
of any of the other Western lines, which 
suffered more severely on account of the 
diversion of business. The attacks made 
upon them had the effect of mak:ing the man- 
agers of the Gulf roads more pliable and they 
finally voted with the other roads for the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 

*“Resolved, That the question of grain and 
grain product rates from all territory east 
of the Colorado, Nebraska, and Kansas 
State line to New Orleans and Galveston, 
both locally and for export, also the question 
of rates that shallapply tointermediate Texas 
points, on those commodities, be referred to 
J. N. Faithorn for arbitraticn, his decision to 
be final and to continue in effect until July 
1, 1897, and thereafter subject to sixty 
days’ notice. 

*‘Resolved, That the rates on grain and 
grain products to all points shall be ad- 
vanced, effective Jan. 20, 1896, to the author- 
ized rates of the Western Freight, the Trans- 
Missouri, and the Southwestern Traffic As- 
sociations, as of Sept. 1, 1805, except that, 
pending the result of this arbitration, the 
tates from al! points in Trans-Missouri ter- 
ritory may be the same to both New Or- 
leans and Galveston, the foregoing arbitra- 
tion to be had not later than Jan. 2U, ensuing. 

**Resolved, That the rate clerks of the in- 
terested roads convene in Kansas City on 
Monday, Jan. 6, to check rates and restore 
ail tariffs in accordance with the resolution 
adopted, requiring such restoration not later 
than Jan. 20, ensuing, and ensure uniform 
notices to interested parties in conformity 
with the foregoing. 


Effect of the Plan. 


It is not believed the above action will 
amount to anything. Similar action has been 
frequently taken when the situation was 
not nearly as bad as it is now, and not the 
least attention was paid toit by the Missouri 
Pacific and the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
officials. But even if the rates named in the 
above resolution be made effective and 
maintained it wouid still leave such a dis- 
parity between rates to the Guif points and 
Eastern Atlantic ports as to force the bulk 
of the business to the former points. 


As stated yesterday the rate on grain now - 


quoted to the Gulf ports from the Missouri 
River is 15 cents a 100 pounds, as against 
a 37-cent rate to Newport News and a 40- 
cent rate to New York. The rates in effect 


prior to Sept. 1, and which under the action 
> taken in St. Louis are to be restored Jan. 20, | 
/ are as follows: 


Missouri River to New Or- 
leans and Galveston, 27 cents; to Chicago, 20 
cents: to Newport News, 35 cents; to New 
York, 40 cents. With a difference of from 
10 to 15 cents. a 100 pounds the Gulf ports 
would still have too great an advantage and 
wet the export business. The opinion of un- 


biased railroad officials is that the differ- | 
ential rate in favor of New Orleans and Gal- | 
veston, as against the:rate to Newport News | 


should not be more than three cents a 100 
pounds. What this differential shall be is 
to be decided by J. N. Faithorn, who fully 
understands the situation and will no doubt 
render a fair decision. But it is feared that 
by the time he gets through with the hearing 
and is ready to announce his decision most 
of the Missouri River corn raised last sum- 
mer will have been taken to New Orleans 
and Galveston at the cut rates, and nothing 
will be left to be shipped to Eastern sea- 
boards via Chicago or St. Louis. 

Grain Shipments. 

In order to show the statements made in 
THe TRIBUNE, as regards the extent of the 
diversion of Missouri River grain by the 
Missouri Pacific and Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas roads, were not exaggerated, it is onlv 
necessary to publish the statement of grain 
shipments from Missouri River and Kansas 
points for the month of December, 1895. It 
shows the total shipments of grain were 
4.185 cars. Of this the Missouri Pacific re- 
ceived 2,144 cars; the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, 1,lv2 cars: Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Gulf, 170 cars: Burlington, 461 cars: 
Rock Island, 170 cars: Alton, 80 cars; and 
the remainder by the other roads. 

It will be noticed the Missouri Pacific alone 
took more than one-half of all the grain 
shipped, and, jointly with the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas, took 3,242 cars out of a total 
of 4,185 cars shipped. -All the Chicago-Mis- 
souri River lines combined took less than 700 
ears of grain from Missouri River and Kan- 
sas points during the month of December. 
These figures speak for themselves and 
show the necessty of united and determined 
action on the part of the roads east and 
west of Chicago. 

If the discrimination in rates continues 
it is probable a new prorating agreement will 
be agreed upon between the Eastern and 
Western roads and joint through tariff pub- 
lished from the Missouri River to the East- 
ern seaboard which will meet the low rates 
quoted by the Gulf roads. 


May Settle Receivership Trouble. 

Portland, Ore., Jan. 4.—In the matter of the 
Northern Pacific receivorship, Jadge Gilbert of 
the United States Circnit Court has issued a rule 
nisi, calling upon the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, the Northern Pacific railroad com- 
pany, and Receivers Burleigh, Bonner, and Mills 
to show cause before him in the United States 
Circuit Court at Helena Jan. 9 why the present 
diversified receiverships in the different districts 
should not be made uniform and harmonious by 
the appointment of one or more receivers to 
manage the property, who should work together 
as a unit. The rule was obtained on motion of 
J. Maston, counsel for the receivers. The fact 
that Judge Gilbert has made this order retorn- 
able before him at Helena is taken as conciusive 
evidence that he has concluded to put an end to 
the present conditions, and to do all in his power 
for the purpose of solving the existing differ. 
ences. 


Failed to Take Final Action. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 4.—After a short session 
today the General Passenger Agents’ moeting 
adjourned without taking final action on the 
question of organizing a Colorado-Utah passen 
ger ascociation. The tenor of the moeting was 
conciliatory and another conference wi'l be held 
soon. when it is thought the Colorado- Utah con- 
troversy will be finaliy settied.

Depression Among Kaffir Gamblers. 

Great depression has prevailed among the 
holders of Kaffir stocks, the scene of Jame- 
son's operations being the rich gold field of 
the Rand, which have paid tribute to the 
Boer rulers. The speculators who have 
made and lost fortunes during the years of 
the gambling craze are warm admirers of 
Rhodes as the Napoleon of South African 
destiny, and generally have sympathized 
with Jameson; yet their stocks were falling 
under the pressure of excitement and uncer- 
tainty and they were shrewd enough to per- 
ceive that investors would hold off in affright 
until peace in that quarter of the world was 


, assured. 


Jameson’s precise motives in responding to 
the signal of the political reformers of Jo- 
hannesburg are still unknown, but he was, 
not an ordinary fire-eating filibuster. A 
Scotchman in his 53d year, he had been in 


intimate friend of Rhodes, whose political 
agent he has been during the last ten years 
fn securing successive enlargements of ter- 
ritory for the chartered company.

Alfred Austin as Poet Laureate. 

The appointment of Alfred Austin as Poet 
Laureate has excited good-natured raillery 
and some bitter criticism. Religious zeal- 
ots object to it because he is a Roman Cath- 
olic, but he is not likely to inject dogma into 
his odes to a Protestant Queen. Other critics 
complain he has not written a line of poetry 
that anybody ever remembers; but as much 
can be said of the majority of poets who 
have drawn the Laureate’s stipend of £100 
($500). Other objectors have urged that 
greater poets have been passed over, but 
with Swinburne and William Morris out of 
the lists and Sir Edwin Arnold and Sir Lewis 
Morris as his chief rivals, Mr. Austin will 
do as well as anybody else.

RHODES MAY BE A REBEL. 


FEAR SOUTH AFRICAN DICTATOR 
HAS DECLARED INDEPENDENCE, 


Great Britain in the Darkness of De- 
spair—Lord Salisbury in Four 
Months Has Provoked the Hostility 
ity of Every Power on Earth and 
Left England an Ishmael Among 
Nations—No Hope from the Triple 
Alliance. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Jan. 4.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—As night's darkness comes down 
upon London this evening it seems indeed 
the blackest hour for England in all her 
eventful history. The hand of the whole 
civilized world is against her at this moment. 
Tomorrow, the day after, next week, or even 
before this cable is published it may be that 
the armed hand of Germany or of Russia 
may strike. 

These are not the mere words of a news- 
paper correspondent. What I have said is the 
quotation in brief of every morning and 
afternoon newspaper in London, of earnest 
and urgent conversation on the streets, at 
the clubs, in every gathering, and it is im- 
possible for an American descendant of this 
people not to sympathize with them in this 
day of their great travail nor to fail to ad- 
mire their dogged acceptance of isolation 
and danger. 

The Daily Telegraph, the organ of the 
masses, thus blankly phrases their determi- 
nation, referring to this morning’s chorus of 
virulent threats from Berlin, Paris, Vienna, 
and St. Petersburg: 


Ready for the Worst. 

“It may prove in the long run a dangerous 
sport to bait John Bull too hard and too 
unanimously.” 

That is the disposition of all England to- 
day. It is a baited bull forced to the wall, 
dying in his tracks, but furiously fighting to 
the last. 

Even Italy, counted upon as steadfast in 
any crisis, turns upon its ally: 

“The English policy,” telegraphs the 
Times correspondent from Rome today, dis- 
cussing Crispi’s known friendship to En- 
giand, “‘is at this moment at a discount, and 
if a-serious disaster in Africa should ob- 
tain, and can be traced by public opinion to 
the indifference of England where it might 
have helped Italy, that policy will go over- 
board completely, and Baron Blanc will have 
to retire.”’ 


Both Were Unexpected. 

President Cleveland’s message two weeks 
ago was called everywhere “A bolt from the 
blue,”’- but it came no more suddenly nor un- 
expectedly to England than the Kaiser’s 
telegram to Oom Paulya. It is not one of 
his impulsive utterances, but a deliberate 
message framed at a meeting of the Cabinet. 
It is everywhere accepted by the press today 
as a definite and insulting challenge to En- 
gland. 

“It is,” says the Times, “an unqualified 
recognition of the independence of the 
Transvaal Republic, and thus flouts at the 
suzerainty of Great Britain. It intimates 
the German readiness to respond to the ap- 
peal of the Boer Republic for help.” 


Calis It Insulting. 

This evening's St. James’ Gazette, the 
stanchest of Lord Salisbury’s newspaper 
supporters, says of it: 

“The Emperor's message is nothing but a 
bitter insult to this country. After a naval 
council of war let us understand that, and 
understand also that the dispatch in which 
the Kaiser exults over the defeat and death 
of Englishmen was absolutely uncalled for 
and gratuiteus, and we shall conclude that 
there is matter here which may well give 
every Englishman something to ponder over 
in the Sabbath Jull of the next forty-eight 
hours.” 

Austria Is Inimical. 

Austria again has plainly intimated its 
hostility to any dismemberment of Turkey, 
which seems only the logical result of Lord 
Salisbury’s policy. If carried out Russia’s 
readiness to seize upon any favorable op- 
portunity to make its way to the sea by way 
of Port Arthur, the Persian Gulf, or the 
Dardanelles is so thoroughly recognized as 
being its definite purpose that England has 
armed itself against it for half a century. 

Out with the Triple Alliance. 

Thus, while gsix months ago England 
seemed safe in its secret understanding with 
tho triple alliance, its most powerful mem- 
ber today openly flouts it, and the other two 
members are lukewarm if not hostile to it. 

The enmity of France is avowed and ob- 
viously is restless of restraint. 

But threatening as is this isolation in and 


that period. His rival and enemy, J. B. Rob- 
inson, protests a like absolute ignorance.

I only report it as 
being a universal topic in West End London 
at this moment. 


Rhodes’ Silence Unsolved. 


A later account given out by the Colonial 
Office of the battle and capture of Jameson 
still leaves the mystery of Rhodes’ extraor- 
dnary silence unsolved.

Lopez was suspected of disloyalty 
to Crespo, and this led to his publishing a 
few months ago a formal declaration of al- 
legiance to the present government. It was 
believed this restored him to full confidence.

It has long been a peculiar situation. The 
Transvaal is the colloquial name of what is 
officially known as the South African Repub- 
lic—a little commonwealth of which the 
white population is 120,000, independent in 
domestic affairs, but with reference to its 
foreign affairs under the suzerainty of 
Great Britain. A British diplomatic agent 
resides at Pretoria, and the relations be- 
tween England and the Boer republic are 
fixed by two treaties, one of 1881, the second 
dated 1884, 


Oppressed by the Boers. 


The Boers are chiefly farmers, but there 
is a large population of foreigners who have 
to do with the mining of gold, and of these 
Johannesburg is the chief city, with 40,000 
inhabitants, largely English or Cape Col- 
on.sts.. They are the people who figure in 
the telegrams as Uitlanders. They allege, 
and it-is probably true, they are oppressed 
by the Boers, are overtaxed, subject to un- 
just laws, arbitrarily governed, and with- 
out a voice in the making of the laws. 

Trouble has long been brewing, but the 
miners of Johannesburg seem to have 
thought they had no chance of resisting or 
overthrowing the government. without help 
Hence, Dr. Jameson's ex-

Far in the far background, and with far 
larger ideas than go to the mere relief of a 
mining pepulation, oppressed by President 
Kruger and his colleagues, stands the mas- 
terful figure of Cecil Rhodes. Whether he 
really had anything to do with this move- 
ment is not known. It is asserted and de- 
nied. he connection between him and Dr. 
Jameson has long been close, and the rela- 
tions of both with the British and South 
Africa Chartered company are of a kind 
which make the supposition of their co- 
op?ration natural enough. 

Then the Jameson expedition has long 
beén preparing, and it seems difficult to sup- 


pose Mr. Rhodes was wholly unaware ofthe | 


preparation. He is Prime Minister of the 
Cape and rules that vast region as it had 
never been ruled before. He is one of the 
ablest and one of the most practical of liv- 
ing Eenglishmen yet he is also an English- 
man who sees visions and dreams dreams. 
His visions and his dreams are of an English 
Africa stretching not, indeed, over the whole 
breadth of Africa, but in one unbroken line 
from the Cape of GoodgHope to the delta of 
the Nile. 
Obstacle to His Ambition. 

Across that luminous pathway stands the 
Transvaal, with its brave and not altogether 
amiable people, who have adopted one part 
of the old Persian maxim and can shoot 
straight. They: have a firm. love of inde- 
pendence. They do not care to pass under 
the paternal sway of Cecil Rhodes. They 
are an obstacle to his ambition. He is a 
man who all his life long has regarded an 
obstacle as something to be-got rid of. It 
has always been supposed he would attempt 


jin his own time and way to get rid of the 


Transvaal. His critics have, therefore, as- 
sumed, rashly, that this was his time and 
Dr. Jameson’s expedition his way. There 
is, so far as I know, absolutely no evidence 
of that which is not conjectural. 

There is certainly no evidence which con- 
nects the British Government with the at- 
tempt, and there is an overwhelming mass of 
testimony which clearly disproves their com- 
plicity.or the complicity of any responsible 
agent of theirs in the present invasion of the 
Transvaal. Their High Commissioner at 
the Cape, Sir Hercules Robinson, himself a 
strong man, sent a peremptory order to Dr. 
Jameson to return, which Dr. Jameson put 
in his pocket. Mr. Chamberlain, he, too, 
both an able and peremptory person, used 
the whole of his authority as Colonial Min- 
ister to prevent the raid. Moreover, what- 
ever may be the case with Mr.-Rhodes, a de- 
sign upon the Transvaal makes no part of 
English policy and is in fact hostile to the 
conceptions of South African policy now pre- 
vailing in Downing street. 

To Be Excused Only by Success. 

When Mr. Chamberlain became Colonial 
Minister, an office he chose out of three 
placed at his disposal, it was at once pre- 
dicted that a collision between him and Mr. 
Rhodes was inevitable. Each is used to 
having his own way. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
authority is indisputable, but so was that 
of Lord Ripon and other Colonial Ministers 
on whom it has been the custom of Mr. 
Rhodes to trample. The conflict between 
him and Mr. Chamberlain would be persenal, 
not departmental. It was not likely to come 
on this matter, because, supposing Mr. 
Rhodes had any hand in Dr. Jameson’s pro- 
ceedings, his hand could not be shown at the 
start. This raid belongs in the category of 
those adventures which nothing but success 
can excuse. 

This, moreover, is ever to be borne in mind. 
Mr. Rhodes, Englishman as he is, conceives 
his duty to South Africa to be to hold first 


‘place. South Africa and the Prime Minister

Mr. Rhodes practic- 
ally turned out the late Governor, Sir Henry 
Loch, who was also High Commissioner, be- 
cause Sir Henry would not do his bidding. 
He has warned the home government in 
plain terms that South Africa could not be 
ruled from the Colonial Office in London 
in matters vital to its interests. He once 
threatened in a public speech that it might 
in certain contingencies become necessary 
to sever the connection between the various 
British dependericies in that part..of the 
world and to establish an independent United 


States of South Africa. 
' AH this and much more must be taken into §|- 


account in trying to determine how far 
England is responsible for Cecil Rhodes. 
Supposing, which I for the present think im- 
probable and certainly unproved, that Ceci! 
Rhodes is responsible f 
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The Emperor, in their judgment, meant to 
seize this occasion to recognize the Trans- 
vaal as an independent State. She was to 
renounce her suzerainty to England; per; 
haps she still may, and perhaps also she 
may substitute for it that of Germany. 
Endless possibilities of trouble arise out of 
such a suggestion. There are many others, 
and altogether the telegrams of the next few 
days from South Africa and from Europe 
are likely to be as interesting to us as those 
from Caracas itself, or even from Washing- 
ton.

STIRS UP ANTI-ENGLISH FEELING. 


Transvaal Raid Evokes Some Serious 
War Talk in London, 

London, Jan. 4.—If any such proof was 
necessary the events of the last week have 
once more tended to establish beyond any 
doubt the cold isolation of Great Britain in 
Europe and elsewhere. But the anti-Brit- 
ish comments of the foreign press have been 
so bitter since the invasion of the Transvaal 
republic by the filibusters under Dr. Jame- 
son, with or without the knowledge of the 
Gritish South Africa company and the colon- 
ial authorities, that this feature of the situ- 
ation has produced a decided sensation 
which has culminated in an outburst of in- 
Cignation against Emperor William for 
Sending his dispatch of congratulation to 
President Kruger. 

The expressions of wrath are not confined 
to the newspapers, but are the common talk 
of London and other cities. It is known that 
the government officials generally, and it is 
reported that even royalty, denounces in un- 
measured terms the German Emperor's “‘de- 
liberately unfriendly act,” and there are 
suggestions flying about regarding recalling 
the British Ambassador to Germany and 
making threatening changes in the disposi- 
eg the different squadrons of the British 

eet. 


Germany Causes War Talk. 


Emperor William, it appears, first sent 


petemptory instructions to the German Am- 
bassador here to obtain an immediate ex- 
planation of the meaning of Dr. Jameson’s 
expedition, which, bythe way, the British 
Government had already repudiated: This 
having been explained to the German Am- 
bassador, the Marquis of Salibury concluded 
that the matter had been settled, and he was 
disagreeably Surprised when the news was 
received at the Foreign office that the Em- 
peror had s@nt a dispatch. of congratula- 
tion to President Kruger. 

But the most serious part of the whole 
matter is that_the diplomats attribute to 
Emperor William a deliberate attempt to 
challenge the Queen’s suzerainty in the 
Transvaal. 

The text of the treaty of London provides 
that the Transvaal republic's foretgn re- 
lations: are to be entirely under the super- 
vision \of Great Britain, ama for the sover- 
eign of any other country to address him- 
celf publicly to President Kruger is, to put 
it mildly, a serious disregard of diplomatic 
form. Therefore, as Emperor William is 
known to be a great stickler for all forms 
ef diplomatic procedure, nobody doubts that 
his step was deliberately taken after con- 
sultation with the Imperial Chancellor. 
Prince Hohenlohe. 

This being admitted, there are people 
who are beginning to intimate that a triple 
alliance between Russia, France, and Ger- 
many, frequently hinted at, may, after ali, 
be an accomplished fact, for it would hard- 
ly seem likely that Germany would care to 
risk an active dispute with Great Britain 
and a possible blockade of her coasts, when 
she could make but little retaliation, unless 
she was as sure of active support from other 
powers. 


Bitter Comment of the Press. 

The bitter comments of the British press 
upon the action of Germany’s Emperor are 
in marked contrast with the moderate man- 
ner in which the newspapers here discussed 
the Venezuelan crisis. In fact, the latter 
dispute seems almost to have been lost sight 
of, especially since such a flood of discredit 
has been thrown upon the British side of the 
contention by the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Chronicle of this city in the publi- 
cation of correspondence apparently hither- 
to not carefully weighed on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

All the bateries of the British press seem 
to be turned upon Germany, and their fire 
is increasing in intensity as the action of the 
Emperor becomes more clearly understood. 
At first it was thought to be nothing more 
than one of his familiar eccentricities, but 
there seems to be much more of cold delib- 
eration than eccentricity about the young 
war lord’s dispatch to the President of the 
Transvaal Republic. 

Pliain Talk of the Standard. 

The Standard, which may be regarded as 
directly representing the views of the Brit- 
ish Government, speaks plainly on the sub- 
ject and warns foreign nations in general, 
and Germany in particular, that Great Brit- 
ain will tolerate no interference, and that in 
spite of the threats of the German official 
press to make things unpleasant for Great 
Britain at Washington, Constantinople, and 
Pekin, “‘wé shall defend our own with all 
means at our disposal, let our assailants be 
who they will or as many as they will.” 

This utterance upon the part of the Stand- 
ard is a sample of the remarks on the subject 
made by the British press, and coming from 
the source it does there are clear indications 
that Great Britain and Germany have 
reached a state of extremely strained re- 
lations, and one which may have further and 
more serious results unless the jingoes of 
both nations are curbed. 

The defeat of Dr. Jameson’s freebooters 
by the Boers has produced a feeling of great 
humiliation here, and the greatest anxiety 
is felt regarding the fate of his companions, 
as e are among them the younger 

some of the best known 
in Great Britain. This feel- 
humiliation adds to the de- 
gree of anger felt against Germany and in- 
creases considerably the danger existing in 
the situation. Then, again, the fact that so 
many distinguished young men Were among 
the British Chartered company’s troopers 
is another element which may cause further 
trouble, as their families are certain to bring 
all the pressure they possibly can to bear 
upon the government in their efforts to wipe 
out the humiliation inflicted upon all con- 
cerned by the Boers. ; 

Among the persons who are behind the 
scenes the general view taken of the case is 
that Dr. Jameson's defeat was brought about 
because at the last moment he was left in the 
lurch by the Uitlanders (foreign population) 
of Johannesburg, who were to have risen 
and aided him against the Boers. It has 
been an open secret for wecks past that the 
chartered company’s troops were preparing 
for some advances. People who have re- 
cently seen President Kruger and Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes, the Premier of Cape Colony, say 
they have no doubt that Dr. Jameson re- 
ceived orders from the latter, that a grand 
coup was intended, that probably a new re- 
public would have been established, and that 
in the brilliance of the results the faults of 
the leaders would have been forgotten.

The Cry Goes Up That Not Theories Nor”

New York, Jan. 4.—[Snecial./—Wall 
street is again in a state of nervousness. 
Every succeeding hour, for some days past, 
has been adding to the financial wor/d’s dis. 
quietude. Upto within the last forty-eight 
hours there have been financiers hope/ul 
enough to believe some kind of satisfactory 
work would be done by Congress to relieve 
the strain upon the situation. Such people 
have not beep abundant, however., There 
have been a host of others, who, while not 
anticipating anything helpful from Congress, 
have none the less been confident whatever 
Congress did do would fali short of adding 
to calamily threats and dangers. These peo- 
ple have now pretty generally abandoned 
their optimism. 

Senator Sherman’s speech is, on some ac- 
counts, a good deal applauded on Wall street, 
but even those who are most earnest in its 
indorsement are at the same time outspoken 
in declaring not theories nor politicai econ- 
omy nor history can meet_the necessities of 
the present crisiz. Whatis wanted is action— 
such actioy as shali afford positive relief. 

President Cleveland’s war biast has been 
almvust forgotten in the Wall street world, so 
stringent have become the financial issues 
succeeding it. None the les-, there are thought- 
ful men who are far from being over their ap- 
prehensions. The Venezue'an Commission 
is recognized as having satisfactory men 
making it up, but so long as it may have 
active work before it so long there will be 
the danger of sensationalism growmg out of 
ita proceedings. Sdne men dv not believe 
that Justice Brewer and his associates are 
going to take steps wilifully embroiiing great 
nations, but ali the same there are difficulties 
and dangers for the stock market, as _ reflect. 
ing vested interests, as long as there shall be 
any uncertainty whatever as to the conclu- 
sions wh.ch the commission’s investigations 
shail warrant. o~ 

War Possibilities Cut a Figure, 

The South African situation is acute 
eaough to justify much apprehension, for 
every one of Great Britain’s neighbors is 
anxious to see embroilment there. The hys-

the public.”” But in addition to the 484 mill- 
ions of greenbacks and Sherman notes there 
are 345 millions of paper currency in the 


form of silver certificates. Of this kind of 


currency the Treasury holds only nine mill- 
ions and the banks do not hoard it. Most of 
it is in the harids of the people. There must 
be about 400 millions of paper currency “for 
the use of the public.” Any attempt to get 
up a “contraction of the currency” scare 
will be a failure. 


INSUFFICIENT CITY REVENUES. 
The city will get this year from the 2 per 
cent tax which it is authorized to levy for 
general purposes only $4,870,000, less the 
cost of collection. The income from this 
2 per cent tax will be $80,000 less than it 
was last year. The receipts from licenses 
will be fully half a million less than last 
year, chiefly by reason that at least 1,000 
saloons will not renew their licenses, but 
drop out of business by reason of the brew- 
ers’ combination to put up the price of beer 
$1 a barrel and to reduce the number of 
saloons which they own and control. Their 
intention is to reduce their expenses largely 
thereby. The revenue from licenses will 
bardly exceed $3,200,000. 

Thus the city cannot reckon this year on 
more than $8,320,000. This may seem a 
large sum, but out of it must be paid the 
expenses of the Fire, Police, Health, and 
Public Works Departments, the salaries 
of several city officers, and some other 
items, such as election expenses. 

If the men now employed in the Police 
Department are kept onthe rolls this year 
and are paid what they have been receiv- 
ing their salaries will consume about 39 
per cent of the city’s revenue. The Council 
will cut down neither the number of men 
nor their pay. 

If no more is given the Fire Department 
than it got last year that department will 
absorb nearly 20 per cent of the city’s in- 
come. The Council will not reduce the 
number of firemen, and the people, would be 
indignant were it to doso. The insurance 
companies would raise their rates and 
property-owners would have to pay the sum 
saved on salaries many times over. 

To light the streets this year will cost 
nearly a million dollars. The people will 
not allo em to be left in darkness, but 
will say The money must,be obtained some- 
how with which to light them. This item 
6f expense swalldws up nearly 12 per cent 
of the revenue. 

So the Police and Fire Departments and 
street lighting consume nearly 75 per cent 
of the income and leave a little over $2,000,- 
000 out of which the streets and alleys 
must be kept clean, the Health Department 
and House of Correction maintained, judg- 
ments and election expenses paid, and va- 
rious other matters attended to. 

Last year the Council appropriated for 


ind ‘these last mentioned objects about $2,800,- 
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000; and for many of them did not appro- 
priate enough. But this year there must 
be a reduction of $800,000 or there will be 
a heavy deficiency. 

‘This is the exact state of affairs, agd yet 
there are men who say that the city has 
money enough to meet all legitimate de- 
mands on it if it will only economize. 


INSECURE BRIDGES AND VIADUCTS. 
According to the opinion of engineers 


bridges and viaducts built previous to 1880 
are too light to allow the passage of heavy 
trolley cars weighing when loaded over ten 
tons. It is said that many bridges have 
been carrying trolley cars which are unfit 
to bear half their weight. These cars weigh 
three times as much as a horse car, and 
twice as much as a steam fire engine, and yet 
the bridges were not calculated by their 
builders to carry anything heavier than a 
steam fire engine. If this be so then it 


| evidently is a highly dangerous proceeding 
1 to allofy trolley cars loaded with people to 


cross them. One of the worst cases is that 
‘of the. viaduct at Sixteenth and Canal 

ets, which was built in 1872, and is 
| eyen lighter than those built within the last 
ten years, and yet preparations are under 
way to start trolley cars across this unsafe 
structure very soon. 

If this be the case, and there is good 
reason to believe it is, then it is the duty of 
the City Engineer Department and the 
Mayor to be careful how they allow these 
heavy trolleys to cross bridges not intended 
to bear such weight, with its accompanying 
strain, or before long there will be a ter- 
rible disaster ‘involving great loss of life. 
Now that the warning has been sounded it 
should be regarded at once. No time should 
be lost in examining every bridge and via- 
duct in the city to see whether it is capable 
of enduring this immense strain. The 
Common Council is to be séverely criti- 
cised, not only for allowing trolleys to cross 
such bridges without first . ascertaining 
whether they are safe, but also for not com- 
 pelling the car companies to make them se- 
cure. That body has no right to risk human 
life and invite fearful disasters in its haste 
to give away franchises to those companies. 
Now that the alarm has been sounded it 
should ascertain beyond the possibilities of 
a doubt just how strong the bridges are, and 
if they are found unable to endure the 
weight and ‘strain they must order them 
made secure. It is due to the greed of 
‘Aldermen that the city will have to foot the 
bills of repairs, but money is not to be con- 
sidered when human life is in danger. 
They have many grave charges laid at 
their doors. Let them in addition to 
these incur the risk of and maiming 
scores of citizens by their culpable negli- 


gence. |; 


_ ‘gare ARMENIAN MASS-MEETING. 
- A mass-meeting will be held at Central 
Music Hall today (Sunday) composed of 
citizens of Chicago who sympathize with 
the suffering Armenians and who will be 
expected to suggest some method of sending 
them relief. There is an imposing array 
of speakers and a still more imposing array 
of Vice-Presidents. This meeting has 
grown out of the active agitation of the Chi- 
ago Armenian Aid Society, which has 
already collected some funds and expects 
to obtain more. How to forward that re- 
lief is the problem, It was also through the 
efforts of this society that Miss Clara Bar- 
‘ton, the noble woman at the head of the Red 
‘Cross Society of Americh, was induced to 
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who should know whereof they affirm the : 


States should be disbursed by an American 
organization. Such an organization is the 


Red Cross Society, which has always taken 
“a leading part in great works of charity, 


and whose yoble leader, Miss Barton, is 
prepared to undertake the work by going to 
Armenia and personally supervising it. 
The Sultan of Turkey is an official member 
of this society ‘and is bound to carry out its 
work whenever he is called upon. He can- 
not refuse to give Miss Barton passports, 
and to expedite her mission in every possible 
way. She is ready to make the journey 
and undertake the task, and to her hands 
alone it should be committed. The last per- 
son in the world to whom this money should 
be sent is the Marquis of Salisbury. Rather 
than do that the contributors had better 
cancel their donations, begin the work 
anew, and make whatever sums they may 
give to Armenia pawable to Miss Barton 
with authority to disburse them under the 
auspices of the Red Cross Society. 


GETTING GOLD FOR THE BONDS. 

Among the various rumors which are 
afloat in Washington is one to the effect 
that the public will be given the first oppor- 
tunity to bid for the 100 million 4 per cent 
coin bond issue which about all agree is to 
be made before the Treasury gold 
reserve drops*to 50 millions. It is 
now down to 61 millions. Undoubt- 
edly it would be highly advisable for 
the President to offer the bonds to the 
people and bankers of the United States on 
the open market, inviting bids at anything 
over a fixed minimum figure, and then sell 
the bonds to the highest bidders. If he 
could obtain more than the 104% which is 
said to have been bid by the syndicate, so 
much the more gold coin will be provided 
for the Treasury, if the coin really comes 
from the vaults of the banks and the private 
hoards of the people who wabseribe for the 
bonds. 

But if these domestic subscribers had not 
the gold, or refused to part with what they 
held, and proposed to obtain the gold where- 
with to buy the bonds by making a rush on 
the Treasury with greenbacks for redemp- 
tion, the bond sale would do no good to the 
government in replenishing its stock of 
gold, no matter how high the subscribers 
might bid for the bonds. Such a see-saw 
game was played on the, first issue of bonds 
under the present administration, when the 
subscribers to the loan took their green- 
backs to the Treasury, drew out gold to pay 
for them, then carried the same gold back 
to the Treasury and got their bonds. The 
result was the Treasury had no more gold 
for selling bonds to that class of bond pur- 
chasers than before. The same sharp trick 
may again be played under a “popular 
loan.” #$What the government wants is 
more gold in the Treasury, not more green- 
backs, a fact which does not seem to be 
undérstood by some of those who are advo- 
cating a “popular bond issue.” 

It is understood that the bid by the syndic- 
ate includes an agreement that the gold 
required to pay for the bonds sha!] be fur- 
nished from stocks outside the Treasury, a 
portion of it to be brought from abroad, and 
the rest taken out of bank vaults in this 
country; also that for a time, not publicly 
stated, but probably not less than six 
months, and perhaps up to the close of 
Cleveland’s Presidential term, the bankers 
will undertake to control the outflow of gold 
by methods familiar to their brethren in 
Europe. They will offer to European in- 
vestors securities at attractive prices, or 
supply foreign exchange on terms which 
allow no profit on the operation of taking 
gold for export to pay foreign balances of 
trade or otherwise. It would be far better 
for the government to accept such an offer 
than to close with bids made at much higher 
figures, the acceptance. of which simply 
would mean the playing of another see-saw 
game on the Treasury. For the latter not 
only would fail in the object for which the 
bonds are to be issued—namely: the re- 
plenishment and maintenance of the Treas- 
ury gold reserve—but it would be positively 
disastrous in another way by contracting 
the volume of the currency to an extent 
equal to that which the greenbacks were 
retired from circulation by being locked up 
in the Treasury till wanted to meet another 
deficiency in revenue. If a popular loan 
cannot be made without entailing these con- 
sequences it would be unwise to make it. 
Is anybody prepared to guarantee that a 
popular loan really would bring ‘out any 
considerable quantities of, gold from the 
hands of the people? 


EXTRAVAGANT TOWN OFFICERS. 
The expenditures for 1895 of the seven 
towns which lie within the limits of Chicago 
were as follows:

The only purposes for which these towns 
have to spend money are the making of 
the yearly assessments, the collection of that 
portion of the taxes which passes through 
the hands of the Town Collectors, and the 
payment of salaries to the Town Clerk and 
Supervisor, and of a per diem to J ustices_ 
who attend Town Board meetings. 

The latter items do not amount to much, 
so that last year the making of assessments 
in seven towns and the collection of about 
five millions of dollars cost over $400,000. 
This is excessive. The expenditures in the 
South Town were outrageously high, be- 
cause an unnecessary tax was voted at the 
town meeting to enable a salary grab to be 
perpetrated. But even allowing for this, 
the assessments and collections cost too 
much, 

The law gives each town 2 per cent on the 
taxes collected by it. That produced last 
year a fund of $106,000. The taxes gath- 
ered in by the Town Collectors are mainly 
personal property ones. As the bulk of 
that kind of property is on the South Side it 
is not surprising that nearly half that 2 per 
cent fund should be credited to the South 
Side. 

If the work of assessing and collecting 
were done economically the receipts from 
the 2 per cent allowance would be sufficient 
to cover the cost of that work except in 
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what they get from the town the proceeds 
of their deals with tax-dodgers. 

The expenses of the towns which lie out- 
side the city are not unreasonable, as the 
following table shows:

The Cicero expenditure seems heavy at 
the first glance, but it must be remembered 
that it is an incorporated town, and the cost 
of policing, street lighting, etc., has to be 
defrayed out of the proceeds of town taxes. 
In towns like Bremen money has to be spent 
for roads and bridges, and sometimes for 
the support of paupers. The Chicago towns 
have no expenses except those connected 
with assessments and tax collections. The 
city attends to all those matters which out- 
side towns have to look after themselves. 
The pay-rolls of city and county officers 
are sometimes scrutinized. Those of town 
officers never are. As a necessary conse- 
quence pay-roll stuffing has run riot and the 
taxpayers have suffered. After city and 
county administrations, with their heavier 
expenses, have been reformed these towns 
will have to be taken in hand and forced to 
practice economy. 


UTAH, THE FORTY-FIFTH STATE. 

Yesterday the Presidént issued his proc- 
lamation announcing the admission of Utah 
into the Union, after a Territorial existence 
of @ little over forty-five years, for the 
acts under which Utah and New Mexico 
were organized as Territories formed a 
part of the compromise measures of 1850. 

In 1890, when Wyoming and Idaho were 
admitted into the Union, the first had a 
population of nearly 61,000 and the second 
of a little over 84,000. At that same time 
Utah had a population of 208,000. In 1870 
Utah had more people than Wyoming or 
Idaho had in 1890. 

Mormonism, which was the cause of the 
rapid growth of the Territory, was the 
sufficient reason for its remaining so long 
in a state of pupilage. But for Brigham 
Young the Salt Lake Valley would have 
waited much longer for settlers, and but 
for the Illinois mob which killed Joe Smith, 
Young, who was a man of marked exec- 
utive ability, would not have become the 
Mormon leader. So Illinois may call her- 
self the founder of Utah. 

As long as the Mormon Church clung de- 
fiantly to polygamy—one of “* the twin relics 
of barbarism ’’—it was clearly out of the 
question to allow Utah to become a State, 
no matter what the number of inhabitants 
might be. For then polygamy would have 
been intrenched behind the fortification of 
Statehood, and the General Government 
could have done nothing to suppress it. 
Hence the eagerness of the Mormons at an 
early day to secure the admission of the 
“State of Deseret.” 

The official renunciation of plural mar- 
riages by the Mormon Church in conse- 
quence of the rigid enforcement of the anti- 
polygamy laws induced Congress to be- 
lieve that Utah could be made a State with 
safety. Possibly that belief will be justi- 
fied. But there are many who think the 
Mormons have been “ playing ‘possum ” 
and that they will go back to polygamy as 
soon as they can do so with safety. While 
the State Constitution prohibits plural mar- 
riages, a majority of the voters are Mor- 
mons, and if they do not see fit to pass anti- 
polygamy laws or to enforce them when 
passed what can Congress do about it? 

There is some reason to fear that polys- 
amy will be reéstablished, and more reason 
to fear that the politics of the State will be 
dictated by the church, which will exert 
autocratic power over about 75 per cent of 
the voters, male and female, for the women 
have been given the ballot. 

The Territorial census of 1895 showed a 
population of 247,300, a gain of nearly 
20 per cent in five years. That is a better 
showing. than new States like Idaho can 
make. The true valuation of real and per- 
sonal property in 1890 was 349 millions, or 
more than twice that of Wyoming. As the 
Congressional ratio is 174,000 Utah is en- 
titled to admission. 

It would have been infinitely better, how- 
ever, had the moribund “State” of Ne- 
vada, with its handful of people—45,000 in 
1890, and probably a smaller number now—- 
been annexed to Utah, then the nearly 
300,000 people of Utah and Nevada would 
have had only as many Senators as New 
York with six anda half millions or Penn- 
sylvania with six millions. Now they will 
have twice as miany as either of them, and 
all four Senators will be in favor of free 
coinage and the debasement of the cur- 
rency. ‘The Utah ones will take their seats 
this month and will begin working for 50- 
cent dollars. 


CLASSIFICATION OF POSTAL CLERKS. 

The Postmaster of Chicago, in his recent 
address to the Postoffice Clerks’ Associa- 
tion, paid the employés of the office a high 
tribute for their efficiency, industry, and 
skill in the performance of their impor- 
tant duties. Speaking of them, Mr. Hesing 


said: 

Careful, studious, and of proved integrity, 1 
can say of them that nowhere can a better force 
be found; nowhere a more efficient and nowhere 
a force more loyal and devoted to its great, ir- 
tricate, and multifarious duties. Some people 
may imagine that it is an easy thing to be an 
efficient postal clerk. Let me disabuse your mind 
of such notions. To be a good distributer, a good 
foreign clerk, a good stamp clerk, a good registry 
clerk, a good money-order clerk, or a good ¢di- 


4 rectory clerk requires qualities far above the 


ordinary. The distributer is the hardest student 
in the country. He is compelled to carry more 
separate facts in his hea than a professor,. and. 
what is more to the point, he can’t make as mary 
mistakes as the professor and go scot free. The 
public has little idea of what is required of 3 
postal clerk, and I take great satisfaction in pub- 
licly bearing testimony to the efficiency of this 
branch of the postal service

It is high time that the government should 
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ping down into their pockets for the money 


are subject entirely to the caprice of the 
Postmaster so far as salary is con- 
cerned, Mr. Hesing would have the 
clerical force placed upon the same footing 
as the carriers. He contends rightly that 
they ought to be classified, that their sal- 
aries should be fixed by law, and that after 
a ‘certain period of service with a good rec- 
ord there should be an increase of salaries, 
as with the carriers. The latter receive the 
first year $600, the second year. $800, and 
the third year $1,000 salary, while many of 
the clerks receive but $400 and $500 a year, 
and a large number who have been in the 
service for many years get but $600. If 
the Postmaster so wills it he can keep them 
on this low salary for many years to come, 
however efficient and skillful they may 
have become through long experience. The 
Postmaster is right when he says “the 
gradation, the fixing of salaries, as well as 
the tenure of office of the clerks, ought to 
be inflexible, and the Postmaster, whether 
he would or not, ought not to have the 
power to interfere with the same.” Thisis 
the correct view of the case. The passage 
of the bill would not only gratify the busi- 
ness public and be a measure of justice to 
this faithful and hard-worked class of pub- 
lic servants, but it would work to the ad- 
vantage of the department by giving it still 
more efficient service. Mr. Hesing.in this 
connection observes: “When strict civil 
service regulations are enforced and the 
employé is conscious of the fact that he bas 
a life position with a fixed salary, depend- 
ent of course upon good behavior, the serv- 
ice is always benefited.” There is no doubt 
of this, and as nothing would help the serv- 
ice more than the passage of a bill for the 
classification of the postal clerks, Congress 
should act promptly and come to the relief 
of Postmasters and the department. 


JACKSON STREET SHOULD BE SAVED. 

It is stated that Monday night the Coun- 
cil will take up and pass an ordinance giv- 
ing Jackson street to one of the two electric 
railroad companies which have asked for it. 
Probably the report is true, and the last 
unobstructed street which connects the 
West and South Divisions will be given 
away. 

A few weeks ago there was a loud public 
demand that it be made a boulevard, aud 
thus be saved for vehicle traffic. But that 
demand seems to have died away for some 
inscrutable reason. Nobody appears to be 
working to have the street made a boule- 
vard, while the corporation which wants 
to get possession of Jackson street is work- 
ing with redoubled energy. When public 
and private interests clash, as in this in- 
stance, the former generally go to the wall, 
because there is nobody whose special busi- 
ness it is to look after them. All the push 
and determination are on the side of the 
representatives of the private interests, and 
boodle turns the scale and consummates 
the grab. 

But while the Council may pass this or- 
dinance, the Mayor will surely veto it, for 
he knows how important it is that Jackson 
street shall be kept free from tracks. [It 
will take a two-thirds vote to override his 
veto, and it is possible more than a third of 
the Aldermen willhave some regard for the 
wellfare of the public, and will not consent 
to the surrender of this last “connecting 
link” to a street railroad company. 


JAMESON’S RAID ON THE BOERS. 

In the midst of numerous conflicting re- 
ports from South Africa, it appears certain 
that reckless Dr. Jameson has been 
whipped out of sight in his attempt to lead 
his filibusters into the Transvaal, that sev- 
enty of his followers were killed, many 
of them wounded, and all, dead or alive, 
captured. His own fate is somewhat un- 
certain, some reports stating that he has 
been burned to death, which is most un- | 
likely, others that he has been shot, and 
still others that he will be tried by court- 
martial, which last is the most likely of all. 


The hullabaloo, however, hashadsome good | 


results. It has led President Krueger to 
declare by public proclamation that if the 
foreigners have any grievances they have 
only to formulate them and they will re- 
ceive legislative cousideration. It has coi- 
pelled beth the English Government and 
the Colonial Government to disavow the | 
whole business. It has waked Germany 
up and aroused France. They seem to 
have discovered that there is a Monroe doc- 
trine which applies to South Africa and for- 
bids British aggressions upon the litile 
Transvaal republic. It has also given the 
world.a little rest on the Venezuelan affair, 
and will in the end make our British breth- 
ren much more favorably disposed towards 
arbitration. ‘Taken for all in all, Dr. Jame- 
son’s foolhardy scheme has had several re- 
sults he did not contemplate when he start- 
ed out with his filibusters.

VAGRANT DOGS AND CATS. 

Dr. A. Wynd, a veterinary surgeon of 
Lake View, has conceived the project of 
setting up a home or refuge for homeless 
dogs and vagrant cats and proposes to ask 
the people of Chicago to donate money in 
carrying out his ridiculous scheme, likewise 
the city itself. So far as the sympathizers 
with curs and cats running at large are con- 
cerned, there is no objection to their dip- 


with which to build such a refuge and for 
the additional funds with which to maintain 
and run it. They have the right todo what 
they please with their money, even to the 
encouragement of canine and feline va- 
grancy by providing the means for its in- 
crease. When it comes to the city, how- 
ever, there will be an emphatic protest 
against the eontribution of a single cent for 
such a purpose. The city could only be-- 
come a partner in this scheme by insisting 
upon running it, and that would open up 
the prospect for the support of more tax- 
eaters, ‘as an institution of this kind in 
Chicago would have to be operated on a 
scale corresponding to the immense num- 
ber of these animals, and that would mean 
places for many political bummers at big 
salaries. So long as there are men, wom- 
en, and children unprovided for, so long as 
the streets and alleys are a disgrace to a 
civilized community, so long as a man is not 
safe out of doors after dark, and so long 
as the protection which taxpayers are as- 
sessed for is not accorded,, it is useless to 
ask the city to take upon itself any share 
of the burden of providing for atray cates 
and dogs. 

The true solution of Dr. Wynd’s problem 
would be to kill off these vagrant animals, 
and if the dog catchers did their work as 
they should there would not be so many of 
them in the publie streets and alleys, mak- 
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be made away with the city would bebetter 
off. If the general public regards the 
scheme favorably and is disposed to put | 
up the money there can be no objection to 
it, but the promoters of the scheme must 
not look to the city for any contribution. 


A MUDDLED GOVERNOR. 

Gov. W. J. McConnell informs Tr 
TrisuNE from Boise, Idaho, that in his 
opinion the Senate should immediately pass 
the House revenue bill, “expecting the 
House to send in another bill at an early 
date embracing an entire revision of the 
tariff laws.” That,would seem to mean 
that he expects the House will go to work 
this session to pass a bill which the Senate 
would reject, and which the President 
would not approve even if it could pass the 
Senate. The suggestion lacks wisdom. The 
proposition to pass an entirely new revenue 
bill must abide the result of the next Presi- 
dential election. It cannot be carricd 
through before then, and any attempt to do 
it would be a useless and vexatious waste 
of time and energy. 

The Governor also says: “If the present 
Congress will enact a law authorizing the 
remonetization of silver and reénact the 
McKinley law with certain additions pros- 
perity will soon dawn on the Nation.” 

In making that statement he shows he 
is laboring under two grave misapprehen- 
sions, In the first place, there can be no 
“remonetization of silver,” for the simple 
reason that it is not demonetized. It was 
remonetized in the spring of 1878. It has 
been full legal tender ever since then, and 
more than 400 millions of silver dollars 
have been coined in the subsequent eight- 
een years, all of which are doing duty as 
legal tender money in circulation in the 
hands of the people, either as coin or as 
represented by silver certificates, So this 
remark by the Governor shows him to be 
oblivious of important facts which are sup- 
posed to be familiar to every intelligent 
man ih the United States. Secondly: Does 
he suppose that the House, of Representa- 
tives, which is only one branch of the law- 
making power, can do the work of itself 
and the other two? Does he think it possi- 
ble the Senate would pass such a bill or the 
President sign it? Is he sure the House 
wants to make the McKinley bill the issue 
of the next Presidential campaign, when 
it has already caused the Republican party 
two disastrous defeats, the second one be- 
ing the last Presidential election? Surely 
Gov. McConnell must live so far away, in 
“the wild and woolly West,” that he does not 
keep track of the course of political events 
and the character of conditions in the 
United States. 


A TELEGRAM from Denver states that for 
the first time in the history of Colorado the 
gold output of the State exceeds that of sil- 
ver. The figures for last year are §$17,- 
340,495 of gold, mostly from the Cripple 
Creek district, and $14,259,049 of silver, 
while for 1894 the $11,235,506 of gold output 
was exceeded 3% millions by that of silver. 
It is fair to presume that the figures given 
are those of bullion value. Under the most 
favorable showing for the free silver advo- 
cates the relative output of 1895 was nearly 
as 5 of gold to 4 ofsilver. So the silver-min- 
ing industry now has sunk to a subordinate 
place in the ‘‘precious metal’ statistics of 
Colorado, and there is not the least room to 
doubt that gold will continue to lead with 
an ever-widening difference between the 
two. Hence it is fair to expect that the peo- 
ple of Colorado now will cease to be so com- 
pletely absorbed as they have been in the 
false theory that the United States owes it 
as a duty to them to boost their leading 
product to a fictitious value double the act- 
ual one. Their gold product-now is a quar- 
ter more valuable than their silver produc- 
tion, and the news about the development 
of the Cripple Creek region warrants the 
belief that by a year hence the ratio of value 
will be more nearly two to one than five to 
four. 


SENATOR imicuiiaieiash had a right to call at- 
tention to the disingenuous statements by 
President Cleveland in relation to the public 
revenues. Also he was strictly within the 
line of reason in criticising the proposal to 
convert the greenbacks and Sherman notes 
into interest-bearing bonds. But it is due 
to Cleveland to remember that while sub- 
mitting this proposition he expressed his 
willingness to aid in any other way to tide 
over the difficulty. He said: “I have sug- 
gested a remedy which my judgment ap- 
proves. I desire, however, to assure the 
Congress that I am prepared to codperate 
with them in perfecting any other measure 
promising thorough and practical relief, and 
that I will gladly labor with them in every 
patriotic endeavor to further the interests 
and guard the baw of our countrymen 
whom in our regpective places of duty we 
have undertaken to serve.” So it hardly is 
fair to regard the President as insisting 
upon the present retirement of the green- 
backs and Sherman notes, while claiming 
that the change is not a desirable one to 
make without taking other precautions to 
uphold the parity. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Engineering and 
Mining Journal states that calcic carbide 
costs $70 per ton at one of the largest and 
most perfect chemical factories in Germany, 
and it is said the Pittsburg Reduction com- 
pany has given up its experiments with 
acetylene because its calcic carbide costs it 
$150 per ton. The importance of these state- 
ments may be understood in the light of the 
claim that calcic carbide yields about as 
much gas as is obtained from coal, but is 
ten times more powerful as an illuminant, 
Ergo, the acetylene light is much dearer 
than the light from coal gas, and is likely 
to remain so unless there be truth in the 
statement that the carbide is about to be 
produced more cheaply without the aid of 
electricity. 


Tue thirty-eight Fall River, Mass., textile 
manufacturing corporations are credited 
with the payment of a total of $1,721,425 in 
dividends last year, this being at the aver- 
age rate of 8 per cent on the entire capital 
invested.

I have been told thatin time the vid route 
over the mountain will be abandoned, and 
the new way taken. ,This is one of the 
schemes the company’s engineers had in 
mind when it went into the hands of tne 
receivers, which of course, stopped every- 
thing.”

Baltimore Correspondence Boston Trans- 
cript: It is agreed by the best authorities 
that if John Bull should move against Uncle 
Sam he would soon find himself entangled in 
a flerce war with all of the twenty republics 
of the Western Hemisphere. The question 
is, How would either side farein such a com- 
plicated war? 

Since the appearance of President Cleve- 
land’s Venezuelan message there have been 
published many comparisons of the British 


and United States military and naval 
strengths. The War and Navy Departments 
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the strifes which all these Southern nations 
have suffered among themselves have made 
them progressive in all of the paraphernalia 
ef war, and have whetted their bravery to 
&% much sharper edge than that of any other 
nation in the world. 

One’ great disadvantage under which we 
would suffer if joined with the sister re- 
publics against the United Kingdom is the 
lack of uniformity of arms. Our regular 
army is about equipped with the Krag- 
Jorgensen small caliber rifle, adopted over 
a year ago. This arm will fire five success- 
ive shots without reloading, and will carry 
a bullet further than any other rifle made, 
The National Guard, however, still carries 
the antiquated Springfield, which must be 
loaded before eagh fire. It will be about 
five years before the National Guard can 
be equipped with the new rifles. ‘at their 
present rate of manufacture, about 25,00) 
a year. Each of the South and Central 
American States Nas its characteristic arm, 
and many doubtless carry a variety of pat- 
ferns, Suppose all of the troops of the 
United States, Central and South America 
were concentrated for war. About twenty. 
five magazine factories might be required 
to operate night and day making that many 
sizes of cartridges. Each nat.onality would 
be disabled without its specia: brand of am- 
munition, because it could not borrow from 
a neighboring army using a different shell. 
Great Britain’s infantry is equipped wit 
« rifle which will.repeat eleven shots. The 
whole army can be supplied from one fac- 
tory, and one regiment can obtain a new, 
supply of cartridges from any other. °* 


Some Big Warsh®s. 

Brazil’s navy consists of nineteen vessels, 
seven of which are armored. Only two of 
these are battleships, the largest having a 
displacement of 5,700 tons and an artor 
belt eleven inches thick. Besides these, 
Brazil has 22 torpedoboats. It is also build- 
ing 11 new naval vessels, 4 of which are to 
be fronclads. Argentina has 17 ships in its 


_ navy, 5 of which are armored, besides 21 


torpedoboats. Its largest vessel has a dis- 
placement of 4,200 tons and an armor belt 
of nine inches. Chile can add to this 11’'ves- 
sels-and 22 torpedoboats. Its largest is a 
battleship of 6,900 tons, with a twelve-inch 
belt. Uruguay can lend 10 vessels, 3 of 
which are gunboats. The navies of the re- 
maining republics of Central and South 
America are very insignificant as individ- 
uals, but if concentrated would make quite 
a large fleet to act as commerce destroyers. 

With this combined navy Uncle Sam could 
at least defend his principal seaports. It 
is thought that this task would be easy with 
such powerful aids as the ram Katahdin 
and the monitor Puritan.

For 
two of our new battleships, the Kearsargeé 
and another not yet named, the contracts 
have not been awarded. They would prob- 
ably get the better of the Magnificent and 
Jupiter, both of which are sisters of the 
Majestic. They have heavier guns than the 
British vessels, and more of them. 

Against our Puritan might be put the 
Dreadnaught, and as an antagonist of our 
Terror the Cyclops. A fair opponent of the 
Miantonomah would be the Glatton, and of 
the Monadnock the Agamemnon.

The remaining ves- 
sels of the United States navy do not amount 
to much. We have a number of inferior 
‘ships, which may be set off against more or 
less out-of-date craft belonging to the Brit- 
ish. What do we find after comparing re- 
sults? Simply the painful conclusion that 
in respect to sea power we are not in it with 
Great Britain at all. An equivalent of our 
entire navy might be subtracted from that 
of England and she would hardly notice the 
loss. We are feeble, and there is no intelli- 
gent jingo in this country who would con- 
tend that we have a chance with her in 
fighting on the sea. 

Yet Great Britain’s strength is her weak- 
ness. Her power is distributed all over the 
world, and she’s the most hated of nations. 
New York City will never be bombarded by 
her ships, because Russia and France would 
not permit it. These powers are our friends, 
and England knows that they would only be 
too glad to take advantage of such a scrim- 
mage as that which now impends to jump 
upon her. The situation at present means 
that England must withdraw or fight. For 
once her bluff has been called, and she will 


almost certainly withdraw rather than ven- 


ture upon a conflict which she knows is likely 
to drive her finally out of the American con- 
tinent.

latest data concerning the strengths and 
conditions of Old World armies and navies. 
Their information relating to the fighting 
strengths of the smaller American republics 
to our south, however, is very limited. 
From the Bureau of American Republics 
the writer has obtained the latest available 
information concerning the military and 


governments, which extend from Canada to 
Cape Horn. It is believed that, in the event 
of another British-American war we may 
look for aid from the republics of Argen- 
tina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Ecuador, Guatemala, Honduras, Mex- 
ico, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, 
Uruguay, Venezuela, and probably the isl- 
and republics of Hawaii, Hayti, and Santo 
Domingo—nineteen in all. 

Our little standing army of 25,000 men 
would make an insignificant showing along- 
side of Great Britain’s 219,000 enlisted regu- 
lars. Even if Uncle Sam should call out 
his full militia of over 117,500 men and add 
it to the regulars, making in all an army of 
about 142,000, we would stand as a small 
minority with John Bull’s 662,000 of recu- 
lars, reserves, militia, yeomanry, and vol- 
unteers. These last four classes form 
what is called the reserved and auxiliary 
force of the United Kingdom. This is 
counting on present conditions, disregard- 
ing the fact that we have within our bound- 
aries more than 9,000,000 of men who, it is 
calculated, are available for fighting, and 
who might be drafted during the severest 
emergencies of a bloody war. 

Ready to be united with ours, the sister 
republics to the south have standing armies 
aggregating altogether 236,000 men in round 
numbers. All (two) of these are regulars, 
kept always in fighting trim, as are the 
standing armies of Europe. If concentrat- 
ed they alone would count 17,000 more than 
the standing army of Great Britain. When 
added to our standing forces they would 
make a total of 261,000 regulars. 

Outnumber British Forces. 


Thus an alliance between all of the twenty 
American republics, including of course the 
United States, would possess a standing 
army outnumbering the regular British red- 
coats by about 42,000. In addition to their. 
standing armies, our nineteen sister repub- 
lics maintain organized militias aggregat- 
ing in all about 587,000 men. These alone 
outnumber the British reserved and auxil- 
iary troops by 144,000. Adding our organ- 
ized militia, as it now stands, John Bull 
would have to meet about 705,000 of nation- 
al guard troops, exclusive of the great host 
of regulars mentioned. 

Making a grand total, the American re- 
publics have today, equipped and armed, 
over 965,000 men, regulars and miltia, 
against the 662,000 regular, reserved, and 
auxiliary forces which the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain has stationed in England, 
India, and the colonies. Without adding a 
single man, volunteering or drafted, this 
side of the water thus appears to have the 
advantage of numbers, as far as the now 
organized land force is concerned. 

As doubtless the best authority on these 
people told the writer, the men of Central 
and South America are warlike races. They 
appear to crave battle, as indicated by their 
almost constant revolutionary or civil con- 
fliets. What some of them might lack in 
firearms and modern equipment they more 
than_make up for in bravery and individual 
fire. The countries from which we can look 
for the strongest military aid are of course 
Brazil and Mexico. Brazil has a standing 
army about the size of ours, but which 
would be doubled from a reserved force upon 
the slightest provocation.

sociations been led into the commission of 
crime and is saved from jail by a transfer 
of custody to the management of the school. 
Every Thursday the County Court transfers 
to Manager Dudley or his representative 
from three to a dozen boys and not infre- 
quently are there some apparently hopeless 
cases among them. Boys also come from 
all parts of the State, and the work begun 
as an experiment out of pure sympathy for 
the waif only eight years ago without 
money or influential friends has broadened 
into the model institution of this country. 
Yet the legal provisions for the financial 
support of the school are not sufficient for 
the maintenance and progress of the estab- 
lishment, and steps are being taken toward 
securing contributions to a fund of $100,000 
for the construction and equipment of a 
complete manual training school, and also 
in the direction of obtaining endowments 
without being cramped through lack of 
funds. 

The affairs of the school are in good hands, 
prominent business-men and 
philanthropic citizens being on the list of 
those who are looking after its interests.

Dudley, the General Manager, and the man 
who comes in personal contact with every 
detail of the big work, has spent twenty- 
two years in charitable work in Chicago 
and knows nearly cvery dependant boy on 
the streets and what should be done with 
him. As agent for the Lllinois Humane 
Society several years ago Mr. Dudley 
aroused public sympathy by insisting that 
children were asworthy of consideration and 
protection as dumb beasts, and a contro- 
versy that arose then resulted in such work 
being taken within the scope of the society. 
Mr. Dudley has devoted his life to the 
rescue and care of boys and is exerting 
every effort to place the home now under 
his charge on a substantial and sure footing. 


Good Words for Mrs. Harrison. 

In his last annual address President Chu- 
masero describes Mrs. Ursula L. Harrison, 
Superintendent in immediate charge of the 
school at Glenwood, as follows: 

“Our Superintendent is no better than she 
was eight years ago. Then she was as good 
as could be, and she fully sustains her repu- 
tation, combining in a wonderful degree 
motherly kindness coupled with perfect 
discipline.” 

To Mrs. Harrison, a middle-aged, matron- 
ly woman, come these urchins of all degrees 
of condition, morally, physically, and even 
mentally. Under her direction jhey are 
cleansed so far as the material will permit, 


.jn mind and body, and transferred to a 


carefully selected guardianship at the proper 
time. Mrs. Harrison’s life has been devoted 
to this kind of work, and her assistants are 
earefully selected for their fitness. The 
teachers have all passed regular examina- 
tions and are competent to teach in any of 
the graded city schools, while the caretakers 
and other employés are intelligent and thor- 
oughly-capable of performing the duties as- 
signed them. A visitor to the institution 
will obesrve a strict though frictionless dis- 
cipline, which can be considered remarka- 
ble in the fact that corporal punishment is 
absolutely and positively prohibited. 

One of the great needs, and toward which 
the friends are exerting every effort, is a 
complete manual training school in. connec- 
tion with the institution. All they have in 
this line now are a few simple tools, meagre 
equipment, and little opportunity. Yet with 
this little, the boys made a remarkable ex- 
hibit at the World’s Fair, and the limited 
means have produced some fine results, 
Only a few weeks ago a windmill on the farm 
blew down and was broken beyond repair. 
Some of the boys gathered up the fragments, 
and in a few days had constructed a smooth 
running and practical turning lathe for use 
in the machine shop, There is a marked 
spirit of industry among the boys, whether 
at school, in the shops, or on the farm, and 
Supt. Harrison is responsible for the state- 
ment that the most incorrigible children usu- 
ally make the best “‘home”’ boys. They also 
apparently lose all desire to return to thoir 
wild ways. 


Other Pressing Needs, 

Naturally there are other needs; the new 
building should have a library; an electric 
lighting plant should be put in for safety as 
well as economy, and there is a long list of 
things that should be there. The Auxiliary 
committee, composed of a number of pronii- 
nent ladies of Chicago and the suburbs, is 
‘dcing valuable work, and through this in- 
fluence has come several of the most wel- 
come contributions. There is an income 
from counties sending boys, bequests and 
donations are quite liberal, and by the suc- 
cessful operation of the farm a great ex- 
pense is reduced to a minimum, but there is 
an indebtedhess that accrued through nat- 
ural causes, and the work has broadened so 
much in its scope that the management is 
seeking to interest new friends to lending ad- 
ditional support to the worthy cause, 

The school is situated on a high and heal- 
thy spot about two miles from .Glenwood, 
which is twenty-four miles from Chi , on 
‘the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad. 
Coming up the long approach one enters 
wide:gates directly opposite the main en- 
trance to a magnificent structure of stone 
and brick known as the Administration 
Building. On either side, forming almost a 
semicircle, are six cottages and a school- 
house, while,

The school is a plain but substantial 
structure; containing four large school rooms 
capable of acconimodating for instruction 
about 250 beys. The capacity is not re- 
quired often, however, as the boys old 
enough and physically capable employ part 
of the day in the workshops, on the farm, 
or otherwise. The school stands as a mon- 
ument to the Chicago Woman's club, by 
whose efforts the necessary funds for its 
establishment were raised. 

The Follansbee armory and gymnasium 
is partly devoted to physical drill and indoor 
recreation, while the rear portion of the 
ground floor and the entire second floor are 
fitted up as a shoe shop and carpenter shop, 
respectively, where the boys are instructed 
in industrial pursuits.

rENHE Woman's Club of Progress and 

Reform met in the Assembly Hall in 

Dearborn street last Thursday to 

transact the business of their third 
meeting. After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of by the acting officers witha 
good many parliamentary frills and furbe- 
lows Miss Tartarly got the floor. She had been 
trying to get a foothold thereon ever since 
the inception of the club, but through the 
ultra-aggressiveness of her colleagues her 
endeavors in that direction had been check- 
mated and she had never before found an 
opportunity to let her voice ring out in the 
cause of measures beneficial to mankind. 
Therefore, on that particular Thursday 
afternoon when she found herself standing 
before the fifty-nine other club women pres- 
ent her face was flushed and she introduced 
her subject for discussion in a voice that 
trembled with a sense of her temporary im- 
portance, 

““Resolved, That the members of this club, 
collectively and individually, direct their 
best and noblest efforts toward the abolition 
of that system which allows standing pas- 
sengers in a street car to congregate near 
the door, thus forcing late-comers to shiver 
and freeze on the platform while there is a 
ao i space in the middle of the car unoccu- 
pied.”’ 

The Secretary supplemented Miss Tar- 
tarly’s introduction of the resolution with a 
second reading and invited comment on it. 
its author was the first to respond. 

“It seems to me,”’ she said, ‘‘that no ques- 
tion could have been brought forward for 
consideratiqn that will be of more general 
good for the public if we can only carry out 
to the very letter the spirit in which it is 
presented. I tell you it is high time to take 
action in this matter. Every day since this 
cold snap came on I have been forced to 
ride outside, thereby incurring the danger 
of frostbite and other evils incident to cold 
weather. There was really no excuse for 
such a state of affairs, for the people who 
blecked up the entranée could easily have 
made room for me inside had they but been 
considerate enough to move forward. The 
Presidents of street railway companies 
ought to add an amendment to their con- 
stitution forbidding passengers to stand at 
the end of a car before the center of the 
aisle is filled, and the conductor ought to be 
compelled to see that it is enforced under 
penalty of discharge. The indications are, 
however, that it is useless to look for re- 
formatory measures in that direction, so 
we may as well take the matter in our own 
hands. Every good effect is wrought slow- 
ly, and, of course, we cannot expect to eradi- 
cate existing evils inaday. But gradually 
and imperceptibly, it may be, we shall be 
able to influence those around us by our 
example and bring them to a true under- 
standing of their duty to humanity.” 

The Club of Progress and Reform was 
chock full of vim and ginger that day, and 
Miss Tartarly’s maiden oratorical spurt 
was received with enthusiastic applause. 
The President and half a dozen other women 
who had already made reputations for them- 
selves as originators of deep ideas on the 
burning questions of the day and their im- 
pressive manner of delivering the same, 
made neat little speeches commending the 
wisdom of the proposition. The -nieasure 
was put through the formality of a vote 
and the members of the Club of Progress 
end Reform unanimously pledged them- 
selves to become living examples of its pre- 
cepts on every possible occasion. With one 
great bound of good luck Miss Tartarly 
found herself launched on the topmost wave 
of popularity, and the meeting broke up in 
a general clamor expressive of mutual ad- 
miration and good intentions. 

It was 5:30 when Miss Tartarly boarded a 
Garfield avenue trailer at Monroe and La 
Salle streets. The seats were uncomforta- 
bly filled and three people were already 
standing. Miss Tartarly leaned heavily 
against the door jamb and sighed wearily 
in the vain expectation that somebody 
would offer to give her aseat.

Telephone as a Barometer. 

The telephone is an extremely sensitive 
instrument, and, when properly constructed 
and adjusted, is susceptible to very minute 
sounds. On account of this marvelous sen- 
sitiveness it is often used as an electrical 
testing instrument for locating leaks, etc. 
It is suggested to utilize it as a barometer 
in the following manner: Two bars of iron 
eplit and separated at their lower ends in 
order to increase the surface of contact, 
are placed in the earth at a distance of five 
or six yards from each other. Every week 
or two the earth at the face of these bars is 
saturated with a solution of chlorhydrate of 
ammonia. Bach of the two bars is connect- 
ed with a telephone by wires. Twelve or 
fifteen hours before the approach of a storm 
a characteristic chirping sound is heard in 
the receiver which increases as the storm 
approaches—a sound like hail on a metal 
roof. At each lightning flash a sound like a 
dull blow is heard. Previous to changes of 
tefaperature a sort of murmur is heard like 
the distant song of birds.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

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friends, and from that time until they left 
the Territory they were the chief instru- 
ments used in enforcing the law.

His 
belief in the efficacy of his phy sician’s per- 
scriptions approached fanaticism, and when 
he dosed himself repeatedly he became a 
brawler. After a time he became talkative 
in his cups, and once he told the story of his 
life—a secret that he had guarded well for 
many years. It explained why he had killed 
men, though he. said with truth that in the 
West he had never committed a murder; he 
had never taken a life without giving the 
other man a fair chance; he had never 
spilled blood without the law on his side. 

‘The necessity for killing a man is de- 
plorable,’’ he said, ‘and you know what my 
record is. I suppose that now with the 
hand of death upon me I should be remorse- 
ful and full of penitence, but I can say con- 
scientiously that there is only one act in 
my life that I regret; for that I am truly 
sorry, but I can never make amends,”

SOME NEW USES FOR ALUMINUM. 


Entering Largely Into Ship Construc- 
tion and Many Minor Matters. 
Aluminum World: The new and many 
large uses which have been found for alu- 
minum during the last year are so numerous 
and of such varied natures that but a syn- 
opsis can be given in covering this field. 
The greatest success, however, has been 
along the line where copper and brass are 
to be replaced, and in this respect there is 

practically no limit. 

In ship construction aluminum has made 
remarkable strides. Every one is familiar 
with the good results obtained through the 
use of aluminum in the construction of the 
Defender, and in the many parts of large and 
small craft constructed in this country of 
late. It would seem, however, that the Bu- 
ropean nations are quicker than Americans 
in realizing the benefits of this metal for 
naval purposes. France and England are 
foremost. 

Aluminum vessels are now being construct- 
ed in these countries for the navigation of 
rivers in China and countries where access 
to the interior is difficult excepting by the 
uses of light and durable craft. The French 
Government is going extensively into the 
construction of torpedo boats. Yarrow & 
Co., the English shipbuilders, are at present 
in the lead of all other foreigners in-the suc- 


cessful use of aluminum in ship construc-:} 


tion. 
The metal is now being usesd in the manu- 


facture of airports, lanterns, signal lights, ; 


and fittings of all kinds for yachts, including 
their cooking utensils. Aluminum has been 
used to advantage also in the last year in 
the construction of racing shells. The Unit- 
ed States Navy Department is now experi- 
menting with certain enamel paints which, 
it is claimed, will entirely prevent any slight 
corrosion which might be caused by the ac- 
tion of the salt water upon it, 

The uses of aluminum in the construction 
of bicycles have been many of late and have 
given most satisfactory results. A. firm in 
St. Louis is manufacturing a bicycle the 
frame of which is cast in one piece of alu- 
minum. Its handle-bar and fork are of the 
same metal. Another company, in Torring- 
ton, Conn., is using aluminum rims entirely. 

In handle-bars, forks, rims, mud- guards, 
lanterns, reflectors, tool-boxes, and bag- 
fage-carriers and many other minor points 
Swann is being freely and successfully 
used. 

A novel and practical use for the metal is 
in the construction of sulkies in this country 
and jinrikishas in Japan. Experiments 
along this line are now being made. 

The demand for aluminum castings is 
steadily on the increase. The Pittsburg Re- 
duction company, after much experimental 
work, has produced an alloy which does not 
materially increase the specific gravity of 
the metal and gives a casting which, in ten- 
sile strength, exceeds that of castiron or 
brass. Patterns made of aluminum are 
largely in use because of their lightness and 
durability. 

The value of the metal fn horseshoes, and 
more especially in racing plates, is no longer 
a matter of conjecture. Experiments are 
now being made with aluminum wire to re- 
| orgy rawhide in the stitching of horse col- 

ars. 

The demand for aluminum kitchen uten- 
sils has been fairly tripled this year, con- 
suming thus vast quantities of sheet and 
ingot metal in such cast ware as tea kettles, 
skillets, preserving kettles, etc. Fancy 
articles of all kinds are becoming popular, 
such as combs, brushes, frames for hand 
mirrors, jewelry, medals, and badges. The 
consumption of aluminum in the manu- 
facture of badges during the coming cam- 
paign. will be enormous. 

Another large use for the metal which Nas 
recently developed is for signs and letters. 
These may be seen at present generously 
distributed throughout the city. They find 
favor on account of the natural beauty of 
the metal, and on. account of the little care 
required to preserve a bright and neat ap- 
pearance. 

The use of aluminum for hatters’ irons is 
beginning to be appreciated, for the reason 
that aluminum conducts heat rapidly, and 
has a very high specific heat: hence the re- 
sult that a pressing fron, such as is used by 
hatters, is of value to them inasmuch as it 
heats rapidly and retains heat much longer 
than iron. 

Aluminum is a most effective and useful 
agent in iron and steel castings. It is usual- 
ly added in proportions of from one-quarter 
to one pound to the ton of steel, the above 
being added as the steel is being poured into 


the mold, and the use of aluminum in cast: 


iron is becoming more general as its ad- 
vantages are appreciated. There are many 
reasons for this use of aluminum, but, brief- 
ly, it is instrumental in producing a sound 
ingot with a consequent decrease of scrap 
or other loss, and as a result the sale of 
aluminum ingots for this purpose has in- 
creased remarkably vera 4 the year. 

The metal is being largely in photo- 
graphic instruments and electrical a pli- 
ances. Large quantities of the metal have 
been and will be devoted to a process for the 
purifying of water, Paes as the electro- 
aluminum process. It is being used also for 
artificial limbs and surgical instruments.

Public officers are provided with 
bicycles for the better Cischarge of their 
duties. Policemen and mail carriers are 
benefited by the use of the machine, although 
the police force of Chicago has not been 
broken in to riding yet. The regular army 
has been one of the first organizations to see 
the advantages of the bicycle, and has 
adopted it for messenger service. In the 
West, where it has been put to the most ex- 
treme test, it has shown its usefulness for 
general work. Regular bicycle drill is held 
at the army forts, and an expert corps of 
messengers is carefully drilled in the use 
and care of the machine. 


A Terror to Evildoers. 

The necessity for fast means of locomotion 
in catching law-breakers in. cities has been 
felt for some time. A horse cannot overtake 
a scorcher who has committed a crime if he 
has mounted his wheel and started away. 
New York is to have policemen of\ bicycles 
to patrol its streets to see that the laws of 
the city are respected. Patrolmen are fur- 
nished with high-grade wheels and required 
to be expert riders. This work has been 
watched with interest as an experiment in 
the practical use of the bicycle in municipal 
affairs. s 

For general messenger use the bicycle has 
already demonstrated its usefulness an@ in 
connection with its practical utility has de- 
veloped the use of pneumatic tires. Tri- 
cycles with pneumatic tires are used by a 
number of large stores in Chicago for the 
delivery of small parcels by messenger boys. 
A large box is fastened behind the saddle 
which will hold a smal! wagon load of mer- 
chandise and is much more convenient than 
a wagon. Pneumatic tires, which owe their 
development to the bicycle, are now used on 
almost every form of vehicle. Racing 
sulkies weré first furnished with bicycle 
wheels and then pneumatic tires were tried 
on buggies and they are now used on light 
wagons. Roller skates’ are made with 
pneumatic tire rollers. Castors for hed- 
steads, couches, and such furniture are being 
manufactured which make the movement 
of these pieces of furniture noiseless and 
easy. The use ofghe pneumatic tire, which 
was first utilized ‘on the wheels of bicycles, 
is in its infancy and tire manufacturers say 
they have men working to develop new 
practical applications for pneumatic tires 
or cushions and the trade will in the course 
of a few years assume proportions far hbe- 
yond the demands of the bicycle trade which 
at present constitutes its principal support. 


Immense Allied Interests. 

What are known as the associated trades 
of bicycling include almost as many factories 
and as many employés as the actual manu- 
facture of the wheel itself. Leather work- 
ing for the saddles, bell founding for the 
bells, lamp manufacturers, handle manu- 
facturers, and the immense amount of bi- 
cycle sundries form a group the extent and 
size of which it fs impossible to estimate. 

The geographical distribution. of bicycle 
trade ib said to excel that of any other man- 
ufacture. From Chicago bicycles are shipped 
to, the Various countries of South America 


and Australia. One firm_hasa branch house | 


in India, with agencies in China and Japan. 
The European trade from Chicago is a large 
one, as several Chicago firms have from one 
to twelve agencies in the different countries. 
Hawaii and the Samdwich Islands also get 
an occasional consignment. ‘A few are sent 
to Africa, the majority of the wheels used 
there being of English manufacture. Trips 
around the world on bicycles are no longer 
a novelty, as the two-wheeled courser is 
known to every country where civilization 
has obtained a foothold. 

"The racing question during the year 1895 
was a complicated one. The records made 
were astonishing and the general character 
of the sport in its development of competi- 
tion was commendable, but there are feat- 
ures of racing which have developed during 
the season which are to be depidred. One 
thing which has deprived the sport of its 
interest is the system of pacemaking. This

Sheridan’s comic coward, even though 
the younger actor had diverged as far as 
possible from*‘his senior in the impersona- 
tion. But as the Russell Acres was unmis- 
takably a study of Jefferson as much as it 
was a study of the original, Mr. Russell 
ehould not complain that comparison was 
made. Neither should the circumstance 
that comparison was not at all to his advan~ 
tage make him to rage and to imagine a 
vain thing. Surely he could not have ex- 
pected to play so difficult a character the 
first time he attempted it quite so well as 
Mr. Jefferson plays it after years of experi- 


'| ence—not even though he were equally en- 


dowed with talents, which nobody has had 


| the hardihood to assert. 

_ But the! fact remains that Mr. Russell’s 
‘Bob Acres was very diverting and very in- 
‘teresting. It was not the best possible im- 
personation, it was not so good an imper- 
ponation as we have seen, but it was lively, 
gay, and spirited, and kept the beholder 


‘alert with amused curiosity. Nothing more 
its necessary to theatrical characterization, 


however much more may be desirable; for 
we are not among those who think an actor 


| gnust. be placed upon the Procrustean bed 


| of the ideal and stretched or mutilated to 
‘fit its proportions. The idcal can never be- 
come real, and it is not fair to measure 
human powers by that wholly imaginary 
standard. It is enough if Mr. Russell's 
‘Acres satisfied the average intelligent imag- 
ination, as it unquestionably did. 

But by far the most interesting and sig- 
nificant feature of the production of “The 
Rivals” at the Grand Opera-House last 


l\qweek was the favor with which the cente- 


narian comedy was received by a public 
which, the cynics and pessimists delight to 
tell us, has degenerated into an incoherent 
uggregation of vulgar and senseless imbe- 
ciles. Every day we hear that the people 
do. not want clean and intelligible wit, hon- 


torce the managers to provide them with 
coarse and dirty farces, idiotic farce-come- 
dies, and burlesques .that haven't a leg to 
stand on but the chorus girls’. 

The experience of the Grand Opera-House 
during the last fortnight is Sufficient refuta- 
tion of this depressing theory. Week before 
last Charles H. Hoyt presented to the pa- 
trons of that theater a drama (may heaven 
ore us for calling it thus!) designed sole- 
ly to exploit a dull and uneducated profes- 
sional athlete. Its language was slangy, 
its fun was the fun.of the tavern, its plot

Mr. Hoyt has put 
together some entertainments that were 
really clever, but “A Runaway Colt” was

Then came Sheridan's suave and sparkling

crusted with gems of wit and perfumed 
with satiric humor. ,

Sheridan and Hoyt, Anson ‘and Sol Smith

rounded with impassable fences of dollars

SOMETHING HOGGISH IN DENMARK, 


Extent and Effects of Danish Competi- 
tion with Ireland. 

London Telegraph, Dec. 18.—A woeful re- 
port has just come over from Limerick, to 
the effect that a heavy fall in the Irish pork, 
ham, and bacon market is the result of a 
large invasion of Danish pigs, which are 
actually to be bought in the towns of South- 
ern and Western Ireland at a cheaper rate 
than the “gintleman who pays the rint,” 
and who was long supposed capable of hold- 
ing his own without fear of displacement 
by any foreign rival. Denmark, the small- 
est of the Northern States of Europe, is a 
compact little kingdom, consisting of the 
islands of Zeeland, Fiinen, Lolland, and a 
few more added to the Peninsula of Jutland, 
and comprising altogether an area of less 
than 15,000 square miles, inhabited by a 
population which, all told, does not number 
2,200,000 souls. The climate is so damp and 
foggy that M. Joseph Le Maitre, the author 
of that witty French work, ‘‘Les Soirées de 
St. Pétersbourg,’’ whence Mr. Kinglake is 
supposed to have borrowed hints and sug- 
gestions which eventusrted in the compo- 
sition of ‘“‘Eothen,’’ exclaimed when pass- 
ing through it that Denmark was only fit 
to be occupied by mermaids, wild fowl, and 
frogs. Nevertheless, the inhabitants of this 
swampy little realm are of so industrious 
and sagacious a character that, in addition 
to flooding the English markets with but- 
ter which can be sold with profit at a shill- 
ing a pound, they are actually threatening 
to extirpate the Irish porker by replacing 
him with a Danish substitute, who can be 
marketed at prices that would have reduced 
the late Mr. Biggar to despair. We are told 
by experts who understand the trade that 
the same careful organization, the 
same skill and economy in manage- 
ment which enable Denmark to supply the 
United Kingdom with unlimited amounts of 
excellent butter at a price which our own 
farmers cannot hope to rival without ruin 
staring them in the face are also the cause 
of the little kingdom being capable of pro- 
ducing pigs at a cheaper rate than the Unit- 
ed States, Canada, or any European nation. 
It is said, in fact, that the Danish pig is fed 
upon the refuse or waste of the Danish 
dairies, and the flesh resulting from this 
dainty and fattening food is so good that 
before long, if we are rightly informed, ‘‘it 
will drive all other hog products out of the 
market.’” Who would have supposed, how- 
ever, that any member of the great porcine 
family could be more cheaply reared than 
the Irish grunter that furnishes the inhabi- 
tanis of these islands with Waterford, Lim- 
erick, and Cork hams and bacon? The pig 
is the most conspicuous, the most ubiquitous 
of the quadrupedal denizens of the Emerald 
Isle, and is, in American phrase, so good a

PADEREWSKI AT THE AUDITORIUM. 


First Appearance in Chicago on His 


Third American Tour, 

One week from tomorrow afternoon Ignace 
Paderewski will appear for the first time 
on his third tour‘ of this country. 
The present series has proved so unm 
precedented it seems superfluous to 
add any comments to the reports that 
have been received from cities where 
he has already appeared. His receipts for 
twenty-eight concerts, a little less than 
one-third of the tour mapped out for him, 
have thus far amounted to $80,000. The re- 
ceipts on the last tour of this country reached 
the enormous figure of $188,000, and it would 
seem from the record so far that this sea- 


| the 


son’s receipts would be materially increased 
over his previous record. 

Paderewski first made his début in Vienna 
in 1887 and was at once recognized as one 
of .thé most remarkable pianists of the day. 
Several visits were then paid to the principal 
cities of Germany, and in 1889 he made his 
first appearancein Paris. His first perform- 
ance in England was in May, 1890, and he 
first played before an American audience 
in 1891. Since then his succession of 
triumphs is a matter of common knowledge. 
The advance sale of seats to Paderewski’s 
two recitals opens tomorrow morning. 

Hundreds of inquiries, it is said, were re- 
ceived during last week at the Auditorium 
from towns within a radius of 200 miles of 
Chicago, and in view of the great local inter- 
est excited, as Chicago has always proved 
one of Paderewski’s most fruitful fields, 
it is scarcely to be doubted that his two re- 
citals on the afternoons of Jan. 13 and 15 
will fall short of filling the Auditorium.

T all grew out of a misunderstanding of 
plain English, but the affair assumed 

very grave proportions before it was 
finally settled. Mr. Grimes, who lives over 
on West Monroe street, was called to his 
door a few mornings since DY an Irishman 
with a very red nose who expressed a willing- 
ness to clear the snow from his sidewalk 
for the sum of 50 cents.

“Yes, yes: me mova it,’’ assented the work- 
er, who had caught one word he understood, 
and then he plied his shovel more vigorously 
than ever. 

The Irishman, indignant at what he 
thought the impudence of the Italian and 
outraged at the menace to his job, raised 
his shovel aloft and brought it down so full 
upon the head of the offender that he tum- 
bled all of a heap into the snow. 

But he did not lie there long. Amazement 
was written upon every line of his face as 
he arose to his feet, rushed at the Irishman, 
and clinched with him. 

Then ensued a most diverting scene—a 
wrestling contest, which, if not as scientific

Allows for Unjust Discrimination

in operation June 26. The law superseded a

_ | Assertions are made that the measure in- 


ures wholly to the benefit of the contractors 
and others are apt to be left on the outside, 
| William HM. Holden of Holden & Buzzell, 
who has made a specialty of real estate law, 
fave this yesterday as his opinion of the 
' measure: 

No Safety Against Secret Licns. 

“In brief the act is drawn to protect the 
lien and does nothing to enable the owner 
to protect himself against double payments 
and provides no way for a proposed pur- 
chaser or money lender to deal with the prop- 


erty and be safe as against secret mechanics’ | 


liens.”” 

Mr. Holden summarized the bill as follows: 

“Section 1. Extends the customary me- 
chanics’ lien to ‘fixtures, apparatus, or ma- 
chinery’ furnished ‘for the purpose’ of build- 
ing, etc.’ and to architects’ services, and the 
lien is extended to lots in the same inclosure 
with the one on which the improvement is 


made and undertakes to make the lien : 


superior to the dower right. The lien at- 
taches at the ‘dare of the contract’ and ex- 


tends for materials ‘bought especially pre-— 


pared for’ the improvement. 

“Sec. 3. Makes the lien superior to the 
right of homestead and binds the wife's 
jand where her husband contracts with her 
knowledge and consent. 

“Sec. 4.° Excuses the contractor for delay if 
the owner does not pay promptly. 

“Sec. 5. Requires the contractor to give and 
the owner to require within ten days after 
the contract is made a statement of all sub- 
contracts, and if the subcontracts have not 
been let then the names, etc., of all who have 
made bids and within ten days after they 
are accepted the amounts thereof. This sec. 
tion is not to apply to contractors who with- 
in the ten days give a good bond nor to mer- 
chants nd dealers in materials only. 

“Sec. 7. Requires the contractor to bring 
suit within four months after the last pay- 
/ ment is due or file a claim of lien. 

“Sec. 9. Requires contractors’ suits to be 
brought within two years after the final pay- 
ment is due. 

“Sec, 15. Makes labor claims for two weeks’ 
pay preferred claims. 

) “Sec. 16. Relates to the lien on mortgaged 
- land, gi priority to the lien upon the

Opposition to a Proposed Amendment 
for Fees for Judicial Sales. 

The annual election of officers of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board will be held on 
Wednesday: At the meeting of last week 
netice was given of intention to offer an 
amendment to the constitution providing for 
payment of a:fee by the Judges of Cook 
County and Masters in Chancery for each 
judicial sale conducted in the board rooms. 
A lively opposition has arisen to this meas- 
ure, as it is asserted that strenuous efforts 
were made by the board originally to have 
the county officials hold the sales in the 
quarters of the board. Regarding this phase 
of the matter an agent said yesterday: 

‘‘When the beard was organized a commit- 
tee was appointed to call on the Judges and 
the Chicago Par Association and to induce 
them to bring about the custom of carrying 
on the judicial sales in the rooms of the 
board. Then a committee was appointed to 
confer with the Judges in regard to payment 
of a fee of $1 for each sale. They approved 
of this, but found no way to do it under ex- 
isting statutes, It seems eminently proper 
to me that some action should be taken 
tending to a settlement of this, but any 
change would have to be brought about by 
process of law.’”’

LOCAL FINANCIAL ‘MARKET. 


Weaknesss in Stocks Led by North and 
West Chicago Cables. 

The course of the market yesterday was down- 
ward. North Chicago led in the matter of de- 
cline, opening weak at 290 regular and selling at 
291, the highest figure for a regular sale, while 
account opened at 201 and sold off to, 200%, the 
closing figure This closing figure on account 
shows a decline in one week's time of 18 points in 
North Chicago stock, One week ago yesterday 
the Board of Directors of the company had a 
meeting, at which a resolutiofi was passed, pro- 
viding for an extra dividend of 20 per cent upon 
the capital stock, one-half to be paid in stock and 
the other half in 6 per cent debentures, with an 
ndditional stock issue amounting to 10 per cent, 
for which the stockholders would be allowed to 
subscribe at par. While the effect of this reso- 
lution had been largely discounted by a general 
knowledge that something was to be done in the 
way of an extra dividend, there was neverthe- 
less a demand for the stock, which sent it up to 
SC8'4 second account. The strength was held the 
following Monday, but from that time there has 
been a continual decline until the low price given 
was reached yesterday. This decline of 18 points 
in stock ts nearly or quite as great a decline as 
there was in any of the securities listed on the 
local Stock Exchange during the recent flurry. 
The reason for the decline seems a matter of con- 
jecture. According to the report of the directors 
the company will be able to more than earn 12 
per cent upon the increased capitalization. Then, 
too, there is left a surplus for future capitaliza- 
tion, even after allowing for the extra dividend 
declared, of $700,000, which- would give ground for 
the belief that there might be another extra div- 
idend declared from the surplus during the next 
year or two. It is believed that much of the 
weakness in North Chicago is due to the desire 
of owners of the stock to realize the handsome 
profits they wave made through the advances 
which came before the announcement of the extra 
dividend. 

The Union Loop, which is to furnish a down- 
town way for the four elevated railroads of Chi- 
cago, is to be*so far completed within three 
months that trains may be run into the down- 
town business district. Contracts have been let 
for the construction of the portion of the loop 
running ‘south on Wabash avenue from Lake 
street to Congress, and it is provided in the con- 
tract the work shall be ¢ompleted by April 1.

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BRINGS OUT A REPLY. 


THOMAS A. WRIGHT EXPLAINS HIS 
POSITION IN. THE DIRECTORY. 


Claims That Directors Now Criticising 
His Action Voted With Him-—Rea- 
sons for His Stand on a Bucket- 
Shop Case—Wheat Exports of the 
Week Were: Liberal—Large Areas 
of Winter Wheat Unprotected by 
Snow—Coarse Grain Markets Firm. 


The twé circulars bearing on the Board 
of Trade election controversy which were 
outlined in this column yesterday morning 
made their appearance on the floor, and 
were the subject of comment, argument, and 
criticism throughout the short session. E. 
S. Jones was kept busy explaining his posi- 
tion on the bucket-shop question and his re- 
fusal to take a place on the directory on the 
reguiar ticket. The circular purporting to 
give Thomas A. Wright's record in the di- 
rectory attracted fully as much attention. 
It gave his position on questions touching 
elevator and bucket-shop cases. Of his ac- 
tion in May, 1804, he says: 

“At this time a committee of which George 
Nichols was one of the active members was 
endeavoring to effect a compromise between 
the Board of Trade and the elevator people. 
It was not thought advisable at that time 
to® create any sreater friction than was 
necessary in ordér that the committce might 
be untrammeled in its conferences with the 
elevator people.

Position on Bucket-Shop Trial. 

“In regard to my vote on the ‘Booge trial’ 
let the members after reading say which 
side they would have taken. Rule 4, Sec. 13, 
of the Board of Trade reads: ‘All charges 
made to the Board of Directors against any 
member of the association for any default, 
misconduct, or offense shall be in writing 
and in duplicate, and shall state the default, 
misconduct, er offense charged.’ The com- 
plaint taken from the record charges Harris 
D. Booge Jr. with dishonorable conduct in 
being engaged in what is commonly known 
as ‘bucket-shop business,’ and asks that he 
be disciplined therefor. 

‘“‘No specific act was stated of offense or 
misconduct and, as I stated at the time, I 
would not vote to convict ‘Booge’ when the 
complaint was neither in conformity with 
the rules of the board or common law. A 
similar case Mr. Hill will remember. Charges 
of dishonorable or uncommercial conduct 
were bought against Mr. Hanna and Mr. 
Creighton because they accepted the certifi- 
cates of weights of a weighmaster commis- 
sioned by the city. I, with others, held the 
board would put itself in a dangerous posi- 
tion to suspend members on such charges, 
as they were obliged under State law to ac- 
cept such certificates.

‘New York, Jan, 4.—Weakness reigned in the 
market this morning, though there was little basis 
for activity save transactions between traders. 
Tobacco sold , @s it appears that the allege’ 
settlement of The troubles in the trade is not likely 
to materialize. Reading stock broke again, reach- 
ing the lowest price the stock has ever seen, and 
other parts of the list suffered fractional declines. 
The reason for this is not hard to discover. It is 
an exceedingly narrow speculation, with absolute- 
ly no public participation. Limited sales or lim- 
ited purchases by the smaller class of professionals 
consequently determine the tone and tendency. 


The situation as regards the issue of bonds or their 


award to the Morgan syndicate is still full of un- 
certainty. Liquidation of long holdings on a 
moderate scale has followed, and the market this 
morning sold off under it without developing any 
support. Foreign exchange is firm at 459%, and 
the outlook in that respect is ominous. 
pletion of the bond sale and the replenishment of 
the specie reserve wouid probably only be followed 
by renewed gold exportS on a large scale. The 
bank statement for the week shows the effects 
of the January disbursements in a decrease of 
$9,000,000 in deposits. The loans are reduced 
$12,800,000 and specie holdings increased by 
$1,500,000, with a gain of $2,£00,000 in surplus 
reserve. In the last hour’s trading the market 
steadied, but fMnaliy gave way under sales by 
houses with Washington connections and by 
traders.

The death of a prominent 
personage is followed by days of dancing 
and walling and nights of incantation. These 
services sometimes extend over a period of 
a week or a week and a half before the 
corpse is finally laid away in its granite bed 
and the soul permitted to start out on its 
long journey to the sun. The Mogins, the 
Zufiis, and the ancient Pimas were all sun- 
worshipers, and their modes of burial nat- 
urally differed from the other tribes as they 
differed in advanced stages of civilization.

WHERE THE BEST BEEFSTEAKS GO. 


Swell Clubs, Dining Cars, and Hotels 
Get All the Tenderloin. 

‘What's the reason I cannot get a beef- 
steak here like those served at my club 
down-town?” asked, grumblingly, a_ weil- 
fed, red-faced man, as he sniffed contemptu- 
ously at the display of packing-house prod- 
ucts on his buteher’s stand. ‘I do not know 
very much about meat in its raw state, but [ 
know I cannot buy as good meat out Here 
on the North Side as I get down-town at 
the club or any first-class hotel.”’ 

“That’s easy,” replied the butcher. “I 
generally tell people I give them the best 
cuts that come out of a critter, but it’s not 
be honest with you  be- 
cause you are a good customer and do'‘not 
complain too often. The truth is, there is 
not enough prime beef in all the animals 
killed in Chicago to go around. There is 
not more than an average of seventy-two 
pounds of tenderloin in a beef critter, and 
that is all carefully cut out and sold to the 
hightoned clubs and hotels. The meat mar- 
kets throughout the town seldom get any 
of this. If they do it is because they have 
a pull at the Stock- Yards. 

“This tenderloin always brings a good price 
because the demand exceeds the supply the 
year round and the fellows who eat it are 
able to pay a good price for it. 

‘The next best thing isa thick sirloin from 
a beef that has been hung up in the icehouse 
from ten days to three weeks. Meat is like 
hay. It must not be cut before it is ripe 
to be good. Meat that is three weeks old is 
prime if it has been kept in a cool place at 
an even temperature. 

“The dining car people and swell eating 
places dewn-town never put a knife toa ten- 
derioin till it is at least thirteen days old, 
and most of them hang it up three weeks. 

“But, say,"’ he(continued, as he’noticed a 
look of disgust spread over his customer's 
face, “I can give you a sirloin two inches 
thick that will make your mouth water and

AlS BRAIN IN A DAZE. 


Why Building Commissioner O’Shea 
Has a Hard Time in His Business. 


TALE TOLD HIM BY A WILD CRANK. 


Te 


Wanted to Build a Unique Hotel on His 
Own Lake-Front,. 


EPUTY Commissioner of Buildings 
O’Shea says after his day’s work is 
over he has a hard time untwisting 
his brain and getting it back in front 

of him where he can useit. The office of the 
Commissioner is not the dull, dreary city de- 
partment which the name would seem to in- 
dicate. Business is lively and exasperating 
all day long. The Deputy Commissioner 
catches the brunt of it, for he has to correct 
all the errors and straighten out all the tan- 
gles of would-be architects and builders. 

On an average there are thirty permits 
granted every day in Chicago for the erec- 
tion of new buildings and the improvement 
of old ones. Some days there are more than 
twice that number issued. The tremendous 
rate of building continues with wonderful 
regularity, the hard times apparently having 
exercised little astringent effect. Day after 
day O’Shea sits at a big table, and men with 
big charts and plans under their arms pour 
into the office and throw the blue prints 
down in front of the deputy. 

“One at a time, gentlemen,’”’ says Mr. 
O’Shea, as he spreads out the first plan and 
looks at the spécifications. Then the man 
who is applying for a permit had better be 
pretty well up in civil engineering. He had 
better know a few things about the relative 
strength of white and yellow pine beams and 
posts, and something about the. philasophy 
of strains and the distribution of weight. 
If the applicant isn't informed in this branch 
of science his ignorance is of course be- 
trayed in his plans, and in two minutes 
O’Shea, with a pencil and a slip of paper, has 
well nigh cnatkibanea the man. Every day 
one or more men who know little or nothing 
of the construction of ‘buildings come in. If 
it were not for the Building Department 
permits acting as restraints, scores of build- 
ings would be erected which would prove 
veritable death traps. 

One Crank Drops In. 

It igs seldom the office is visited by cranks, 
but ohe dropped in the other day with a 
building scheme that took away the breath 
of Mr. O’Shea.

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ANCIENT AND MODERN NEW WOMEN. 


Being a History of Their Strangest Moods. 


rvey of recorded events from the gene- 
sis of Woman—with her unfortunate outreach 
toward a higher education—to her status to- 
day, with colleges, clubs, charities, and cy- 
cling, shows that she has always been vari- 
um et mutabile, which is to say, in condensed 
and modern English, “new.’’ Mythology, 
tradition, and established history all lead to 
this conclusion. There was the ambitious 
consort of cuneiform reyalty who begged 
the scepter for one day, and, getting it, pro- 
longed her power by cutting off the head of 
her indulgent husband. There was Deborah, 
who judged Israel in conjunction with Ba- 
rak, and who seems to have been by far “‘the 
better man’”’ of the two. And there was the 
wife of Heber, the Kenite; Jael, who gave 
Sisera a sedative bottle of milk, served him 
with misleading butter in a lordly dish, and 
then nailed his sleeping head to the earth. 
WN. B. Man should not sleep when the new 
woman has anything against him. 
Jael was a new woman both as to time 
and energetic action. And so was her later 


sister, Judith. 
In Classic Greece. 

In: her way Pandora was as new a woman 
as Eve, and like Eve a bringer of woe. Helen 
and Penelope seem to have kept newness of 
mold—with which newness of spirit usually 
goes—to a late date of death, if we may 
judge from the mad admiration they never 
failed to excite. Sappho was new to the ex- 
tent of inventing a musical ‘‘mode’’ and of 
writing poetry in advance of her age—and of 
all succeeding ages. And in the important 
matter of energetic patriotism Spartan 
mothers were almost incredibly ‘new.” 
Lanthippe has long been held up to domestic 
scorn. Let her position be known. She was 
Simply a new Athenian woman who believed 
in reforming husbands. She naturally 
wished Socrates to provide for his family 
and to pay careful attention to his personal 
appearance, since, in his case, nature was 
in special need of improvement. And if she 
drencked him wiih pails of water it was only 
to bring him to a sense of neglected duty. 

la Was a new woman, as shown in 
‘her esidency ci a literary club. To hear 
her brilliant decisions Sccrates was wont to 
Graw around him his pallium and saunter 


forth undeterred by Lanthippe’s homespun , 


Greek. And at the club he was sure to find 
the philosophic Anaxagoras and the princely 
Pericles. As to the architecture of the 
Acropolis and genera! municipal advances 
in Athen’s time of glory, it is impossible at 
this late day to point out definitely Aspasia’s 
contributed ideas; but, as the admired ad- 
viser of Fericles, we may be sure she had a 
great deal to say upon all progressive sub- 


™ In Anmcient Rome. 

The few woman early appeared at Rome, 
and she kept on appearing at all important 
crises. As a Sabine matron she rushed into 
battle and arbitrated a peace. Asa patrician 
wifeand mother she staid the march of Corio- 
lanus. She hersejf was not to be staid by 
any one. In the year 195 B. C., Cato, then “‘a 
young man of 40."" thundered vainly against 
her when she decided that a humiliating 
law must be repealed—a law denying her 
color in dress, limiting her jewelry to half 
an ounce of gold, and forbidding her all car- 
riage privileges.

YOUNG MILLIONAIRE’S SAD ENDING 


Max Lebaudy Done to Death by the 
. French Military. 
London cable t? the New York Sun: The 

doing to death of Max Lebaudy by the 

French conscript system is one of the results 


of the reign of scandal in France. It is an 
amazing story. 


All the world had hea:d 
about this young man and his millions which 
he squandered so recklessly. He was a most 
eccentric spendthrift, and his eccentricity 


kept full pace with his love of notoriety. 


He inherited a fortune of $9,000,000 two or 
three years ago, and in spending some of it 
his generesity has been often princely and 
When the time came for him to 
render the three years’ military service 
which the French law exacts, the Socialists 
and Radicals, who had been scandalized by 
his extravagances, were delighted at his be- 
ing constrained to shoulder a musket, and 
they kept strict watch over him. Every time 
he obtained a leave of absence for 
a day there was an outcry in every 
revolutionary, Socialist, and Radical news- 
peper. His Colonel was accused of show- 
ing him favor, and, when he first fell ill in 
the summer, the doctor who had given him 
a certificate of vacation to that effect was 
openly accused of having received a bribe 
of 20,000 francs. The attacks were so per- 
sistent that the military authorities recalled 
the unfortunate young gentleman who had 
received an unlimited furlough. 

Instead of recovering he soon showed signs 
of consumption. Any one else in his condi- 
tion weuld have been sent home, but, al- 
though twenty doctors deciared that he was 
unfit for service, the military authorities 
dared not release him. Mme. Severine, a 
woman journalist, was particularly bitter in 


- her persecution of the young man through 


the press. Some of the venal sheets of 
Paris did not neglect the opportunity to 
levy blackmail on the millionaire conscript, 
but he resisted their demands, and the at- 
tacks went on. 

He was sent from one military hospital to 
another until it happened, as he himself 
wrote to a friend: 

“It is an absolute denial of justice that I 
have to suffer on account of my millions, I 
am more ill treated than the lowest of péas- 
ants, and I envy their lot. The doctors have 
all admitted that I am sick. They have all 
declared that my remaining in the army 
means my death, and no one will] give mea 
chance of life because my name is Lebaudy, 
and because they do not wish to be attacked 
in certain papers. )

am well let them send me to the barracks, 
and if I am sick let them release me from 
the service.

When we say Jan. 4 et 10 a: m. we do not 
mean at ten hours after the close of the 
fourth day of January, but ten hours after 
the beginning of that day, the hours being 
counted from the midnight which marks the 
close of the third and the beginning of the 
fourth day of the month. It would be no 
more absurd to claim that the year ends 
with the close of Dec. 30 than to hold that 
the present century will end with the close 
of the year 1899. It would be as foolish as 
to allege that when a man has paid $99 he 
has paid $100, and is entitled to a receipt 
certifying he has paid the whole amount 
due on a bill for $100. 

It may be added that while the same ques- 
tion may have been raised a hundred years 
ago the last century was considered to have 
ended with the close of the year 1800, and not 
till then, the same appearing to have been 
the rule for each other century since the es- 
tablishment of the: Gregorian count. Also 
the first supposition that Christ was born 
near the close of the year 1, accordant with 
the notation that a man was born at 10 
o’clock at night of the first of January, that 
being twenty-two hours after the beginning 
of the year, necessitates the taking in of 
the years 1800, 1900, etc., for the last years 
of one century instead of the first year of 
the next, and it is the only circumstance 
that justifies the counting of the year next 
preceding 1 A. D. as 1B. C., without a zero 
year in passing from B. C. to A. D., or the 
contrary, The subsequent historical re- 
searches which are held to justify the plac- 
ing of the birth of Christ at four or even six 
years earlier than the time fixed on by Di- 
onysius Exiguus have nothing to do with the 
case. The Gregorian count was established 
before those doubts were raised, and is not 
affected by them. So far as the use of the 
Gregorian calendar is concerned, it would 
make no difference if some one should claim 
to find proof that Christ never was born at 
all, and we need not trouble ourselves on

Bearing a Valuable Sig- 
nature. 


SCARCEST OF AMERICAN AUTOGRAPHS. 


Name of Thomas J. Lynch Jr., a Signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. 


New York, Dec. 27.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.]—:n recent years, and especially 
during the last half decade, book-plate or ex- 
libris collecting has become a widespread 
passion, A generation ago these simple 
paper labels were regarded as worthless, but 
today a good print bearing the signature of 
Albert Durer, Chadowiecke, Hogarth, Bar- 
tollozzi, or Paul Revere is eagerly sought for 
and brings, in many instances, fabulous 
prices. 

The general search for book-plates in recent 
years has resulted in many discoveries, but 
none, perhaps, of greater interest than that 
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THE LYNCH (SIGNER) BOOK-PLATE. 


recently made by W. R. Benjamin, an auto- 
graph and book-plate dealer of this city. 
The newly-found plate was once the prop- 
erty-mark of Thomas J. Lynch Jr., a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, and Mr. 
Benjamin tells the story of the discov- 
ery of this rarity as follows: 

“Eight years’ experience in the autograph 
business has naturally made me familiar 
with the signatures of many famous Amer- 
icans. It often Rappens that owners of 
book plates, where no name isengraved on the 
plate, write their own names on the bottom. 
This habit led to the discovery of the plate 
of. Thomas Lynch Jr., signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and of his father, 
Thomas Lynch, a member of the Continental 
Congress from South Carolina. When start- 
ing out in the book-plate business last May I 
sent to France for a consignment of foreign 
plates, and a dealer sent me about a thou- 
sand. At first the sight of so many was con- 
fusing, and, having no experience with pilates, 
I made no attempt at assortment, but left 
them for any collector to choose from. While 
running over them careilessiy [ Was sur- 
prised by finding one bearing the signature 
‘Lynch.’ I recognized the autograph as that 
of the signer. Jiaving made a study of that 
signature for years | knew it as well as my 
own, There was one in my autograph 
stock, and, putting them together, they 
were seen to be identical. Then I hunted for 
others and found three more, but with no 
signature of the signer. Two were blank 
and one was again signed ‘Lynch,’ but this 
time in the hand of the father. Turning the 
plate over there was plainly written on the 
book: ‘Lynch, an English Family, Agent of 
Louis XVI.’ The plates were shown Dr. 
Thomas Addis Emmet, and together we 
looked up the arms of the Lynch family and 
found the plate was entirely correct. 

‘Before the Revolution the rich planters 
of South Carolina passed much of their 
time in Europe. Young Lynch was edu- 
cated in England, and also lived in Paris 
for some years. The plate is apparen ly of 
French manufacture, and was probably 
made for Thomas Lynch Sr. in Paris, or it 
may be that they used impressions from a 
plate owned by some relative. One of the 
biank plates is owned by R. B. Coutant, Esq., 
M. D., of Tarrytown, N. Y., and the other 
three by W. E. Bailey of Bridgeport, Conn. 

‘The particular value of this lit le print is 
apparent when the rarity of Lynch's auto- 
graph is taken into consideration. The 
autograph of Thomas J. Lynch Jr. has long 
been recognized as the rarest of all Amer- 
ican autographs and but very few collec- 
tions contain it. The father of the signer 
became a member of the Continental Con- 
gress, but died before the end of his term, 
and his son was chosen to take his place. 
The son arrived in Philadelphia in time to 
sign the Declaration, but in consequence of 
failing health he soon returned to his home 
in South Carolina, and in the hope of re- 
storation to health saited in 1779 for the 
Island of St. Eustachius, in the West Indies, 
and was lost at sea on the way to that port. 

“When collectors began gathering the au- 
tographs of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence it was soon found that good 
specimens of the writing of Lynch, the 
signer, were not to be had. 

‘A few years ago B. F. Tefft of Savannah 
found in a public library a number of vol- 
umes bearing his signature on the title page, 
and as these signatures were supposed to 
have no value he was permitted to remove 
them. A single one of these signatures is 
now worth hundreds of dollars. More re- 
cently a: few additional signatures were 
discovered, and also a letter addressed by 
Lynch to Gen. Washington, a document 
which at last found its way into the splen- 
did collection of Dr. Thomas Addis Em- 
met at a cost, it is reported, of over $5,006. 
The location of every undoubted ‘signature 
is well known, and the discovery of every 
additional signature is an event of the high- 
est interest to collectors.”’ 

The Collector, a New York magazine de- 
voted to autograph and book-plate collect- 
ing, in commenting upon this discovery 
says: 

“The fact that in this case the signature 
appears on a book-plate adds to its value. 
What possibilities they open to the herald 
and genealogist. What strange historic 
vistas they dimly reveal. Here are oppor- 
tuniiies for research which we trust our 
correspondents will fully utilize. Every 
discovery which they make in this line will 
be joyously welcomed by students of Amer- 
ican history.”’

Of 
whist classes and whist teachers there are 
plenty everywhere, but there is only one regu- 
lar school of instruction and practice in 
the “scholars’ game” in the United States, 


and that is in Chicago. It is situated on one 
of the top floors of the Masonic Temple,

Mrs. Jenks is always busy, either in Chi- 
cago or other cities which demand her serv- 
ices as a sleader, and the popularity 
of scientific whist in Chicago is 
shown by the fact that her regular 
classes for each ‘winter season hum- 
ber anywhere from severty-five to one hun- 
dred persons, with a leaning toward the 
higher number. Some of these people are 
private pupils who take preliminary courses 
by themselves, some are in large classes 
of twenty or more, but the most of them 
visit the school in small classes of four, 
or, to speak technically, a “table” at a 
time. With the beginners she merely in- 
structs and helps each in turn, excercising 
@ general supervision over all, but with the 
more advanced she “plays in’ herself, and 
it is a spectacle: at once interesting and 
amusing to watch the progress and demeanor 
of a class during a lesson. 

A solemn, almost religious silence is pre- 
served, the marking, dealing, showing cards, 
everything, being done with wordless 
gravity, and when a game of duplicate 
whist is being “played oft,”’ the fate of na- 
tions might depend upon the result of the 
game, so intense is the interest and so 
solemn the faces around the round table. 


Women Can Be Silent, 

Mrs. Jenks says that her career and ex: 
perience as a teacher of whist have proved 
conclusively to her the fallacy of two an- 
cient accusations against the “new” sex; 
they can, according to her, both play whist 
and keep silent, and she says. that while 
it would be hard to say which sex makes 
the brightest and most interesting pupils, 
women are, if possible, more painstaking 
and thorough than men. The rule of silence 
she has found necessary to enforce rigidly, 
for the reason that if it were relaxed re- 
criminations, accusations, and harsh-criti- 
cisms would be tolerably certain to result 
whenever two equally matched pupils at- 
tempted to “‘play partners.”

Mary Maguire are all exceptionally good 
players. 

Many of these have obtained their instruc-

INVENTION OF AN AUBU2N, .N, Y., TAN. 


He Claims Scores of Advantages Over the 
Old, Old Way of Torturing a Horse. 


NLIKE most things which have been 
in constant use horseshoes, 80 far as 
progress in their improvement is con- 
cerned, have borne no adequate pro- 

portion to the advance of civilization. Their 
part in the rise of man undoubtedly has been 
as great as that of any other one thing. In 
fact, in the earlier times when horse-power 
and man-power were almost the only forces 
in use they made business a possibility; and

yet the strip of iron which the horseshoer of 
the present day nails to the hoof is the same 
in almost every particular as that which the 
earlier smith fitted to the horse of the olden 
time. 

That it has an immense number of objec- 
tionable features is known to every one. 
The hoof is pared to fit it and is left ragged 
and splintered by the constant changing of 
nails; and now and then, when some unfort- 
unate horse catches the toe-calk in a cable 
slot or kindred pitfall and the shoe is torn 
off, a fair share of it is carried away by the 
bent nails. Besides these evils there is that 
of careless naildriving and consequent lame- 
ness. : 

The way of nature is always the way of 
health, which is a truth that man in his im- 
provements upon her does well to keep con- 
tinually in mind, and it is obvious that nat- 
ure never intended the horse’s hoof as a 
holding ground for nails, in spite of the fact 
that nails will go there when driven... But it 
is only of recent years that the possibility 
of a nailless horseshoe has received any con- 
siderable attention. Of late, however, a 
great number or schemes, most of them im- 
practicable because of ignorance on the part 
of invéntors of the tremendous striking force 
of the horse’s foot and the continual strain 
on the shoe-fastening, have been put for- 
ward. There are innumerable kinds of 
shoes, some with rubber wearing surfaces 
to reduce the concussion, some with other 
schemes of a like nature, and all fastened 
to the hoof without the use of nails. 


Inventor to the Front. 

As yet all are experiments, though many 
have been prove‘ by trial to be of practical 
good. The chief cbstacles to their introduc- 
tion are found in the cost, which sincethere 
are no conveniences for their manufacture, 
is necessarily greater than that of this 
nailed shoe, and in the fact that in many 
instances shoes which at first wear to per- 
fection have after a time worked loose. A 
novel and apparently excellent design, of 
which at present little is known in Chicago, 
has just been patented by G. L. Reynolds of 
Auburn, N. Y. 

The system adopted in it is that of a shoe 
proper and a removable wearing surface. 
The shoe proper consists of a metal band a 
little over an inch in height, which is fitted 
around the lower edge of the hoof. It 1s 
firmly fastened, for it is the part which bears 
the strain. The bottom of the strip is turned 
over to form a flange for the attachment of 
the wearing surface. The wearing surface 
is a steel shoe of a form similar to that of 
the ordinary nailed shoe, but with the ex- 
ceptions that it has no hail holes, and that 
around its outer edge there runs a groove for 
the reception of the flange on the shoe 
proper. 

After the band has once been fitted to the 
hoof and fastened in place the wearing sur- 
face may be put on and removed at will’by 
slipping the flange into the groove or spring- 
ing it out. The arrangement is tightened 
by means of two screws in the rear, and any 
dewvree of tightness not beyond the strength 
of the materials can be obtained. - 


Advantages Claimed. 


The inventor claims for his design thirty 
points of advantage over the shoe now com- 
moniy in use. The chief of these is to be 
found in the abolition of the necessity for 
continual cutting of the hoof. When .the 
band has once been put on, the renewal or 
changing of the wearing surface need cause 
no trouble whatever. The hoof is almost as 
free as with no shoe at all, for the strain 
comes entirely on its hardest part and is 
evenly distributed. Growth, instead of split- 
ting the hoof, serves only to tighten the band. 
It is possible, too, to remove the shoe at any 
time when it is not needed—to take it off while 
the horse is in the stall or when soaking the 
feet. 

The shoe as designed has been tried on 
half a dozen horses and in every case with 
success. According to the statement of the 
inventor it neither gets out of order nor 
works. loose. If it proves practicable in 


| and likely to prove a boon to men as Well as 
horses, for there is no harder duty for, the 
horse-owner than the care of the feet, and 
judging from present appeararices the moto- 
cycle will not entirely replace horsefiesh for 
some time to come.

HE recent denunciation of footba'l 
by President Evans of Hedding Col- 
lege is by no means the first attack 
on this favored sport, but by all odds 
the most radical, and least likely 
to attract public sympathy, be- 
cause, from gathered opinions, it seems his 
grounds are badly formulated, and his ob- 
jections unsustained by any experience of 
Lis co-workers in educational institutes. 

It will be remembered that a year ago 
President Eliot of Harvard made a strong 
protest against football, but on the grounds 
that too much valuable time was being 
given to practice, to the neglect of their 
more important duties in the school-room. 
The advisability of barring football from the 
field sports was brought before the trus- 
tees of the university, but failed utterly mm 
their hands to reach the desired climax, to 
the joy of the students. 

Next came the wail of the prize-ring ad- 
vocates, when States, not considering in- 
dividual objections, said no to their entrance 
to their borders. They then claimed that 
football was royally weleomed, while they 
were relegated to the musty pigeon-holes 
or the inglorious past, and the people taught 
to take an oblique moral view of their nian- 
ly sport by the daily molders of public opin- 
ion, while football was their fellow and es- 
caped unscathed. This attack was as futil# 
as Caspar Whitney's charge of profession- 
alism or roguery, which is the plain En- 
glish of it, and it was !eft to President Evans 
to make such statements as the recently 
printed address contains about the “‘unre- 
strained animalism exhibited on the field, 
and the physical asserting itself to the dis- 
paragement of the mental and moral.’ He 
also claims it to be a prize fight, in which 
eleven trained men on each side figure, and 
that the college girls are injured by wit- 
nessing it, and compares it with saloon 
brawls, bull fights, hoodlumism, and like 
dignified entertainment, and avows himself 
abetted by the patrons of Hedding College 
in prohibiting further indulgence in the 
chief field sport. 

Taking for granted that the Hedding boys 
cremated their yearnings for football with 
the bgll, it may be safely aSserted that the 
public gererally has not changed one iota 
in its opinion, and, leaving the expression of 
opinion here given to prove it, there is an- 
other point of view not to be forgot- 
ten, though it is the more frivolous side. 
When society enthrones a principle or a 
pastime the one who dethrones it has up- 
hill work. The cause of its downfall must 
be- grave, and the one who rouses public 
sentiment to its destruction needs be elo- 


quent. Football is now so interwoven in 
that social fabric of which the charity 
ball, horse show, flower show, and like 


events make web and woof, that it will take 
more than a passing fancy to rend that 
which society weaves for its own delecta- 
tion. Socially the Thanksgiving game is a 
fixture, and the practical side is well de- 
fended in the interviews:

I consider fleld sports a greater neces- 
sity in America than any other country, be- 
cause of the commercial and literary habits 
of the people, which oceupy the greatest por- 
tion of their time, and would, without those 
exercises, eliminate that which is most to 
be desired ‘in the character of a nation. 

“It is easy enough to get students to study, 
but very difficult to get them to exercise 
properly, hence the pale and interesting 
student of the past, whom every one looked 
upon as overworked, when-he simply lacked 
the proper exercise. 

‘T will venture to say those young men 
of Hedding College who are forbidden the 
pleasures of football and the temperate life 
the player must lead will fall into dissipation 
and vice, for we find our young men must be 
kept healthful first and occupied next to 
keep them in the best moral and mental con- 
dition, and as to the brutal element showing 
we propose to keep that out without great 
effort. 

“Dr. Eliot of Harvard was doubtless right 
when he said too much valuable time was 
given over to the practice, but that applied 
inore to Harvard than elsewhere. We regu- 
late that as well as the conditions of the 
play.”’ 

Dr. Gunsaulus Would Play. 

Dr. Gunsaulus confessed he had given no 
attention té the matter of condemnation, 
though he considered football a great insti- 
tution, which would. be very hard to de- 
throne from its high place in tHe hearts of 
rot only students but Americans generally. 
He said: ‘President Evans’had better be 
careful, or the boys will do him up for such 
high-handed laws. Do I consider it a good 
thing? Yes, so good that I wish I could 
play.” 

Mrs. H. M. Wilmarth, the President of the 
“Fortnightly,” the most lHterary of all Chi- 
cago clubs, said: “I can hardly express 
myself fairly, as I never saw but a part of 
one game, and left because it savored too

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PAT’S BULL’S-EYE CHRONOMETER. 
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IR Isaac Newton saw an apple fall to 
the ground and from this simple phe- 
nomenon he deduced his extraor- 

: dinary theory that all particles of 
matter in the universe tend towards each 
other, the heavier and the larger showing 
the greater power of attraction. 

Suppose he had been observing the com- 
mon dandelion at the seeding time, the 
winged germs of which, instead of falling 
downward with a thud, go floating grace- 
fully through the air—in such a case he 
might have pondered long indeed before 


giving to the world his hypothesis of gravi- . 


tation, which the scientific world has since 
accepted as infallible, verified truth. The 
great mathematician declared the apple fell 
because it was attracted by the earth. He 
might just as sensibly have said that it 
dropped because it had nothing upon which 
to hold. If he had picked up the apple and 
placed it in a basin of water he would have 
discovered that it floated, precisely as the 
winged dandelion seed floats in the air,and 
for the same reason. His apple fell to the 
ground because it was too heavy to float in 
the subtle fluid, which easily sustains the 
dandelion seed. 

The so-called law of gravitation is a law of 
humbug; it explains nothing. Men have ac- 
cepted it without investigation because New- 
ton declared it to be true. Humanity has 
ever been ready to evade the labor involved 
in investigation into facts. In truth science 
no more understands the great law through 
whose operations suns and planets swing in 
Space than it can comprehend the sublime 
yet infinitely secret potency which inaug- 
urates life in the individual. The germ, the 
inaugurater, the impulse-giver to life, is 
present, although so infinitesimal as to be 
imperceptible to the naked eye. Yet at the 
proper time and under given conditions the 
life appears and continues its allotted time, 
growing, increasing, developing, drooping, 
and, finally, ceasing to be. Subtle, mysteri- 
ous, infinitely grand, a fact it is, perceptible, 


‘susceptible of proof, yet as unfathomable 


and incomprehensible as the power which 
first created something out of nothing and 
that started living things into existence. 
Science exhausts itself in effort to show 
how, through successive stages of evolution, 
man was evolved from a primordial unit; 
how from protoplasm sprang all forms of 
animal and vegetable life; yet, after all, 
science invariably runs up against that mys- 
tery of all mysteries, the ex nihilo omnia 
fiunt. 

As is the mystery of animate things, so is 
that of the material universe. Man knows 
that the earth is round; that it revolves in 
space upon its own axis and about the sun; 
that planets have their satellites; thatsuns 
have their planets, to infinity; but the mys- 
terious power which causes these myriad 
worlds to hold their respective places in the 
infinite space has not been shown to man. 
He knows the fact that a power sustains 
them, but what is that potency he can no 
it goes on existing, once itis begun? The so- 
called law of gravitation does not, and, in- 
deed, cannot explain, the phenomena of the 
motion of heavenly bodies, of the ocean tides, 
or of the falling of heavy bodies to the 
ground when they have exhausted their own 
energy, or lost their hold upon higher ob- 
jects, as in the case of theapple. The gravi- 
tation theory is too fine spun; it teaches too 
much and it demands too great faith. Thus 
it calls for an admirable adjustment of sun 
and planets—a most accurate correlation of 
forces in order to maintain the equilibrium 
of things. It insists that the attraction of 


‘gravitation is such that the sun must main- 


tain a given relation as to size and weight 
with all its planets, and that all of theso 
must, to use a vulgarism, ‘“‘keep their dis- 
tance,’’ each from the other. In the same 
breath it turns about and tells us of those 
most eccentric creatures, the comets, that 
pay no attention to orbits ,or the attraction 
of gravitation, or anything else: but go 
wandering around through the heavens at 
their own sweet pleasure, making mockery 
of the N wtonian theory. A theory that is 
designed to meet the phenomena of nature 
must be so spun that the cloth will cover 
the whole body of things. It will not do to 
say it fits here, but will not adjust there. A 
plain law of reason is that if it fail in one 
thing it fails in all. Whether big or little. 
whether dangerously near to a blazing sun 
or an inert moon, the comets whizand whirr 
away, turning up their nose, as it were, at 
the assumption that “all particies of mat- 
ter in the universe tend toward each other.” 

In order to a proper consideration of this 
question it is necessary that it be under- 
stood fully that the pronouncements of 
science are not infallible. Copernicus, Kep- 
ler, Galileo, Tyndall, and scores of other 
good and great men have slapped its face 
and compelled it to renounce given cherished 
dogmas. Science has ever been conserva- 
tive, holding to the traditions of its schools 
with the pertinacity that has marked the 
Hebrew in his devotion to the Sinaitic laws 
and the lessons of the Talmud. But history 
teaches nothing correctly if it does not show 
that science has often been wrong, and that 
science has had again and again to eat its 
own words.. Science is altogether at fault 
if it has not studied history sufficiently to 
be willing to exercise charity towards one 
who is bold enough to make negation of one 
or more of its cherished dogmas. 

Within most recent times all of the text- 
books of the schools and colleges averre 
with dogmatic claim to infallibility that the 
tnagnificent aurora borealis, that glory- 
crown of the northern skies, which reaches 
its most superb display in about the 69th de- 
gree of north latitude, was but the reflection 
of the sun upon the icebergs, a statement 
which, if seriously repeated today, wovlid 
excite contemptuous !aughter in a 10-year- 
old schoolboy. For more than a centurv 
men persisted in running lightning rods up 
their houses, in face of indisputable evi- 
dence that they increased the danger of 
lightning stroke, merely because Benjamin 
Franklin declared them to be a preventive 
of disaster from lightning. Science has 
made a thousand blunders, and science has 


always first damned the man who refuted 
its errors, and subsequently retracted its 
denouncement after the unscientific world 
had beéome persuaded of the truth of the 
claim of the iconoclast. Bastian’s discovery 
cf organic life in decaying animal and vege- 
table matter was hail with derision and 
scorn by the scientists. True, he proved 
unequal to his work and made a fatal mis- 
take in his dogma of heterogenesis, or lifo 
in death. Yet John Tyndall quickly correct- 
ed his error and gave to the world the fact 
that the air everywhere is full of the germs 
of disease, establishing the germ theory of 
disease upon a rock that can never be 
Shaken; yet for years science assailed it 
over and over again. 

Having at too great length shown the un- 
certainties of science, I return to my sub- 
ject. Newton said gravity held the spheres 
in their places and caused bodies large and 
emall to be attracted by other bodies. The 
theory had the merit of novelty and the 
world accepted it, not for its logic, but for 
its newness. There is so much to be learned 
that mén are perforce compelled to accept 
certain statements of fact as true. It is 
only when investigation is had, intimate and 
close, in given directions that error is dis- 
covered. But the discoverer is invariably 
held in derision and scorn if he presumes to 
refute or confute an accepted theory of his 
age. Many good men are too sensitive that 
they should court or accept martyrdom. 
Thus in every age there have been unknown 
Galileos—men who fell upon great truths 
but would not divulge them because of the 
persecution they knew must follow, and 
because they feared that like Galileo their 
courage might fail them under the inquisi- 
tion and they would recant. 

Throwing aside the prejudices, the conven- 
tions, and the injustice of dogmatism, con- 
sider the theory from a common sense basis. 
Take Newton’s apple as an example. No 
one will deny that if he had been observing 
the winged seeds of the dandelion he would 
have thought of some other solution of the 
vexed problem; for they fly through the air, 
borne hither and thither by the winds. If 
his apple had been provided in the same 
manner with floaters it, too, would have left 
the tree in a line parallel with its point of 
starting or taken an upward shoot. But 
science says this would be true, because the 
greater surface would be presented to the 
air, which would then sustain it, and thus 
overcome the law of gravity. What a bexs- 
ging of the question is this. Gravity pre- 
supposes density, dimension, etc., as neces- 
sary factors to attraction. Jt turns about 
and declares that a tiny surface offered to 
a marvelously subtle and easily yielding 
fluid, the air, can overcome the great, super- 
imposing force of the majestic planet upon 
which we live. If the attraction of the 
earth be no greater than this how is it poss!i- 
ble that it should overcome the attraction 
of other bodies, like Jupiter, Venus, etc., and 
draw to it millions of bodies year by year, 
and thus maintain a constant accretion of 
star dust? 

I know it will be claimed that these me- 
teors and other foreign bodies only come 
within the influence of earth after they 
reach a point where the attraction of the 
other great spheres is less than that of this 
globe. But this is mere play upon words. 
If its influence be sufficiently strong to go 
millions of miles into space and ferce flyinz 
bodies into its never-to-be-appeased jaws 
that influence would, under the necessities 
of the ease, be more potent as bodies come 
nearer to its surface. Nothing ean be plain- 
er than this. The maelstrom’s energy is 
greater as we approach it. If the general 
law of gravitation were true, as taught by 
the books, the earth would be a vast magnet, 
that would hold fast the feet of men so they 
could not walk. The flight of birds would be 
arrested in the skies, and they would drop 
to the ground as bullets. All life would 
become death, because all would be made 
fast to the earth, so that it could not move. 
The pulsations of the heart would cease 
and putrefaction would set in. An apple 
falls to the ground because it is heavier than 
the air; a feather rises because it is lighter 
than air; andthatisallthereistoit. Gravi- 
tation, so called, has no more to do with the 
falling of bodies to the ground than man 
has to do with the procession of the stars 
in their unending course. 

No one can be more painfully aware than 
I of the fate that awaits one who is so bold 
as to thus openly defy the cherished teach- 
ings of science. The mildest term he can 
possibly expect to have applied to him is 
that of ‘“‘crank.”” But I am not a factor 
in this problem. The question is, not what 
is the mental condition of the writer, but 
what are the facts involved in the case? 
I may be as mad asa March hare. or saneas 
Julius Cesar when Brutus stabbed him, Rut 
my mental condition has nothing whatever 
to do with the case. If science denominates 
me an ass I might retort by charging that 
less than twenty-five years ago science 
taught that the earth was composed. of a 
thin crust, say from forty to sixty miles 
thick, while all its interior was a mass of 
lava, gas, etc., eager to escape, yet unable 
to do so. <Any scientist who would teach 
such rot today would be denounced an ass 


of asses; yet all science taught this withina | 


quarter of a century. Science may be very 
wise in many things and otherwise in some 
things. Science may err as to the theory of 
gravity and yet be sagacious as to thousands 
of other things. Well, yes, so the writer 
may be entirely off and away in these re- 
fiections. But the writer is not off when he 
insists that science shall make good its as- 
sumptions. Never as now has science in- 
sisted upon proof of and for all things. 
Science must demonstrate its several prop- 
ositions or renounce them. 

Let a ball be projected from a modern 
cannon, Science says it describes a para- 
bola or goes in a straight line, being con- 
stantly attracted by the earth, and that the 
gradual expenditure of energy together with 
the earth’s attraction finally brings it to the 
ground. It is an assumption, only, that the 
earth attracts it in any sense. There has 
never been any evidence offered to this ef- 
fect, and, indeed, never can be. An old- 
fashioned cannon cast a ball, say, a mile; 
rifled guns later bore it five miles; improve- 
ment in the manufacture of guns has

brought the distance to fourteen miles. It 
is susceptible of proof that a cannon ball 
might be fired 1,000, 6r 100,000, or 100,000,000 
miles, the potency being given to propel it. 
Science says impulse in the case would but 
overcome gravity. I say that science begs 
the question. Science has a big and mighty 
attraction—a globe 8,000 miles in diameter, 
strong enough to affect the sun, aye, even 
the remotest stars that are invisible to the 
naked eye. Does science hold that this at- 
traction differs from all other attracting 
bodies in that distance enhances it? This 
is not true of the magnet, nor of any other 
known influence in nature. As a fact, the 
cannon ball goes until its force is expended, 
when it stops, and the earth’s attraction 
has nothing whatever to do with it. Shoot 
a lot of feathers from a cannon and they will 
float in the air until they absorb sufficient 
moisture to be heavier than the latter fluid, 
when they will fall to the ground. Gravity 
has as much to do with the feather as with 
the cannon ball, which is nothing. 

This brings me to the consideration of 
another question in connection with the sub- 
ject of gravitation, and I confess that I ap- 
proach it with great gravity. Iconoclasm 
is not enviable; yet truth is potent and one 
should not be afraid to tell it, even at the 
risk of being called mad A quarter of a 
century ago, when scarcely more than a lad, 
{ taught cadets in the naval academy at 
Annapolis. I told my several classes that 
as the books insisted the moon governed, 
controlled, regulated, and produced the tides 
it might be as well fom@them to fall in with 
the notion for the present, but it was their 
duty to investigate the matter for themselves 
and determine if the books were correct. 
l was then firmly persuaded that the books 
were altogether wrong. Subsequent study 
has fully confirmed me in that judgment. 

Look for a moment: at the absurdity of 
science in this direction. Science says that 
the moon does draw the waters of the ocean 
away from the earth at nearest point of 
contact (influence) and releases her hold as 
she passes along her way. Science clinches 
the argument by declaring that the makers 
of the nautical almanac and kindred con- 
tributions to science are able to declare the 
duration of the ebb and fiow at any given 
point by the phases of the moon: in short, 
that the moon is a perfect clock of the tides. 
The latter fact is.true, indisputably, but it 
proves nothing except that the move- 
ment of the moon is coincident with 
the tides of the great oceans. It 
does not explain how it is that the moon 
does not exert an equal influence upon the 
inland bodies of water. I? her influence ba 
so potent as to draw away millions upon 
millions of tons of sea water two, three, or 
more feet from the earth why is her potency 
lost, say, in Lake Superior, the Great Salt 
Lake, etc., whose only tides are those 
effected by the winds or thermal conditions? 
Why should not her attraction be great 
enough to affect the water in the wells, or 
loose and floating bodies of all kinds upon the 
land or the water? | 

It is not the duty uf the inconoclast to sup- 
ply new images for those he has destroyed: 
yet in this one instance I would offer this 
suggestion in all modesty asa substitute for 
the moon-tide theory: The earth is not alto- 
gether round; that it does not make its way 
in perfect and complete rhythm is demon- 
strated in the records of the seismic instru- 
ments that reveal every"jar and shock of 
the terrene ball. Any one will understand 
that a ship demands ballast for her complete 
adjustment—sometimes it is baled goods, 
sometimes grain, again sand, and again 
stone, but ballast it must have. Formerly 
any suggestion that water might be used for 
this purpose would have been sneered at 
roundly because of its unstable property. 
Yet within recent years water has been used 
effectively and desirably. So it has seemed 
to me that earth uses the oceans in the same 
manner—the various waters being employed 
to regulate and overcome any and all pos- 
sible maladjustment of parts, the tides being 
but manifestations of a shifting of ballast, 
as is often necessary in the case of ships at 
sea. It is no part of a brief article like this 
to enter into details upon so important a sub- 
ject. This may be done by the student at 
interest after he has had the suggestion. 

Doubtless thermal conditions play some 
part. The Gulf Stream, the Black Stream 
of Japan, the Polar and the Equatorial cur- 
rents, and the various other hot or eold 
arteries which course the various seas are 
unquestionably concerned in some measure 
in the great work. But, after all, the one 
leading thought would seem to be that of 
affording complete equilibrium to our globe. 
That the moon is a register for the tides is 
merely a coincident fact. While the rela- 
tions of the moon to earth are ill-known it 
is generally accepted that it is a satellite of 
this planet, which may employ the lesser 
orb as a sort of balance wheel. I do deny, 
however, and it is absurd to hold otherwise, 
that the law of gravitation, so-called, will 
explain the phenomena of the ocean tides 
so long as the inland bodies of water fail to 
show corresponding lunar_ influences and 
while no: other “drawing” effects of the 
Gueen of the night are discernible in all: the 
earth. | 

Error may die slowly, but its end is cer- 
tain. Twenty years ago it was heterodox 
to deny Lieut. Maury’s explanation of the 
catise of the Gulf Stream, but a country 
school teacher should now be ashamed to 
tell his pupils that that majestic river, the 
grandest in all the world and bigger than all 
others combined, owes its heat to the gath- 
ered. intensity of the thermal air of the 
@aribbean Sea. Whether there be volcanic 
fires along its route, or whatever the cause, 
no rational mind which has given the sub- 
ject any thought in the light of modern 
knowledge would accept the Maury theory, 
which was so cherished for many years. 
Mr. Darwin’s most ingenious theory of the 
formation of coral islands—a theory that, 
rejected, would have damned any scientist 
ten years ago—has gone out with other fal- 
lacies. Truth is and abides. The theory of 
gravitation is untruth and must expire with 
other errors. It is no part of my ambition 
to lead the world on to full light in this mat- 
ter. My duty ends with pointing students 
to facts over which they may ponder.

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HAT Mr. Robert Sherin’s interesting 
1 article in the October Century has for- 
ever settled the much disputed author- 
ship of “‘Dixie’’ in favor of Mr. Daniel D. 
Emmett of Knox County, O., no doubt- 
ing Thomas will probably now deny; 
the facts seem conclusive. And it is 
not suggestive of the author’s native 
modesty to recall his silence for over 
thirty years during which this controversy 
has been waged. I have not the pleasure of 
Mr. Emmett’s acquaintance. But it may not 
be out of place to state that I am old enough 
to recall him in his palmy days when he was 
a member (in the front rank) cf the re- 
nowned Virginia Minstrels. That I can sup- 
plement Mr. Sherin’s valuable contribution 
to the “Dixie’’ page by some personal remi- 
niscences on the subject of the advent of 
“Dixie” into the South may interest your 
readers. 
It was in the winter of 1860-41, not the 


early winter (February, probably), at the 
Variety Theater, New Orleans, under the 


secession, and Louisiana had also taken 
the initial steps in the same direction. 


It may amuse our readers who can recall 


Mr. Owens as Bob Ac 


cault, who haé@ certainly won for the estab- 
lishment the patronage of the foremost 
people, with first-class entertainments, the 
two preceding seasons. 

But to return to my subject. Brougham’s 
extravaganza on this occas.:on had the pres- 
tige of a “great New York success” only a 
few months before and with the same com- 
pany. But whether “Dixie” had been a 
“feature” of note in the New York perform- 
ance some old-time New-Yorker will have 
to answer.

Need I state 
that the fun was immense; the enthusiasm 
overwhelming under the circumstances, re- 
calling the time and place; and that “‘music 
hath charms,’ etc. Only I cannot do jus- 
tice to the occasion. I. recall that the drop 
curtain had to be raised again and again 
to satisfy popular ciamor night after night. 
And, as Mr. Emmett stated to Mr. Sherin, 
without knowledge of these details: ‘‘It was 
immediately taken up by the populace; was 
sung in the streets and in the homes, and in 
concert-halls daily.’’ 

Finally, as we ail know, it became the bat- 
tle song of the South. And as the South is 
supposed to have suffered from an excess of 
“Ohio in the War,” perhaps this discovery 
may tend to mitigate some of the asperities 
engendered, although Senator-elect Till- 
man’s recent Atlanta speech is not Very en- 
couraging along this line.

That report shows the gross receipts of the 
Illinois Central to have been as foilows:

That is, in four years preceding any great 
movement of troops and supplies in the 
Mississippi Valley, this railroad earned 
$8,841,786, while in four years of active 
movement of troops and supplies it earned

That the business of the railway was 
greatly stimulated by the war is shown by 
the sudden drop in earnings during the next 
year, 1866, to $6,101,082. 

The table given in the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission report further shows 
that it was not until 1891 that the Illinois 
Central ever again earned in one year, on 
the 705 miles originally built, as much as 
$7,000,000,

OHANNES GUTENBERG and Otto 
Mergenthaler! It requires but little 
knowledge of German nomenclature 
to enable one to recognize a certain 
kinship in those names—names of such 
vital import to all friends of education, 

progress, civilization, and liberty. Guten- 
berg is credited with the invention of mov- 
able types, an achievement which opened 
wp the storehouses of knowledge to man- 
kind, meantime blazing the way for the de- 
velopment of an industry of considerable 
magnitude and grave significance in all pro- 
gressive, enlightened nations. Gutenberg’s 
invention was introduced quietly. even se- 
cretly. No one was deprived of his usual 
employment thereby, if we except the 
smonkish chronicler, whose long years of 
patient application made him master of the 
art of embellishing and transcribing books, 
and whose life task was often confined to 
the production of a single work. His was a 
matchless art, of incalculable value in per- 
petuating the wisdom of the ancients, but 
entirely unequal to the task of distributing 
that wisdom and knowledge among the 
masses. After a lapse of something more 
than four and a half centuries Mergenthaler 
perfects an invention which dispenses with

It is claimed by many that the present 
generation has witnessed a retrogression 
of the printer, irrespective of all machine 
influences. Our modern. civilization, with 
its machine-like regularity, was out of har- 
mony with his nature. The conditions 
which produced a Bret Harte and a Mark 
Twain had disappeared. The very at- 
mosphere became uncongenial, and he re- 
belled against his environment.

The career of the watchmaker of Balti- 
more who added to the riches of an in- 
ventive century the machine that has vast- 
ly cheapened and therefore multiplied the 


‘dissemination of intelligence has been one 


of untiring industry and labors that were 
not dwarfed by lack of appreciation or nec- 
essary funds. 

The ideal uniop of capital and tabor is 
shown by the success of Mergenthaler and 
his machine. There is scarcely a printing 
plant in America that is not equipped with 
a linotype, while many of the great news- 
paper offices prize as the most precious of 
their possessions ‘batteries’ of linotypes. 
Not only in America, but in Europe and 
Asia, and even Australia, the Mergenthaler 
machine is being found to be necessary as 
the press itself. ) 

Mergenthaler’s early history is as uninter- 
esting as that of the ordinary workman. He 
ate, drank; and slept, but all the time he 
thought. He might have been today still 
diligently making watches if it had not been 
that the possibilities of his art were being 
studied out with the careful attention to 


detail that is apart of the genius of the 
dreaming Germa aK 
it is true that he’had only the most vague 


conceptions of what he meant to accomplish, 
but he did know in an uncertain and yet 
prophetically positive way that there would 
develop something to be done and that he 
was the man to do it. 

His was a head full of “wheels” whirling 
along on the road to success. He had a 
thousand ideas suggestive of some great 
work. Finally he saw the one worth pur- 
suing and with the stubborn determination 
and subtle skill of his race he followed it 
to its conclusion. 

Those who know Mergenthaler say that 
he is as stubborn as sin, but that his single- 
mindedness is of the broad sort that, having 
an end in view, will tolerate no intervening 
obstacles. 

Ottmar Mergenthaler was busy with his 
work as a watchmaker, but more occupied 
with his dreams of making a machine that 
would set type when his genius was recog- 
nized by James O. Clephane. 

This gentleman had been backing Charles 
T. Moore in his efforts to solve the same 
mechanical riddle. The results were utter- 
ly impracticable. Some of the work on the 
machine, which was constructed on the 
rotary principle, had been put in Mergen- 
thaler’s hands. 

He immediately gave evidence of his tal- 
ents, but the machine was constructed on 
the wrong idea, the amount’ of justifying 
utterly destroying the value of the inven- 
tion. 

Mergenthaler and his newly found backer 
were harmonious in the belief that some 
sort of device or combination of devices 
could be found that would work the trick. 
This Mergenthaler solved by the device of 
a double wedge, automatically adjusting the 
line. 

I. G. Hine was introduced to Mergen- 
thaler by Mr. Clephane, and he, too, caught 
the inspiration of the inventor’s fever. A 
stock company was formed, Mergenthaler 
being given a large number of shares. 

He nex® worked on the band system of 
indenting a line at a timeandcasting. This 
was moderately successful. 

It was shown to Whitelaw Reid, Richard 
Smith, William Haldeman, William Henry 
Smith, and others, who were so favorably 
impressed with the inventor and his accom- 
plishments that they joined the syndicate, 
buying stock above par. 

The invention at this time was too crude 
to be practicable, but it was not long before 
Mergenthaler conceived the idea of a ma- 
chine with separate matrices and a blower. 
He simplified the intricacies by using cams 
to distribute the power through the ma- 
chine. 

The distribution of the type was accom- 
plished by the introduction of a steel rod 
with combination grooves, which corre- 
sponded with the nicks in the matrices so 
that each automatically dropped into its 
respective magazine on reaching itsgroper 
combination on the distributing rod. 

This machine met with immediate success 
and is even in use in some offices today. 
Mergenthaler saw, however, that it was not 
complete, and did not want to manufacture 
it until perfected. 

About this time he and Whitelaw Reid 
quarreled, Reid wanting the shops moved 
to New York City. The inventor sold out 
his stock for $40,000 and went into the manu- 
facturing business. 

Mergenthaler was taken desperately sick, 
and while confined to his bed dreamed again 
over his machine until he had realized its 
perfection. The blower was done away with, 
an endless strap serving the purpose of car- 
rying the matrices. The blower had caused 
a constant circulation of dust in the op- 
erator’s face, and its disuse was of the great- 
est benefit to the workmen. 

A second improvement was the automatic 
adjustment of the heat through a column of 
mercury. This relieved the printer of all 
uneasiness as to the temperature of his type 
metal. 

Mergenthaler was gladly taken back into 
the company, given a handsome salary, and 
splendid royalty on each machine. All the 
cost of his experiments had been borne by 
the company. 

With native German shrewdness he has 
invested in the Linotype company, buying 
before the value of the stock was properly 
appreciated. His royalties, the sums he 
makes on the marufacture of machines, and 
his salary give him an annuity of $50,000 a 
year, while his ddvidends on the stock add 
largely to this. 

Mergenthaler, though really a very rich 
man, lives in the plain, simple style he did as 
a mechanic. His German appreciation of the 
value of education has been given to his 
bright children. He would be an ideally 
happy man if-it were not that he suffers from 
very bad health, due to his tremendous la- 
bors and the carelessness of self unfortun- 
ately characteristic of genius. The illness 
of the inventor does not keep him from 
working over his machine, and it is said of 
him that when physicians insisted that he 
try a change of climate he said that he would 
rather die than be separated from his shop.

FISH COOKED BY A BIG METEOR. 


Fall of a Starlet Boils an Arkansas 


River and Kilis Fish. 
Memphis Commercial-Appeal: The flam- 
ing meteor, visible at 9 o’clock on Wednes- 
day night 4ll over Arkansas and West Ten- 
nessee, is the general topic of conversation. 
Its first appearance from Little Rock was at 
a point in the heavens about 50° from the 
horizon im the west by 5° north. Its course 
was to the south at an angle of 7° from the 
meridian, The flame was from 15° to 20° 
in length and 8°° wide in the widest point 
and so. dazzling as to hurt the eyes. The 
color had a greenish blue tint similar to the 
burning of a trolley wire by a bad electric 
connection. Many thought that it must 
have landed within only a few hundred 
yards of them. Now, however, its location 
is definitely settled. Today a man from the 
southwestern part of the State gave this ac- 
count of an occurrence that made the peo- 
ple prepare for the end of time: : 

Yesterday morning the farmers and fisher- 
men along the Little River and the Ked 
River, below the junction of the two, no- 
ticed a large number of fish floating down 
and that the water was hot. An investiga- 
tion showed the fish to be cooked. Alarmed 
at this, a party was finally formed to go up 
and investigate the cause. Touching the 
river at various points as they proceeded on 
horseback, they noticed that the water was 
getting hotter and hotter, and later they 
could trace the entire course of the river by 
the rising steam. The negroes had all quit 
the cottonfields and lumber camps, and 
gathered around their preachers wherever 
one could be found.

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+ ARE SHAKES ATENOIS§ 


AN DIEGO, Cal., Dec. 24.—[{Special 
Correspondence.]—A gopher snake at 
Escondido has been the cause of 


much earnest discussion among local 


naturalists recently. The question 
discussed was “Do Snakes Charm or 
Flypnotize Their Prey?” One of the natural- 
ists had the unusual but fortunate experi- 
ence ‘at Escondido of happening upon a 
large gopher snake just as the reptile was 
about to overcome a trembling cottontail 
rabbit, and envelope the animal in its dead- 
ly coils. For some time the naturalist 
watched the snake’s movements. 
It was within ten or twelve inches of the 
epparently fascinated rabbit. Silently and 
almost imperceptibly the snake had wormed 


its way nearer and nearer to its victim. Its 


eyes glistened with an intense brightness. 
Not a movement did it make which might 
alarm the timid rabbit. The forked tongue, 
which to the eye of a human being is so re- 
pulsive and intended to be terrifying, ap- 
reared to exert an entirely different influence 
upon the mind of the innocent rabbit. 

This darting tongue either excited the vic- 
tim’s curiosity or caused the animal to so 
concentrate its mind on the snake’s tongue 
as to throw that mind intoa hypnotic condi- 
tron of such. strength that it could not break 
the spell and run away from impendinz 
death. The forked.tongue darted out of the 
‘snake's mouth almost as regularly and rap- 
idly as the needle of a sewing machine rises 
wend falls in the cloth. The lithe body crept 
nearer and nearer. The rabbit was motion- 
less. Its eye was fixed on the piercing eye 
cf the snake. Even the waving of the wind- 
kissed shrubs about.the rabbit failed to 
break the spell, and softly and slowly grim 
dcath in snake form wreathed its folds about 
the creature, Then was the spell broken. 

In Death’s Embrace. 

But the strong coils of the snake were in 
position, Never a rabbit lived that could 
break that embrace of death. Realizing at 
last the terrible peril, the terrified rabbit 


struggled vainly to escape and as the rings “ 


of the snake drew closer about the frail form 
so tightly that breathing became difficult the 
rabbit uttered a despairing cry almost 
human in its intenseness and sound. It 
was the rabbit’s last earthly utterance. 
An extra twist of the cruel coils and poor 
bunny was no more. Lungs, heart, and 
bones were literally crushed. The snake did 
not relax the pressure for fully ten minutes. 
Unwinding itself the snake dragged the 
prey under an adjoining bush for dinner. 
Beginning at the vrabbit’s head the snake 
undertook the tedious task of swallowing 
the animal whole. 

It -seemed impossible that a snake with 
a body of about the size of a man’s wrist 
could stow away in its stomach a full grown 
rabbit. Opening its mouth the greedy cap 
tor forced the membranes of its upper and 
lower jaws over the rabbit’s head. So wide 
was jhe mouth when opened that the snake 
appeared to be all mouth, all semblance of 
a head having disappeared. Imperceptibly, 
almost, the snake made progress. A close 
watch of the disappearing rabbit failed to 
show any distinct movement of the body, 
yet it continued to disappear into the snake. 
in the course of a few hours the rabbit was 
out of sight and the snake, teo weary and 
full for utterance, slept at the scene of the 
banquet. 

To the naturalist who watched the cap- 
ture of the rabbit it appeared as if the snake 
had certainly fascinated the animal. Asa 
gopher srake is not poisonous and has no 
well developed fangs its only means of kill- 
ing prey is by constriction. In order to 
catch an animal it seems almost necessary 
for the snake to fascinate the victim. 

There Is No Fascination. 

Other naturalists claim that snakes do not 
possess the power of fascinating either birds 
or animals. One man, who has given the 
matter much study, remarked that “‘no error 
is apparently more rooted in the human 
mind than that which attributes to snakes 
this peculiar power of fascination.”’ By this 
power they are said to be able so to paralyze 
their victims that the birds or animals are 
rendered utterly incapable of movement, and 
wait for the attack of a snake, or even go 
forward to meet it, in fear and trembling, 
but without any power of retaliation. 

Now any one who watches the behavior of 
small animals placed alive as food in the 
cages in which snakes are kept in captivity, 
in the hope of seeing this marvelous power 
in operation, will be grievously disappoint- 
ed. Chickens, rats, guinea-pigs, rabbits, 
all move @bout with an utter absence of 
fear of the snakes. My belief is that it is 
possible to account for the popular belief 
that snakes possess a power to fascinate for 
several reasons. An observer may come on 
the scene and find a number of birds mobbing 
a snake just as they will mob an owl ora 
buzzard. 
snake and their fluttering round it may easi- 
ly be put down to the effect of the snake's 
rlance, while they are in reality merely at- 
tempts of the birds to drive off the intruder. 


will almost certainly behave in this way, 
and may herself fall a victim, not to the 
power of fascination in the snake, but to the 
force of her maternal feelings. It has been 
noticed that a hen placed in a snake’s cage 
will often go toward it and make a deter- 
mined peck at the snake’s tongue. A frog 
has been seen to do the same thing. Were 
this seen to occur in a wild bird it might easi- 
ly be put down to fascination. With regard 
to snakes that kill their prey by the injection 
of poison, it is even more easy to account 
for the appearance of the power, for they 
bite once and once only. 
Poison Not Instantaneous. 

“The poison does not kill at once; the vic- 
tim flutters onto a branch, maybe, or runs 
a short distance and stops, the snake 
watches it, the poison does its deadly work, 
and the bird falls. Any one who comes up, 
not having seen the attack, might in this 
way be readily deceived into imagining that 
it was the glance of the snake and not the 
poison that caused the victim to fall, It 
may be then the approach of an insectivor- 
ous bird or mammal, who, taking the move- 
ments of the snake’s tongue for those of a 
worm or insect, hopes to secure a meal. 

“Tt may be the mobbing of the snake by the 
companions of a victim that has been seized 
or of a mother whose nest has been robbed; 
it may be simply the effect of poison already 
injected before the observer has come upon 
the scene, or it may be simple curiosity. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred one 
or the other of these causes has been at 
work. What, then, of the hundredth case, 
and what about the fascination exercised 
on man, cases of which have undoubtedly 
been recorded? The explanation lies in the 
probability that it is a case of hypnotism; 
it may be said, however, this is giving up 
the whole argument and admitting that a 
snake can fascinate, only it is ealling the 
power by another name and saying that it 
can hypnotize. This is not so. The snake 
does not hypnotize, the person is self-mes- 
merized: the action is purely subjective. 
Schoolboys have a trick of holding a rooster 
with its beak pressed against a table and 
drawing a chalk line from the tip of the beak 
along the table. The bird will remain in the 
position it has been placed in, though per- 
fectly free to move. In the same way a 
snake no more exercises the power volun- 
tarily than does the chalk line; position and 
tactile impression here produce hypnotism, 
and visual impression can produce it like- 


wise. 
Will Power Not in It. 

“Tt is an error to suppose that will power 
has anything to do with the effect. The 
matter has been taken up scientifically by 
the medical profession and it has been found 
that the hypnotic state of sleep or trance, or 
whatever it may be termed, can be produced 
by looking fixedly at the operator or at a 
coin or at the tip of one’s own nose; it is not 
necessary to go into the question of how the 
result is brought about, but there is a physi- 
ological explanation. What happens then 
in the hundreth case is that the man or 
the anima! may be self-hypnotized by gazing 
fixedly at the snake, the subject being thus 
thrown into a sort of a trance, making no 
attempt to move out of danger unless roused 
by some exterior influence.”

This double invention was designed by a 
French-American electrical expert, Ernest 
Tilmann of New York, who patented it first 
in this country and afterwards throughout 
the world. .- 

The apparatus weighs about a pound and 
a half. It is attached to the bicycle by a 
universal bracket that can be made to fit 
the fork of any machine. A little rubber 
wheel that lightly touches the outer or inner 
rim of the bicycle wheel, communicates mo- 
tion to a small metal wheel with ball-bearing 
mountings, and this in turn drives the arma- 
ture of the dynamo. 

The electric arrangement is produced by 
an intermittent current taken from a per- 
manent magnet, As soon as the bicycle 


wheel revolves the armature produces a_ 


brilliant electric spark. This is concen- 
trated by an incandescent lamp, the globe 
or bulb of which, perfectly round, is about 
one-fourth as large as the globe of the usual 
electric office lamp. 

The lamp is two-candle power, but its 
illuminating force is vastly magnified by a 
patent reflector that consists of a double 
parabola, the object of which is to effect a 
double focus. 

Naturally, the quicker the bicycle moves 
the more brilliant is the light. Going at an 
average speed it shoots a bright, white fixed 
ray to a great distance and is so clear that 
one can almost read by it seventy-five feet 
away. The inventor believes that the six 
volts produced at medium speed can be 
doubled by a fast rider. Even at the lesser 
voltage it makes the ordinary oil lamp of a 
bicycle look as unpretentious as the proverb- 
ial penny dip. :

Carroll of Maryland, in 
a letter to Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, under date of 
April 15, 1876, says: “I am in receipt today 
of your letter of the 14th inst., with its inter- 


of Gettysburg. I have not had the leisure 
to follow closely the controversy to which 


» the article refers, but I remembered perfect- 


ly my conversation with Gen. Lee on this 
subject. He said plainly to me “that the 
battle would have been gained if Gen. Long- 
street“had obeyed the orders given him, and 
had made the attack early instead of late.’ 
He said further: ‘Gen. Longstreet, when 
once in a fight, was a mest brilliant soldier, 
but ha was the hardest man to movelI had in 
my army.’’”’ [Southern Historical. Society 
Papers, vol. V., p. 193.] 
Has Still Stronger Proofs. 

I have other and even stronger proofs on 
this point, but reserve them for future use. 

Have I not made out my case by adducing 
positive proofs that Lee ordered Longstreet 
to make this early attack? 

The negative evidence of gentlemen who 
did net Rnow of the orders at that time 
amounts, of course, to nothing against posi- 
tive proofs that they were given. 

Nor does the fact that on the morning of 
the 2d Gen. Lee again considered the ex- 
pediency of making the attack with Ewell’s 
corps, prove anything except that when Gen. 
Lee found Longstreet so unwilling to attack 
(in his interview with him that night and 
again the next morning, when, as he himself 
tells us, this corps commander went at day- 
break to demonstrate with Lee against at- 
tacking Meade's position at all), he felt con- 
strained to open the battle under the lead 
of one more hopeful and more ready to obey 
his orders, provided he could do so with 
equal hope of success. 

But Geri. Longstreet denies that Lee 
ordered him that night to make the attack 
early the next morning, and he should have 
the full credit of his denial, although the 
proofs to the contrary are overwhelming, 
and his failure to correct the official reports 
at the time they were made is fatal to his 
claim. Suppose Gen. Lee merely expressed 


to Longstreet a wish that he should make | 


the attack, ought not that to have been suffi- 
client? Stonewall Jackson once said to Gen. 
Lee abuvut a matter of minor importance: 
“Gen.. Lee’s slightest wish is a supreme 
order to me.” Well might Lee have ex- 
claimed some years later, “If I had had 
Stonewall Jackson at Gettysburg I would 
have won that battle.’’ 

Gen. Lotigstreet’s denial of having re- 
ceived, this order may be attributed to his 
failing memory, which caused him in his 
first article on Gettysburg, in the Philadel- 
phia Times, to contradict his own official re- 


“port five times. 


But he admits himself that he did receive 
a positive order to attack at 11 o’clock on the 
2d, and yet he did not attack until 4:30 in the 
afternoon and admits that, although the or- 
der was for him to attack ‘“‘with what troops 
he had up,” he waited for Law’s brigade, 
thus taking the responsibility of disobeying 
the positive orders of his chief.

NOVEL WORK OF THE OLD-TIME 
KANSAS PRINTER. 


He Is Putting Into Type the History of 
His Pioneer Friend and Political 
Partner, Senator “Jim” Lane, and 
Does It Without Copy — Working 
Entirely from Memory, the Veteran 
Compositor Gets Up a String That 
Would Rattle Many a Younger Man. 


Wichita, Kas., Jan. 2.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.}|—John Speer, the octogenarian 
printer, who stands before his case for eight 
hours every day setting up the life of that 
picturesque pioneer Kansas statesman, the 
late Senator Jim Lane, was visited yesterday 
in his workshop by a correspondent of THE 
TRIBUNE. 

“Ah, and so you represent THE TRIBUNE, 
do you?” said the remarkable old man. 
“Well, I am glad to see any man connected 
with a paper presided over for so many years 
by my old friend Medill. I have had a 
warm spot in my heart for THE TRIBUNE for 
over forty years.”’ 

“So you were acquainted, then, with Mr. 
Medill?’’ 

“I should say so. Nearly fifty years ago 
he published his first paper, a weekly, at 
Coshocton, O., and I published a weekly 
paper at Medina O. We exchanged regular- 
ly, and I had a spat or two with him—with 
our. quills, of course. When Mr. Medill went 
to Cleveland in 1851 to establish what is now 
the Cleveland -Leader, my brother left me 
and went with him to write prose, as he 
called it—he put the address on the wrappers. 
I believe John C. Voughan was with him 
then, and Mr. Edwin Cowles also. I knew 
them all. My dear sir, we had men in those 
days—men of mettle and brains. DidlI 
know J. Medill? Well, I should say I did. 
When I got the contract to print and bind 
the statutes of Kansas, more than thirty 
years ago, didn’t I go up to Chicago and buy 
an ““Adams’’ book press from THE TRIBUNE 
job office, because my old friend Medill put 
me onto it? Rand & McNally were running 
THE TRIBUNE job department then, and I 
made the deal for the press with McNally. 
The “Adams” press was considered a great 
advance in the book printer's art in those 
days, but it has long since lost its useful- 
ness. Andrew McNally wanted me then to 
have the statutes of Kansas bound by him, 
but I wouldn't do it,’’ said the old man with 
a sly wink. The wink was explained when 
he said: “I was then a candidate for State 
Printer, and I could never get the position 
if it was known or suspected that I would 
have the work done outside of the State. 
When I first got acquainted with Mr. Medill 
he lived on the Tuscarawas River in Ohio.” 


Has a Wonderful Memory. 

The above is given merely as a sample of 
theremarkable memory of this octogenarian 
who stands before a printer’s case for eight 
hours each day, setting up an average of 
1,000 ems per hour, and practically com- 
posing the life uf Gen. Jim Lane as he puts 
itin type. He showed 260 pages of the book 
already printed, and its style and construc- 
tion is as charming as it is accurate. The 
book will contain 400 pages, and every type 
will be set by his own hands, his only help 
being a man to distribute it. 

The proofreading is done by Capt. Harris, 
the veteran State printing office foreman, 
who, it is said, has not been out of his office 
a day in thirty years. In the estimation of 
John Speer, Capt. Harris is far superior to 
Noah Webster, and it is said Capt. Harris 
himself shares in the opinion of John Speec, 
for Mr. Harris has several—at least two or 
three—corrections made in the Webster 
dictionary in the State printing office. A 
few days ago Mr. Speer wanted to test the 
reputation of Capt. Harris for the satisfac- 
tion of his helper, who thought the wonder- 
ful stories told of Harris’ accuracy 
as a proofreader were overdrawn. They 
borrowed a capital J from a local printing 
office so much like the capital Js of their 
own type that not oné man out of a-thou- 
sand could: detect the difference between 
them:: This wrong font ‘*J’’ was set up in 
type and the. proof sent to. Capt. -Harris. 
Koth the old cronies (the helper was Speer’s 
devil fifty years ago) awaited the return of 
the proofs anxiously. Christmas day. Mr. 


Speer got the .proofs back and he was so 
delighted that he went to his*helper’s house 
at’ the’ other end of the city'‘and-waving the 
proof sheets triumphantly shouted, “‘Wal- 
lace,’ Harris ‘has caught that wrong font J.”’

Suffice it tosay Mr. Speer 
lost bis position. 


He Stood by Lincoln. 

He is a sturdy character, typical of the 
John Brown school of pioneers, and, it might 
be added, Patriots. He wasa great friend of 
Jim Lane’s. It was he who stood by Lane 
in the secret Union League caucus in Balti- 
more the day previous to the second nomina- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln for President, and 
he and Lane and Stoddart were the men who 
stood like rocks against the enemies of Lin- 
coln in that caucus and never yielded an inch 
until the raging storm of opposition was dis- 
sipated. 

His book is full of thrilling experiences and 
charming reminiscences.

Southwick insists he is 33 years old. It is 
all he can do now to persuade the Chairman 
of his committee that he is old enough to 
vote. He is thoroughly sick of being called 
a beardless youth and insists that his resi- 
dence in Albany and his acquaintance with 
“The Tub” and its inmates ought to count 
as more ripening experiences than those of 
members from country districts, where Al- 
bany and ‘‘The Tub’”’ were never heard of. 

The Congressman is not tall, is solidly 
built, has blonde hair and eyebrows, is 
blasé, and now tries te be very dignified to 
offset his boyishness. 

He campaigned through his district, of 
course, and campaigning isn’t a temper- 
ence job. Before he came to Washington 
a well-known milliqnaire up State, who 
knows the capital’s temptations, suggested 
that it was easy to ruin a Congressional 
career by strict attention to the decantér 
and none to the House. The millionaire 
wanted to be sure of his boyish friend’s so- 
briety. 

This is how he fixed it. If Southwick 
touched intoxicants béAfore the. expiration 
of his first year in Congress he forfeits 
$2,000. If he doesn’t the millionaire hands 
“cver $1,000 to Southwick. Svouthwick told 
this himself. ,

reads this the-enemy will set his brains to 
work to see that Southwick gets a $2,009 
glass of whisky... Some men would be proud 
to haye the reputation of having paid that 
much for a drink. It would quite surpass 
the draught of pearls Shakspeare tells about.

This 
will explain Southwick’'s refusal to accept

Robinson Crusoe’s Musket. 
In an Edinburg auction-room recently was 
sold a.“‘relic’’ whose authenticity, in these 


abroad, is likely to be greatly questioned. 

The article is none other than Robinson 
Crusoe’s musket, ‘a fine old specimen with 
long barrel, oM flint lock and beautifully 
balanced.” : 

The firelock is referred to in Sibbald’s 
“Fife” [1808] as being in possession of a 
family in the neighborhood of Largo. The 
auctioneer states apropos of this article:

religious history of the world has passed? 
For instance, religion began as @ means 
of defense against the evil powers which 
overshadow human life; in the second stage 
to be defended from the evil powers, the wor- 
shiper sought the other powers to whom 
it attributed goodness, and asked the for- 
giveness of its sin by sacrifice that might 
atone for sin and be acceptable to God. 
Then followed the effort to find in religion « 
means of discovering the will of God, and 
an instrument by which likeness to’ God 
should be produced—that is, the transfer 
to religion of the imperative ideal which has 
always been in human nature. 

Hurhan interest now takes the nomencla- 
ture of religion, and seeks in religion the ex- 
pression of a part of the natural equipment 
of the human mind; it affirms that religion 
i a part of the order of human life, and 
thus declares for the naturalness of re- 
ligion. Now, by virtue of these stages alone, 
it is right that man should ask whether 
religion simply remains a persistent tenden- 
cy, @M unappeased passion, or whether it 
now enters into the present age, new, ra- 
diant, potent, assertive of a new dynamic 
influence in human life in the name of re- 
ligion. 

What is the use of religion? is the ques- 
tion. .I pass lightly. over that aspect of the 
Sway of religion, which has played so large 
& part in the world, and is still playing its 
part in some parts of the world today— 
namely: that it is the police administration 
of religion for the regulation of human con- 
duct, for the preservation of society, for the 
holding in leash the hounds of life. ' 

I pass lightly over it, for it is not a part of 
the universal order.any more than. the mon- 
astery and the church, which are necessary 
incidents, are a part of the universal order. 
Let this not seem a word of opposition to 
the institutions of religion. It has scripture 
for its warrant. I find its forecast when I 
read that fine, daring statement of the Seer 
recorded in the Book of Revelation, which 
John sees in the future, this ideal kingdom 
of heaven, the rule of Christ on earth: he 
declarés that there shall be no more death 
and no more sorrow; God shall wipe away 
all tears from all eyes, and he adds: “I saw 
no temple therein."’ It is the announcement 
that the new Jerusalem shall have no church 
built within its precincts, for the Lord God 
is the temple of it; and so runs his vision. 
We say to ourselves that as ministers we 


‘belong to the expiring class, we belong to 


the passing éra; and then we comfort our- 
selves by saying that we think it will last 
our time. So it will, and time after time, 


for the vision of John, like the passion of. 


Christ, is far from being realized. 
I come then to what is more material than 


any police ation, restraining influence 
of the church or religion, and ask you to 
consider that religiqgn has its use, because 
we poe root it. It is not simply that 
it is rat that it cannot be pulled 
up, it is not simply because it is built so

of the divine energy in the world it behooves 
hitn to order his life upon some plan so that 
he shall fit to the divinely ordered world in 
which he lives; then comes the full-grown 
man, the fullness of life appears; yet how 
rare it is, but when it is seen it is as beauti- 
ful as it is rare. 

The soul ‘that cannot be changed from its 
direction, that cannot be lured from its-ideal, 
cannot be tempted to a smaller life, that is 
afraid of nothing except that it shall be out 
of harmony with the universe—this is a 
powerful life, it is a life “according to the 
measure of the fullness of Christ.’’ The 
life of the monk is ordered, but it is an effort 
to be perfect in lonliness; there is no cloister 
large enough for the universal soul but the 
universe: the life of the penitent in New 
Mexico is ordered, as he plies the cactus rope 
upon his flesh until he stands in a pool of his 
own blood. But it is but the substitution of 
self-inflicted tortures for self-devotion to 
the beautiful order of the world. It is not 
peceenty to be less a man to be more like 

od, 

The use of religion is to permanently raise 
the temperature of the human soul, not to 
fever but to potency and action. Soto whom 
religion has come, finds life so beautiful that 
it is in no danger of spending its strength 
upon self-pity, and it is not likely to forget 


-- the unheoric but sacramental details of com- 


mon duty. Old men who lie down and say 
that the end is near, look back upon such a 
life, filled with activities, and full of the 
brightest seasons, which its struggles cannot 
impair, and say tO me, as one said not ten 
days ago, “I think I have got through, but 
I am not afraid.”’ 

Life is the most beautiful thing that we 
have to look upon. We realize it in the joy- 
ousness of children, whose perfect grace is 
a witness of their unconsciousness; wé real- 
ize it)in the glad prospects of the young man, 
that jfeels that the book of life has been 
opened to the first pages, and it is interesting 
to the last degree, and in the man of busi- 
nd affairs, in his strong grasp of sit- 
that are difficult, and his daring 
es that are just traveling upon the 
verge of constant danger. To all these life 
is beautiful in its joyousness, in its interest, 
in its strength. 

Aye, it is beautiful in its decline; just 
as all the flelds presently shall be ruddy 
with autumn grass, just as all the woods 
shall be aflame, like the bush that Moses 
saw on Horeb, ‘“‘that burned and was not 
consumed,”’ just as all the furrows shall 
lay bare their breasts for the wheat that 
in the spring shall rise anew from under- 
neath the snow; so is the human character, 
whose ordered life finds ‘a moral use in dark 
things,’ and religion ceases to be to such an 
one a useful guarantee of a remote salva- 
tion: it is already salvation, moral health, 
and constant power. 

The most beautiful people in this com- 
munity are the old men and the old women 
that are satisfied with life. If religion does 
not do this then for us, make life strong, 
full of verve in its activities, and full of 
peace at its close, it has not served us well, 
but it is not the fault of religion, it is only 
the fault of that phase of religion which has 
failed to satisfy. a 8 

And, now, last of all, the use of religion as 
the instrument of regeneration, again we 
come to the very question of use, that we 
must deal with religion because it belongs 
to us, is as truly the product of evolution 
as its scriptures are the product of itself, 
No man sat down in barbarian strength 
and urcultured mind and wrote the prop- 
hecy of Isaiah; no man rose from the crude 
beginning of life and sat among the simple 
Galileans, to whom were uttered the beati- 
tudes. : 

Think of the conditions that existed in the 
eenter of Germany, for instance, between 
the rush of Cesar’s cavalry meeting the 
-troke of the German’s club and mace, and 
the same Germany which -in the last part 
cf the eighteenth century sung the great 
cratorios which have for their theme relig- 
‘on and for their inspiration religion. The 
rise of human life finds thus its flowering in 
religious art. 

I believe more than all other forces relig- 
ion has its impact upon man’s character. 
He becomes human only when-he becomes a 
httle like God. It is the power of the invis- 
ible that is the source of all poetry in life. 
The poet does not sing of the thing he sees, 
but of the thing which he sees beyond the 
things of sense. 
human life, as it is written in thé epistle to 
the Hebrews of him who led his people 
through the wilderness “into a land flowing 
with milk and honey.”’ ‘‘He endured as see- 
ing him who ig invisible.”’ It.is the power 
of the invisible which enlarges life. It ts 
the prerogative of faith, that it shall be “‘the 
substance of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen.’’ We ure haunted byour 
ideals as we are by “‘remembered kisses 
after death.”” Thus religion becomes the in- 
strument of regeneration to us. 

I may not further pursue this subject now, 
but I anticipate your question, why do I not 
say something about the use of religion, asa 
preparation for life which shall follow this. 
Why, life is that preparation, being is that 
preparation, and what 1 am to be shall be 
determined by what I have been. It is not 
the future for which I order my character, 
but for the present power and life. It is not 
a change that shall bring with it the key of 
the door of death for which I wait, but 
strength to press the door with resolute will 
and enter in, and find this alsais life. 

I know what is written on this side the por- 
tal, and though I cannot guess the Inscrip- 
tion on the other side, I know who shall 
open it. Tennyson sublimely declared that 
when he had crossed the bar, through the 
night, in which for the time the darkness 
blinded him, that he should see ‘“‘his pilot 
face te face.”” I think it will be comfortable, 
I think there will be room enough. We 
have been finding our way by tortuous chan- 
nels, by crooked pathways, and through dif- 
ficulties and torturing perplexities, I think 
we shall have room enough by-and-by. But 
I do not know what use religion is for that, I 
only know its uses are Indispensable for this. 

If I may be led up by a hand that does 
not tremble, or if I may hear in the dark- 
ness the footfalls of the guide I cannot see, 
or if the shimmering light on the far horizon 
of my night tells me where I shall look 
for sunrise and another day, then I have had 
enough, and the faith which purifies and 
heartens life is God’s best gift to man. For 
the rest, we say with that leader of those 
who would live in the spirit, we say with 
Emerson, brother of our soul, “All I have 
geen teaches me to trust for that I have 
not seen. I do not know what the bene- 
ficent has for us fn the future, but it must 
be something grand, and in the large style 
of his work.’”’
